That theſe are their uſual Effects, no one can doubt. 
And I can apply to all honeſt Practitioners for the 
Truth of what I affert.

« bring on dreadful Stranguries, which ſucceed but 
too much already to Gonorrhœas, and cauſe 
e often a general Infection, whenever the leaſt Par- 
« ticle of Virus ſtill remains in the Semen, or ſeminal 
{+ Fluids, whoſe Diſcharge is ſuppreſs'd.“ He adds, 
in the 4th Chapter, that the raſh Uſe of aſtringent 
Injections, by ſtopping a virulent Running, is to be 
look'd on as one of the Cauſes of the Abſceſs in Pe- 
rings, which ſucceeds to a Gonorrhœa. To have a 
juſt Idea of theſe Abſceſſes, take but the Trouble of 
reading Caſes 1.

Calloſities, or Cicatrices. 


The Second Cauſe, 


The Calloſities, or callous Scars, commonly call'd 
Striftures, which venereal Ulcers have, by ill Treat- 
ment, left in the Urethra after their Cure, are the ſe- 
cond Cauſe of the venereal Difficulty of Urine. _ 

Aſtrac is alſo. of my Opinion, in admitting this as 
one of the Cauſes of this Diſorder. . This eminent 
Author, as alſo Col De Vilars, will often be 
mention'd in this Book, becauſe their Works not. 
only contain in them whatever has been wrote with, 
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Judgment on the venereal Diſeaſe, but they explain 


themſelves with ſo much Order and Perſpicuity, that 


I would not deprive my Readers of the Light they 
confer upon theſe Subjects. Thus Aſtruc, Book III. 
Chap. IV. in the fore- mention'd Treatiſe : © If the 
* Ulcers heal at laſt, which they effectually often 
<< do, there is Danger of their leaving, in their Room, 

ce hard Cicatrices, and of the Membrane of the 
Urethra becoming wrinkled and contracted in that 
“ Part, whence its Diameter will be leſſen'd, - eſpe- 
<* cially if the Ulcers were deep, and their Cicatrices 
* be callous; which often happens in theſe Kinds of 
* Ulcers, which we cannot come at to deterge. 
&« Here is then a ſecond Cauſe of the Strangury, or 
e Difficulty of Urine, which will eaſily. produce a 
<< total Suppreſſion, if the Cicatrices happen to ſwell. 
“ To confirm what 1 have ſaid, I can produce the 
e ſimilar Caſe of thoſe who remain what the French 


call bride after a Salivation, which is owing; to 


* the Ulcers of the Mouth having eat in as 
« far as the Tendons of the maſticatory, Muſcles; 
& whence the hard Cicatrices which form themſelves 
„ upon theſe Ulcers, pucker up, as it were, the 
„ Tendons, which by that means tye up the lower 
« Jaw with ſo much Force, that they are not able 
eto open their Mouths.“ 

I could bring ſeveral others who admit of Callo- 
ſities in the Urethra: But I will ſtop with Dionrs ; 
who, treating of the Obſtructions Surgeons meet 
with in paſſing the Catheter into the Bladder, men- 
tions Calloſities aloug the Urethra, occaſion'd by the 
Scars of Ulcers, which ſo far leſſen its Diameter, as 
to prevent the Introduttion of the Catheter, in ſpite 
of all Endeavours us'd to force it in. He again 


ſpeaks more fully on this Subject in treating of Car- 


noſities, which ſhall be mention'd in the following 
Article. |

\The Third Cauſe of the venereal EF ariſes 
from Caruncles, Carnoſities, or Excreſcences, which 


ſprout up upon the Ulcers of the Urethra, when, be- 
come fungous. Several eminent Surgeons and Ana- 


tomiſts - deny the Exiſtence of Carnoſities; among 


others, Palfyn and Dionis, who, of the two laſt- 
mention'd Cauſes, make but one. This is what is 
alleg*d by the firſt in his Chirurgical Anatomy, Part II. 
Chap. XXII. As the Cicatrices which enſue. from 
e theſe Ulcers render the Diameter of the Urethra 
S narrower, this Narrownels of the Paſſage hinders. 
<« the free Egreſs of the Urine, and is miſtaken for 


* an Excreſcence, to which the Name of Carnoſity 


« is. given. But as the Urine of thoſe who give 


e themſelves up to an Exceſs of Drinking” (he might

« Mr, Arnaud denies their Exiſtence; and that Mr. 
« Petit, an eminent Surgeon of Paris, who is of the

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% ſame Opinion, affirms, That he has open'd ſeyeral- 
„ Perſons whom one might have expected to have 
e Jabour'd under theſe pretended Carnoſities or Ci- 
< catricesz who, nevertheleſs, had the internal Sur- 
face of the Urethra very ſmooth : So that the Ob- 
« ſtruction, perceivable by the Catheter, is, according 
te to theſe Gentlemen, nothing but a Swelling of the 
« ſpungy Subſtance of the Urethra, which ſtreightens 
e itz and is occaſtonꝰd by ſome of its Veſſels being va 
e ricous” (he here directs to the 73d Obſervation of 
Saviard). Mr. Petit, adds Palfyn, “ has pre- 
* ſented to the Royal Academy of Sciences the Bladder

« The Reality of this Diſtemper, ſays Dionis, in 
his Operations of Surgery, Demonſt.

« gave out, that the virulent Humour in a Gonor- 
ce rhæœa, diſtilling continually fromthe ProfſtateGlands, 
C ulcerates the Urethra by its Acrimony; and that 
from thence enſues fungous Fleſh, which cauſes 
<« this Diſorder. It was rather the Intereſt of thoſe 
*© who pretended to particular Remedies for its Cure, 
* to confirm this Error, than to expoſe it; and ſo 
much the more, as this Diſtemper was given u 
e by real Surgeons, and was become the Prey of Em- 
cc pirics, and Boaſters of Noſtrums. “. 

Carnoſities are, then, according to Dionis, the | 
Children of Intereſt and Deceit. Surgeons bave given 
up this Diſtemper; it is become the Prey of Empi- 
rics- This hard Sentence pronounc'd againſt: the

greateſt Men that ever treated of the venereal Diſ- 
eaſe, againſt the moſt ſkiltul' Surgeons of former 
Ages, againſt the famous Part, is farther confirmed 
jn this Author. In ſpite of the ſtricteſt Search I 
have made in opening thoſe Bodies who were ſaid 
© to have laboured under them, I have not yet met 
with any, nor have I ever ſeen any Surgeon that 
s affirms to have ſeen them, I mean any that de- 
“ ſerves to be credited. I know there are many 
ho labour under the Complaints I have mention'd; 
ge but they are not owing to Carnoſities: They are 
the Conſequences of one or ſeveral Gonorrhceas, 
«that have corroded and ulcerated the Urethra in 
&« ſeveral Places. No the Cicatrices, which enſue 
% upon theſe Ulcers, being hard, and ſomewhat of 
te the Nature of a Callus, contract the Paſſage z and 
ce the Urine meets thereby with an Impediment in

Mr. De la Faye, a famous Surgeon' of Paris, in 
his Remarks upon Dionis's Treatiſe of Operations, 
not only falls in with the Opinion of his Author, but 
confirms it by Authorities. The Difficulties and 
«« Sappreſſions of Urine,” ſays he, which happen 
<« to thoſe who in their Youth have had one or ſe- 
% veral Gonorrhceas, whether ill or well treated, are 
c occaſion'd by theſe laſt Diſorders“ (Strictures in 
the Urethra by Cicatrices, the varicous Swelling of 
the Corpus Spongioſum Uretbræ, and that of the Pro- 
ſtate Gland); and not by fleſhy Excreſcences or 
„ Carnoſities, as it was imagin'd formerly, and as

* Urethre, are the moſt frequent Cauſes of thele 
« Sorts of Suppreſſions of Urine.” 

After ſuch poſitive Authorities, doth not Intereſt 
or Obſtinacy ſeem to be the only poſſible Motives 
for maintaining the Exiſtence of Carnoſitics? Does not 
Mr. Petit, the Man in all Europe who has had it moſt 
in his Power to learn, by Diſſection, the Nature of 
venereal Complaints, and who, to uſe the Words of 
Palfyn, has opened a great Number of unhappy 
Victims of the Fire of Youth, declaring himſelf 
againſt Carnoſities, ſeem, to force the Aſſent of 


every body to his Opinion? Dionis, nor any other 


Surgeon that he knows of, at leaſt not any that 
deſerve to be credited, have ever been able to find 


out any. Mr. De la. Faye has never met with any 
fleſhy xereſeence, © or even. Wart, in any of the Bos 


cies

dies he has diſſected, who had died of this Diſtemper, 
of who had laboured under it while alive : Can any 
thing be more poſitive than theſe Authorities? 

It is not Intereſt that engages me to ſtand againſt 
theſe worthy Gentlemen : For what avails it to me 
what Name is given to the ſeveral diſorderly States 
of the Urethra, whereby its Diameter being leſ- 
ſened, the Paſſage of Urine is interrupted? It is 
ſuffcient for me and the Public, that I eaſily and 
radically overcome thoſe Obſtacles, of whatſoever 
Nature they be. It would redound greatly to my 
Honour, if they were all reckoned Calloſities, which 
Dionis pronounces incurable ; my curing them 
would then be a Miracle. When, ſays he, Cal- 

<< [6fities in the Urethra have drove us to this 
« Puncture (in Perinæo), the Patient muſt reſolve to 
« year a Cannula the reſt of his Life.“ And in 
my Method we have to do with neither Puncture nor 
Cannula. But the clearing up this {till doubrful 
Point, obliges me to engage in the Diſpute ; and 1 
hope to do it to the Satisfaction of every one. 

I anſwer then to the Authors I have quoted; iſt, 
That it is poſſible (tho“ it were ſomewhat extraor- 
dinary indeed), that in the ſeveral Bodies mentioned 
to have been opened by Anatomiſts, no Carnoſity 
might be met with; and yet, as the Number of 
thoſe who have not been opened, is infinitely 
greater, their negative Argument might be of no 
Force; and Mr. "de la Faye himſelf grants the Poſ- 
fibility of theſe Excreſcences. 

I anſwer, 2dly, by bringing other Authorities 
which make for me; and I ſay alſo, that we may 
conclude from the Words of Dionis, that ſome 
Surgeons have mentioned the Exiſtence of Carno- 
ſities. It is true, he does not look upon them as 
worthy to be credited ; but it is but too well known 
how Aſſent is given or refuſed, as People fall in 
with our Opinions, or contradict them. The va-

& are diſcover*d by the Catheter, that cannot be in-

Theſe are Paré's own Words. Muſt the Title of 
real Surgeon be refus'd him, becauſe he argues for 
Carnoſities? Is he an Empiric, or a Boaſter of 
Noſtrums? Will it be ſaid, that his Intereſt led him 
to countenance this falſe Notion, rather than to oppoſe 
it? Such is, however, the Judgment we muſt make 
of him, if we are ruled by Dionis. For my Part, I 


believe, that what he advanced was grounded on 


what he had ſeen; and no Proof to the contrary can

It is uſual,” 
ſays he, to attribute this Strangury to Carnoſities 


e bred in the Urethra by the Ulcers caug'd there by 
« the-venereal Virus: It is true, that theſe Carnoſities 
or Caruncles, which are nothing but Hyperſarcoſes, 
<* or Excreſcences of fungous or callous. Fleſh, may 
<< be form'd there, as it happens to all other Ulcers ; 
and they have in Reality been found there, contrary 
* to the Opinion of many. But this is not the only 
© one, nor the moſt frequent Cauſe of this Stran- 
« oury.” He ſays it is owing chiefly to Strictures, 
the Swelling of the Veru Montanum, Cowper's or 


Proſtate Glands. We ſhall have Oceaſion to ſpeak 
of theſe ſeveral Cauſes, and to examine whether Car- 
noſities are as rarely met with as he imagines: It is 
enough, for the preſent, that, contrary to the Opinion 
of many People; they are really met with. Let us

e am not ignorant, that ſeveral Phyſicians in 
<« theſe Days look upon the Exiſtence of Caruncles 
as a Chimæra; and they are, perhaps, induced to 
ce this Belief by no other Reaſon (conſidering the 
« Unſettledneſs of Mens Opinions) than becauſe the 
« Phyſicians of the laſt Centuries look' d upon Ca- 
© runcles as the only Cauſes of the Strangury that 
* comes on after Gonorrhœas; but they are both 
e blameworthy, for having judg'd with too much 
Precipitation. The Antients are wrong in reject- 
ing all the other Cauſes of Strangury, which are 
c even more conliderable, and more frequent; and 
de the Moderns are inexcuſable for denying raſhly, 
e and without Foundation, the Exiſtence of Carun- 
cles; ſince what happens to all other fordid Ulcers 
ee ſhews, by Analogy, the Poſſibility of them; and 
e the Diſſection of Bodies, the Reality of them. 
It is true, they are not ſo frequently met with as 
ec the Antients did imagine, and as Mountebanks 
« ſtill believe; but they are frequent enough to de- 
« ſerve being rank'd among the other Cauſes of the 
« Strangury.”* 5 

If Mr. Aftruc had had the handling of my Can- 
dles as often as myſelf, he could not expreſs himſelf 
with more Correctneſs on the Situation and Shape of 
Carnoſities; my - Obſervations tally exactly with 


what he advances about them: Twenty Years Pra- 
ctice do not enable me to add any thing farther. 


But how comes it to happen, that the Opening of 


- Bodies ſhews the real Exiſtence of Carnoſities? And 


that Dionis, Petit, and La Faye, who have opened 


fo many, have never perceiv'd any? Perhaps, in the 


Bodies they open'd, the relax'd flabby State of the 
| | Parts 
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Parts render'd theſe Excreſcences imperceptible; or, 
perhaps, really the Stoppages they had perceiv'd in 
their Patients, during their Lives, were of another 
Nature. we N 

As Meſſieurs Aſtruc and Col De Vilars go no far- 
ther than barely ſaying that the Diſſection of Bodies 
has prov'd the Exiſtence of Carnoſities, without 
bringing any Fact; the Reader will not be diſpleas d 
at my making Amends for this Omiſſion. Ant. Pa ſ- 
cal, in his Treatiſe on Gonorrhœas, Article 3. 
mentions two Soldiers, who died in 1718. in the 
Hoſpital of Milan, who were open'd in the Preſence 
of ſeveral Phyſicians, whoſe Urethras were found 
beſet with fungous and callous Excreſcences, that 
occalion*d their Deaths, by bringing on ſo ſtubborn a 
Suppreſſion of Urine, that it yielded to no fort of 
Remedy, not even to the Operation they underwent 

to procure the Evacuation of 1t. 

This Fact is unqueſtionable z and had it been li- 
able to the leaſt doubt, I would not have ventur d 
inſerting it in a Memorial I preſented in 1730. to 
Count Garelli, firſt Phyſician to the Emperor 
Charles VI. who was deſirous of being inform'd of 
my Method of Cure in the Treatment of the bad 
Conſrquences of Gonorrhceas, before he would en- 
truſt me with the care of ſeveral Perſons of the firſt 
Diſtinction in the Imperial Court. 

But why ſhould I call in the Aſſiſtance of the 
Dead, when the Living can ſpeak for me? I am 
ready to convince the moſt incredulous, by making 
them feel, themſelves, the Carnoſities; ſo as not to 
leave them the · leaſt room to call them in queſtion. 
Nothing can give me more Pleaſure, than being 
taken at my Word. I will demonſtrate to them, as 
far as it is poſſible, that real Excreſcences, wholly 
different from Strictures caus d by Cicatrices, are 
form'd in the Urethra: For was there nothing bur 
Strictures brought on by this Cauſe, thoſe Parts = | 
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the Urethra which were neareſt to the Obſtacle would 
be the moſt contracted, and thoſe which were the 


moſt remote would be the leaſt ſo; ſo that this 
Tube would reſemble two Funnels, whoſe Points 
met at the Stricture: Whereas I can ſhew, that 
a Carnoſity is a ſort of Fungus, which grows in 
one Part of the Urethra, without its Diameter bein 

lteflen'd either on one Side or other of it. And 

have prov'd the Truth of what I advance to ſeveral 
of the moſt eminent and learned Phyſicians and Sur- 
geons, by dreſſing, in their Preſence, the Patient who 
is the Subject of the 7 iſt Ob/ervation. I make men- 
tion of this, preferably to many others, becauſe the 
Carnoſity or Excreſcence was viſible ; it ſtopp'd in- 
tirely the Paſſage from the Root of the Nut, as far 
as a Fiſtula, that was ſituated in the middle of the 
Urethra, thro' which the Carnoſity was ſeen very 
diſtinctly. I call to witneſs all thoſe that ſaw it, and I 
aſk them, Whether it was not a true Fungus, wholly 


different from Cicatrices? There is another Patient, 


whom I dreſs'd in the Preſence of ſeveral Gentlemen 
of the Profeſſion, who is the Subject of Caſe 65; 
and I ask them, It the Excreſcence, which began at 


ſome Lines diſtance from the Entrance of the Ure- 


thra, that was ſeveral Inches long, and gave Iflue to 
the Water but by a very ſmall Opening; I ask, 
Whether this was only a Contraction of the Urethra? 
And whether its Diameter was not the ſame, from its 
Entrance to the Carnoſity ? I could bring, if there 
was occaſion, an Obſervation of Mr. Fitzgerald, 
Profeſſor of the Univerſity of Phyſic of Montpe- 
lier; who affirms having ſeen, in that Town, an Ex- 
creſcence that budded out to ſuch a Degree, that the 
Patient was forced now-and-then to cut off that 
Part which hung out of the Urethra. Let the Op- 
poſers of Carnoſities explain how a mere Stricture of 
the Urethra could be attended with ſuch a Phæno- 


menon. This might, no doubt, be more eaſily ac- 


counted 
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counted for by that Symptom call'd the Puffing up 
of the Corpus Spongioſum Urethre, which is ſaid ts 
be often miſtaken for Carnoſities : This is accounted 
for in this manner; the internal Membrane of the 
Urethra having been weaken' d, or rather corroded 
through, by a venereal Ulcer, it is not at all extra- 
ordinary that the Corpus Spongioſum Uretbræ, being 
diſtended by ſome Cauſe or other, ſhould jet out on 
that Side where it meets with no Reſiſtance, and 
ſhould, conſequently, make its way into the Urethra 
by the Orifice made in it by the Eroſion of the Ulcer. 
We have ſeen above, in the Paſſage I brought out of 
Mr. De la Faye's Remarks on the Operations of Dio- 
nis, that the varicous Swelling of the Corpus Spongi- 
oſum Urethre, brought on by Irregularities of any 
kind, is one of the Cauſes of the venereal Stran- 
gury. 

One accounts very well, this way, for what is ſome- 
times obſerv'd, that a leaden Probe, or any other, 
reſtores, very ſoon, the free Courſe of the Water, by 
compreſſing the Corpus Spongioſum Urethre that was 
puffed up; as alſo, how this ſame Obſtruction ſoon 
returns, after taking out the Probe; how the Urethras 
of Perſons that had labour'd under Carnoſities du- 
ring their Lives, were found free from them after 
their Deaths : For the Rarefaction of the Humours, 
which lafts only with Life, kept the Cells of the 
ſpungious Bodies ſwelPd beyond the Level of the in- 
ternal Membrane of the Urethra ; this Force ceaſing 
to act, the Cells had emptied themſelves gradually, 
and recovered their uſual Size. 

This Theory is ſo conformable to my way of 
Thinking, and Obſervations, that I wholly admit of 
it. Inſtead of being an Objection to the Exiſtence 
of Carnoſities, it is rather a Proof of it: For what 
is, in reality, this puffing · up of the ſpungious Sub- 
ſtance of the Uretbra, which yields to Compreſſion, 
and returns again When that is remiev*d, but a _- 
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Carnoſity? which, ſmaller and ſofter in its Beginning, 
eaſily gives way to the Body which compreſſes it, 
but which, growing larger afterwards, and acquiring 
more Solidity, makes a greater Reſiſtance, and, at 
laſt, totally obſtructs the Paſſage of the Urine? The 
Ulceration of the internal Membrane of the Urethra, 
which before kept the ſpungious Subſtance within its 
Bounds, firſt gave riſe to this Excreſcence. 

The Operation of my Remedy is conformable to 
this: The looſe fungous Fleſh is, by it, melted down 
and ſuppurated, the ſound remaining untouched. 
Let it not be imagin'd that I attribute an intelligent 
Power to it, if it acts on the diſeas'd rather than on 
the ſound Parts; it is becauſe the firſt is of ſuch a 
Nature, as to be affected by the active Particles of 
my Remedy; whereas the latter is guarded againſt 
their Action by the internal Membrane of the Ure- 
thra: Beſides, theſe ſame active Particles ſtir up, and 
ſet in motion, the Virus which generally remains 

clogg'd up, and inactive, in thoſe fungous Swellings. 
There is no wonder, then, that my Remedy ſhould 
act upon them without having any effect on thoſe 
which are in a ſound State. This is prov'd, beyond 
contradiction by an Experiment, which Iwill put in 
practice as often as deſir'd: I will introduce one of 
my Sounds into the Urethra of a healthy Perſon, 
and will leave it there a ſufficient time, for it to ae 
on the glandulous Bodies of which it is compos'd; 
I will then remove it, and the keeneſt Sight ſhall 
not be able to perceive upon it the leaſt drop of a 
foreign Moiſture : I will then immediately paſs the 
taine Sound into a'diſeas*d Urethra, and, in leſs time 
than it had remain'd in the ſound one, it will be 
charg'd with a purulent Matter, furniſh'd by the dif- 
eas'd part of the Urethra. You may even ſpare 
yourſelt this: double trouble; it is enough to take 
notice, that the Sound comes out charg'd with pu- 
rulent Matter at thoſe Places only which were in 


Contact 
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Contact with the Part or Parts affected. I conclude 
from hence, that, ſince my Sounds bring off, in 
Suppuration, theſe preternatural Subſtances, what- 
ever they be, that obſtruct or fill, in part, the Ure- 
thra; they are fungous Fleſh, an Hyperſarcaſis, or, 
if you pleaſe, a Jetting-· in, or Tumefaction of the 
ſpungy Subſtance of the Urethra, which has made 
its way into its cavity by the Opening caus'd in it by 
the Ulcer, which had partly deſtroy'd its internal 
Membrane. | | 
I am not ſeeking to raiſe up Controverſies; my 
Aim is to clear up this important matter, and to be 
uſeful to Mankind, that ſo often labour under the bad 
conſequences of former Gonorrheeas. I then repeat 
it once more: The ſpungy Subſtance of the Uretbra 
is the moſt frequent cauſe of the Excreſcences which 
give way to my Remedies ; and its particular Stru- 
cture greatly conduces to the production of this 
Evil: But the Ulceration, which was the original 
Cauſe, is what maintains it. Theſe Carnoſities are 
very various. I will not engage in any Inquiry about 
their different Natures: It is ſufficient, for my preſent 
purpoſe, that I have prov'd their real Exiſtence, and 
that they yield to my Method of Cure. 
Though it may ſeem uſeleſs to carry farther the 
Proofs of the _ of Caruncles, I cannot paſs 
over che Authority of a Surgeon of Paris, who had 
acquir d a Reputation in the venereal Buſineſs. Mr. 
Dubois, in his New Treatiſe on Venereal Diſorders, 
p. 22. expreſſes himſelf thus: When a Gonor- 
* rhœa is produc'd by ſo ſharp a Virus, it often 
happens, that the ſpungy Part of the Uretbra is 
conſiderably injur'd, which being exceſſive tender, 
nervous, and of a quick Senſation, ſuſceptible of 
the moſt pungent Irritations, and the ſharpeſt 
„% Pains, occaſions the worſt Accidents; which 
© often, after they have diſappear*d, leave behind 
* them ſome Complaints which give as much 
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Trouble to the Patient and Surgeon, as any other 
„Symptom whatſoever of the Lues, I mean Car- 
s noſities; in the Treatment of which many Sur- 
e geops fail. Theſe forts of Excreſcences, which 
< are ſituated in the middle of the Vretbra, cauſe - 
<< inexprefſible Pains to the unhappy Sufferers, and 
«© puzzle moſt Surgeons.“ | 

I muſt take notice, before I end this article, that 
there are two ſorts of Carnoſities; one without any 
ſenſible Ulceration, the other manifeſtly ulcerated. 
They are judg'd callous, ſays Ambroſe Pare, when no 
ſuperfluous Moiſture flows from them : Thoſe which 
are ulcerated, are known by the Diſcharge that iſſues - 
from them. Beſides thoſe which are met with among 
the following Caſes, I will bring here the Example 
of one which is inferted in the Memorial I preſented 
to Count Garelli. 

In the Month of April, 1728. the Marquis De 
Prit, of Turin, ſent for me to that City, to ſee one 
Maurice Franquetti, his Steward, who labour'd under 
a Strangury. The Sound I paſs'd in met with no 
Obſtruction before I came to the excretory Ducts of 
the Veſiculæ Seminales and Proſtate Glands, where I 
found ſome fleſhy Excreſcences that were ulcerated, 
and which would not ſuffer me to advance farther with- 
out giving Pain, I took him in hand, and perfected 
his Cure by the end of the May following. Tho? he 
had been troubled with this Diſtemper ever ſince 
1716. he enjoy'd a very good State of Health in 

1730. when I preſented Count Garelli with my 
Memorial ; enabling him, at the ſame time, to in- 


\: form himſelf of the truth of my Relation, by letting 


him know that Franquetti was then at Vienna.

The Fourth Cauſe. 


I now come to the Fourth Cauſe of the venereal 
Strangury, which I attribute to ſtubborn, virulent, 
callous Ulcers, ſituated on the excretory Ducts of 
the Proſtate Glands, Veſiculæ Seminales, and of all 
the Glands that ſupply the Urethra with a Mucus to 
line its internal Membrane. 

After the total diſappearing of the bad Symptoms 
of a virulent Gonorrhcea, there often remains behind 
a ſtubborn Running, known in the World by the 
name of Gleet, or Relaxation of the Parts. When, 
ſays Mr. Aſtruc, in his Treatiſe on Venereal Diſorders, 

Book III. Chap. IV. p. 111. * a Perſon has had 

<< ſeveral Gonorrhœas, and even ſometimes but one 

«© that has prov'd obſtinate, he is often plagu'd for 

< ſeveral Months, Years, and ſometimes his whole 

„Life, with an involuntary Diſcharge of Semen: 

<< This Diſcharge is ſometimes ſmall, but conſtant, 

«© whether walking, ſitting, or doing any other 

« Function; in others it is not ſo conſtant, but in 
greater quantity, and in larger drops, when they 

<< ſtrain, in the leaſt, to go to Stool; when they give 

* way to any laſcivious Thoughts, or attempt 

6 Coition.“ 

I have already taken notice, that this Diſcharge, in 
the vulgar Phraſe, is term'd a Gleet, or Relaxation 
of the Parts; and thoſe that are troubled with it are 
very eaſy about its Conſequences z looking on it only 


as a preſent inconvenience. - 


I wiſh 1 were not oblig'd to diſturb their ſecurity; 
but their Intereſt, and that of Truth, would be ſuf- 
ferers by my ſilence. I grant, then, as I have al- 
ready done, that the excretory Ducts ef the Glands 
of the Urethra are liable to a Relaxation, as all the 
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other Veſſels of a human Body are; but I will take 
upon me to prove, that the Diſcharge we are treat- 
ing of, is almoſt always ſupply*d by an Ulcer, which 
has withſtood all the Remedies which have over- 
come the other Symptoms of a Gonorrhœa; and, 
what will perhaps appear ſtrange, I will draw the 
firſt Proofs of my Opinion from the Works of thoſe 
who have taken the other ſide of the queſtion. 
Theſe are the Words of Mr. De la Mettrie, in his 
New Treatiſe on Venereal Diſorders, p. 165. 

« Sometimes the Matter of a Gonorrhœa be- 
* comes brown, reſembling the dregs of Oil; looks 
« as if it were mix'd with Duſt, and is not gluti- 
4 nous: It is then impoſſible to cure it, without 
„leaving behind a ſmall Running; becauſe, the 
« Urethra being corroded by the ſharpneſs of the 
* Humours, there are Sinuſes form'd, which prove 
* painful the remainder of Life, and are only made 
c worſe by the uſe of Remedies.” P. 193. he ſtiles 
this ſmall Running “ an endleſs Running; and 
adds, that it proceeds from the widen'd Mouths 
„of the Veſſels now become paralytic, which can- 
not be reſtor'd to their natural Elaſticity,” 

The Author, in theſe Quotations, diſagrees with 
himſelf. The ſmall endleſs Running proceeds from 
Sinuſes which the Poiſon has dug in the Urethra; 
Sinuſes which are attended with Pains that. are only 
increas'd by the uſe of Remedies; afterwards, all 
this is a Paralyſis; But how ſhould a paralytic 
ſtate, which is next to that of Inſenſibility, be at- 
tended with Pain? Why doth he complain of Re- 
medies increaſing - the painful Senſation ? the Re- 
medies which are good againſt this kind of Diſorder 
acting only by their ſtimulating quality. Mr. De la 
Meltrie, in the firſt Quotation, ſpeaks as a ſtrict Ob- 
ſerver of Nature; but having, no doubt, ſuffer d 
himſelf to be carried away by the vulgar notion, he 


has 
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has expreſs'd himſelf, in the ſecond, in the FE 
hraſe. 
ll It is not to be wonder'd at that Mr. De la s 
trie, having forſaken this Opinion, adds afterw 
<< 'But this Diſcharge is no more to be marc 
« if, after a long Catarrh, the pituitary Me 
* of Schneider ſeparated more Mucus than bei ire. 
One. may enter into the matrimonial State with 
* this Running. without any fear of defiling the nup- 
<< tial Bed, if it is not attended with any Virulence.” 
Gonorrhceas, thoſe, at leaſt, that have any bad 
Symptoms, are produced by Ulcers; z this is granted 
by all Authors in general: The ſharpneſs of the 
Humours forms Sinuſes, which occaſion Pains for 
lifez and the Diſcharge which is ſupply'd by theſe 


Sinuſes has nothing virulent in it! Indeed this 1 is above 
comprehenſion. 


Mr. Aftruc entertains a very different Opinion. 


„We have already taken notice, ſays he, Book 
II. Chap. IV. that the virulent Matter of a Go- 
* norrhcea almoſt always produces Ulcers in ſome 
part or other of the Urethra, and chiefly on the 
* extremities of the excretory Ducts of the Veſicule 
«© Seminales and Proſtate Glands. When a Gonor- 
* rheea is neglected, or ill treated (which, accordin 
to my Opinion, is almoſt always the caſe), theſe 
Ulcers are rarely perfectly well healed, eſpecially 
« thoſe that are ſituated on the excretory Ducts of 
* the Glands, or are near them; becauſe they are 
continually ſupply*d with, and ſtimulated by, the 
virulent Matter that diftils from them: Thus 
„ from ſlight and ſuperficial, which they were at 
e firſt, they muſt neceſſarily, in time, become ill- 
digeſted, fiſtulous, and beſet with callous Bodies ; 
and leflen, by that means, more or leſs, the dia- 
«© meter of the Urethra; obſtruct, more or leſs, the 
courſe of the Urine; as the heat or ſharpneſs of 
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the Blood, ſtirr*d up, at the fame time, by ſome 
irre-

ling to the edges of them.“

thacconſtituted the Gonorrhœa, which, having been 


ill treated, are now ill. digeſted, fiſtulous; and beſet - i 


with callous Bodies; that is to ſay, of a much worſe 


nature than they were of when the Gonorrhcea was: 
recent: And, in theſe circumſtances, how ſhould the 
Matter, that comes from them, be mild and harm- 


leſs?

We muſt confeſs, nevertheleſs, that Mr. Afruc 


does not ſpeak every-where in the ſame ſtrain ; for 
he ſays, in the Xth Chapter of the ſame Book, in 
ſpeaking of the venereal Gonorrhcea ; that both 
that which is inflammatory, and caus'd by a recent 
„ taint, as that which is inveterate, and has degene- 
<« rated into a Gleet, withſtands, for the moſt part, 


% the moſt regular mercurial F rictions. It is true, 


<« that, inſtead of being virulent, as before the Fri- 
Cions, it is now a ſimple Running, free from Vi- 
1 rulence, and unable to communicate any In- 
« fection.“ 

We have ſeen,” ſays he, farther, © that a freſh- 
* contracted virulent Gonorrhœa is inflammatory, 


<< in Men, occupy the Urethra. The Inflammation 
and Ulceration may remain for ſome time in theſe 
parts, even after the Infection has been conquer'd 
by Mercury. After the Frictions, they are no 
longer maintain'd by the Virus, from which the 
are intirely free; they are then ſimple Gleets, 


which are owing to local diſorders, and which

Mr. Aftruc, in this, as in the foremention'd Quo- 
tation, acknowleges, that the Ulcers of a Gonor- 


rhea ſubſiſt for a great number of Years: He con- 


tradicts himſelf in this only, that he believes the in- 


fection of them conquer d by the mercurial Fri- 


ctions. I will not deny but that the venereal Taint 


may be abſolutely carried off by the uſe of Mer- 


cury; and yet a local diſorder, ſuch as too great a 


loſs of Subſtance, may keep up the Ulcer of the 
Urethra: But, grounded on my own experience, I 
can venture to affirm, that this is rarely the caſe. 
However, it is ſufficient, for my preſent purpoſe, 
that theſe Ulcers are acknowleged by this, and other 
Authors: I will ſoon prove, beyond contradiction, 
that they are not in the leaſt alter d in their nature. 
This Subject is of too great a Conſequence not to 
be carefully attended to: To the authorities already 
mention'd, I will add a third, which is ſtill more ex- 
preſſive. It is that of the late Mr. Gui ſard, who 
eſtabliſn'd himſelf a great reputation at Montpelier 
in the treatment of venereal Diſorders. He ex- 


preſſes himſelf thus in the ſecond Edition of his 


Practical Diſſertation, p. 200. There are Gonor- 
<« rheœas that leave behind them very troubleſome 
« complaints; ſuch as an almoſt incurable Diſcharge 
&* of ſeminal Fluids, Incontinencies of Urine, D/ 
« Hias, and Carnoſities, which laſt for life.“ : 
The diſcharge of ſeminal Fluids, which this Au- 
thor ſpeaks of, is not to be underſtood as a ſimple re- 
laxation of the excretory Ducts of the Glands : He 
explains himſelf very clearly about it p. 203. 
„ Thoſe,” ſays he, that are attended with Carno- 
<< ſities, are of the worſt kind. A Diſcharge of 
Us nt Matter which never dries up, a conti- 
** nual Foulneſs, the Pain one endures in voiding 
| «© one's

«* one's Urine, and the troubleſome neceſſity one 
lies under of always wearing a leaden Probe, are 
C ſuch afflicting circumſtances, that it would be far 
better for the Patient to labour under a confirm'd

4 under a Gonorrhcea of this kind, that ſometimes 
proves too ſtubborn for all ſorts of treatment.“ 
Mr. Guiſard, by his clear manner of expreſſing him- 
ſelf, ſpares me the trouble of deducing, by conſe- 
quences drawn from his Obſervations, and the Prin- 
ciples he has eſtabliſh*d upon them, the Doctrine I 
am endeavouring to eſtabliſh. This almoſt incurable 


ſeminal Diſcharge, is ſtil'd, in another place, a pu- 
rulent Diſcharge of Matter which never dries up 


Now can there be any other cauſe of a conſtant 
Diſcharge of purulent Matter, but a ſtill- ſubſiſting 
Ulcer? LY "Ys 

1 am able to confirm the Obſervations and Opi- 
nions left to Poſterity by the beſt Practitioners, by 
others drawn from my own experience. 5 

We judge,“ ſays Aſtruc, Book III. Chap. IV. 
<< that there are ſome hidden Ulcers, by the Pus 
<& which is frequently diſcharg'd out of the Urethra.“ 
If I, then, procure the Iſſue of Pus out of this Canal, 
we muſt neceſſarily conclude, that there is an Ulcer 
there. It is very eaſy, I don't ſay to thoſe J have 
under my care, but to any that will examine my 


Sounds when I take them out of the Vretbra, to ſee 
that they are loaded with Pas in one or more places, 


according to the number of Ulcers that are in the 
Paſlage. > 1:30 


De la Faye ſpeaks poſitively about them, in his 


Remarks. I have opened,” ſays he, ſeveral 
«©. Perſons, who had been treated according to this 


„Method (by Cauſtics and ſharp-edg'd:Probes) ; 
and 1 found, in the ſpungy ſubſtance of the Urethra, 
« Sinuſes two Inches long, or thereabouts, whoſe 
direction was towards the Proſtata Superior: I

« have obſerv'd, that theſe Sinuſes yielded Matter; E 
« that they were callous, exactly round, and large 
ce enough to admit of a medicated Sound; and that 
< their entrance was at the ſame place with the Ob-

„ Urine: Which proves, that theſe Sinuſes were ſo 
« many ways fram'd to themſelves by Sounds of a 
* cauſtic nature, or by ſharp-edg'd Probes.” De 
la Faye does not enter into the Nature of theſe Ul- 
cers, whether venereal, or not; but his Obſervations 
; evidently prove, that Ulcers may ſubſiſt for a long 

while in the Uretbra: And 1 require nothing more; 
having ſufficiently prov*d before, that they retain the 
nature of the Cauſe that firſt produc*d them. 

The Favourers of the Relaxation of the excretory 
Ducts of the Vęſiculæ Seminales will not, perhaps, 
yield to theſe Proofs: They will, perhaps, object, 
that my Remedy, by ſtimulating the Coats © the 
Veſſels it is in contact with, by melting down with its 
active Particles their thicken'd. Juices, may reſtore” 
their natural Spring, and ſtop a Diſcharge which was 
only owing to the relax d ſtate of their Fibres: - 
Before I ſet about anſwering this Objection, I muſt 
take ſome notice of the Effect of Bracers. 55 
Experience does but too much ſhew us the In- 
efficacy of Bracers agairſt thoſe Diforders that — 
owing to Relaxation. But whence this Inefficac 
From their not being immediately apply d to E 
Seat of the Diſorder; being oblig'd to take the 
courſe of the Circulation before they can reach it. 
Now thoſe Particles which are the original Cauſes of 
the Elaſticity of the Fibres, are intirely out of the 
Circulation; but were they part of the circulati 
Fluid, the Effect of Bracers, altered by the various 
Concoctions they have undergone, the ſmall quan- 
tity of their Particles which will come into contact 
with the Part affected, are more than ſufficient to ac- 
count for their uſual want of Succeſs.

But this is not the preſent Caſe; the whole nervous 
Syſtem is free : This is merely a local Diſorder, to 
which we can immediately. apply a Remedy; and if 
there are things powerful enough to contract the 
Urethra itſelf in ſuch a manner as to form Obſtru- 
ctions in it capable almoſt of reſiſting the force with 
which the Urine is impell'd, we can hardly doubt 
but that theſe ſame Remedies would be capable of 
reſtoring the Elaſticity to ſome weaken'd Fibres: 
And therefore, as Aſtringents, immediately apply'd 
to the Part, have no Effect; I may reaſonably con- 
clude, that this paralytic ſtate of the Fibres 1s purely 
imaginary ; which we may alſo conclude from the in- 


fallible ſucceſs of my Remedy, which would not be 


the Caſe, if this was the Diſorder, 

After theſe general Remarks, I anſwer, that I 
ſhould be very much concern'd if my Remedy was 
as ſharp in its Action as the Aſtringents which have 
been unſucceſsfully adminiſter'd againſt the Diſcharge 
we are ſpeaking of : It would then be as miſchievous 
as it is now ſerviceable. 

I add, that we ought to throw by Conjectures, 
when Matters of Fact are at hand, and the Effects 
it conſtantly produces demonſtrate that it is no Aſ- 
tringent; which would, on the contrary, if apply'd ” 
at the ſame time, deſtroy its Efficacy; for it acts 


by bringing on afreſh the original Diſcharge of the 


Gonorrhœa; and the longer it is in cauſing the Sup- 
puration of the Parts affected, the longer it is in 
effecting a perfect Cure: But, in this Caſe, we muſt 
not find fault with the Remedy; it is owing to the 
nature of the Obſtructions on which it acts, as they 
are more or leſs diſpos'd to receive the inteſtine mo- 
tion whence reſults Suppuration, It fo, far aſſiſts the 
contractile Power of the Fibres, as, by diſſolving and 
ſetting afloat the Juices which are harden'd and con- 
fin'd in the callous edges of Ulcers, it enables them to 
clear themſelves from them; but it does not act by 
2X ſtrength- 


1 

ſtrengthening and contracting them, as Bracers do, 
but by melting down the Juices impriſon'd in the 
edges of Ulcers, or in the fungous and callous Ex- 
creſcences of the Urethra, which, as I ſaid before, 
ariſe upon the Ulcers, and form upon them a ſort of 
Cruſt, which prevents the Diſcharge of purulent 
Matter. It is, nevertheleſs, upon the continuation 
of this Diſcharge that the Cure depends; and the 
Suppreſſion of it produces thoſe evils which force 
People to have recourſe to me, and which no one, 
beſides myſelf, is able to cure radically. 

As the Action of my Remedy conſiſts in bringing 
on a Suppuration, I have great reaſon to conclude, 
that the Pus proceeds from Ulcers that exiſted there 
before. For if my Remedy was a Cauſtic, which 
Quality would enable it to produce Ulcers, every 
Practitioner knows, that the Suppuration it would 
cauſe could never make ſo quick a Progreſs as that 
which is brought on by my Sounds; for the firſt 
Effect of a Cauſtic is, to produce an Eſchar and the 
Suppuration comes on only when the Eſchar is fallen 

oft, which is always the work of ſeveral Days, not 
of a few Hours; whereas in three or four hours, at 
moſt, often in leſs time, my Remedy cauſes all Ob- 
ſtructions on the Urethra, of whatever nature they 
be, to ſuppurate; which plainly proves that there is 
no cauſtic Ingredient in it, nothing capable of pro- 
ducing Ulcers. I am forced to inſiſt on the Proofs 
of my Remedy not being a Cauſtic, the envy which 
my vaſt ſucceſs has rais*'d having prompted many to 
advance, That it was not ſurpriſing 1 ſhould: meet 
with Ulcers in the Uretbras of the Perſons I treated, 
when thoſe Ulcers were form*d there by myſelf. 
Tho! a ſucceſsful Practice ſets me above theſe pitiful 
Objections, which Envy firſt rais'd, and Ignorance 
keeps up; and my beſt way of anſwering them is, to 
continue my Services to thoſe who are in want of 
them; yet, as Honour is too nice à Point to mW 
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© © BW 
leaſt neglected, I will take the trouble of ſilencing 
them. Let the Reader but recolle& what I advanced 
before, 'that I. can leave one of my Sounds four 


Hours, or longer, in the Urethra of a ſound Perſon, 


and it ſhall come out unſoil'd with Pus; and this 
ſame Sound will be loaded with Pus, when taken out 
of a diſtemper'd Urethra. I have given a reaſon for 
it: It is therefore plain, that my Sounds do not pro- 
duce theſe Ulcers; for they would then have the ſame 
effect on a ſound Urethra. | | 

I defire the Reader to call to mind, beſides, that I 
mention'd, that my Sounds came out charg'd with 
Pus at thoſe Places only which anſwer*d to the diſ- 
temper'd Parts of the Ure/bra. As, before the Intro- 
duction. of them, I am ignorant where the Miſchief 
lies; I am oblig'd to arm the whole length of the 
Sound with my Remedy: And if Ulcers are pro- 
duced by it, why is not the Sound loaded with Mat- 
ter its whole length? And why is a freſh Sound, in- 
troduced the next Day, charged with Matter only at 
the ſame Place as that of the Day before? 

This is more than ſufficient to prove, that my 
Sounds are not productive of Ulcers. But, to put 
the Matter ſtill more out of doubt, I will prove, 
that it is impoſſible my Sounds ſhould have this 
Effect: Cauſtic Remedies are the only ones capable 
of forming Ulcers. If we, therefore, take it for 
granted, that my Sounds have this Effect, they muſt 
be of a cauſtic nature, I will grant, farther, that 
Cauſtics can immediately bring on a Suppuration, 
and not cauſe an Eſchar: This is granting to my 
Adverſaries more than they could expect; but, not- 
withſtanding all this, it is demonſtrable, that my 
Sounds are not a cauſtic Compoſition ; for the Inſide 
of the Urethra. is fo exceſſively ſenſible, that it is 
with the utmoſt uneaſineſs many Patients are brought 
to bear any foreign body in it. What would, then, 
be the Conſequence, if we were to let a Cauſtic lie in 


\ 
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it, even one of the mildeſt Claſs? What Irritations 
would enſue from its Salts, which, while the Remedy 
can be calFd a Cauſtic, can never be blunted, or in- 
tirely ſheath'd up? How could thoſe, whoſe Urethras ' 
are the moſt ſenſible, ever be brought to bear my 
Sounds, which they nevertheleſs do with eaſe, if 
they were arm'd with the Spicula of a Cauſtic ? For, 
if the Cauſtic was ſo far render*d milder, as to make 
but a ſlight Impreſſion the firſt Day, it would be 
ſtronger the next; and its Effect would increaſe, in 
proportion to the number of its Applications. We 
muſt, then, conclude, that it is not only impoſſible 
that my Sounds ſhould be loaded with any Cauſtic ; 
but even that any cauſtic Ingredient ſhould enter into 
their compoſition. But I ſhall have occaſion, here-" 
after, to make farther mention of Cauſtics; let us, at 
preſent, examine the Objections of thoſe who are for 
the Relaxation of the Parts. | 

I advanced, in the Preface of my firſt Edition, that 
f ince a recent Gonorrhea, if it grows the leaſt bad, is 
attended with an Ulcer in the Urethra; I ſee no rea- 
ſon why the continuation of the Diſcharge ſhould not be 
attributed to the continuation of the ſame Cauſe. 'Þ 
am aſk*d, in conſequence of this, Why the Ulcers 
of the Infide of the Urethra do not yield to a courſe: 
which overcomes all thoſe that are met with on = 
other part of the Body? 

My Anſwer is very ſhort. Do but conſult the 
Authors that have wrote on the Gonorrhœa, and 
you'll ſee, that, when it is complicated with a con- 
firm'd Lues, a Salivation does not cure it, tho* the 
Ulcers of the other parts of the Body are wholly era- 
dicated by it. This is alſo prov'd by ſeveral of the 
following Caſes; where you will meet with People 
who have gone through three Salivations, without 
meeting with any relief to their Gonorrhœas. Can 
I warrant denying this Fact, becauſe I am not able to 
account for it ? The different Structure of heat: 
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the different Fluids on which the Virus acts, other 
unknown Cauſes, produce, in Nature, many other 


wonderful Phænomena; which are, nevertheleſs, 


true, tho? they contradict all the various Theories of 
Men. | | 
But, to avoid all imputation that Self-intereft 
prompts me to be of this Opinion, I will propoſe 
another Queſtion to thoſe who have aſk'd me this; 
and I will ſtay for their Anſwer, before I ſet about 
giving a more mechanical one to theirs: What is the 
reaſon that a Salivation very ſeldom cures the tet- 
terous Eruptions of the venereal Diſtemper ? For 
ſince the Virus, to which they ow'd their Origin, and 
which ſupported them, is carry*d off by a ſuitable 
treatment; there is no apparent Reafon why they 
ſhould not alſo yield to it. Is it not conformable to 
the uſual en, of Nature, that the Effect ſhould 
ceaſe when the Cauſe is remoy*d ? Theſe tetterous 
Eruptions are, nevertheleſs, cur'd, but not by the 
Aſſiſtance of antivenereal Remedies: Why ſhould 
not, alſo, the Ulcers of the Urethra be of ſuch a 
Nature, as to require to be deterg'd and cicatriz'd, 
by Remedies uſually rang'd under another Claſs? 
1 ſhall, perhaps, be aſk'd, farther, Whether it is 
uſual for Ulcers, in any part of the Body whatſoever, 
to remain exactly in the ſame Condition, for ten, 
twenty, or thirty Years, without growing worſe? It 
ſeems hard to conceive, will they ſay, that theſe ſor- 


did Ulcers ſhould be ſituated in the Urethra, with- 


out leſſening its Cavity; and cauſing, thereby, ſome 
alteration in the ſtream of Urine: This, nevertheleſs, 
doth not happen to thoſe who labour under this pre- 


tended Ulcer. Theſe Objections may be ftrengthen'd 


with the Authority of Mr. Aftruc, whoſe Opinion I 
have already made uſe of in my favour ; that be 
cer, from ſlight and ſuperficial, muſt neceſſarily 
become virulent, callous, and fiſtulous: That, far 
from being deterg d, it will every day grow: fouler 
22 | an 
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and fouler; being continually expos d to purulent ſe 


minal Fluids, and a very ſharp Urine. 
The moſt learned Men are every day hard put to 


it, when they are to account for phyfical Matters: 


could extricate myſelf out of this difficulty, by ſay- 
ing, that, having prov'd the Fact, it is not incum- 


bent upon me to give Reaſons for it; but if I am not 
ſo lucky as to have hit upon them, I can, at leaſt, 
ſhew a very wide difference betwixt the Ulcers ob- 


jected, and thoſe of the Urethra which are compar'd 
to them: For an Ulcer on any external part of the 


Body, far from meeting with relief from thoſe things 
which come into contact with it, meets only with 


Fuel to maintain it; the Contact of the Air, the 
Friction from neighbouring Bodies, the continual 
Stay of the Sanies, cauſe the progreſs of it. The 
Ulcer of the Uretbra is ſhelter'd from the Air, is 


not ſubject to the Friction of neighbouring Bodies; 


its Sarzes is continually, or, at leaſt, frequently, waſh'd 


off by the Urine, now become of a milder nature: 


For, of all the concomitant Symptoms of the Go- 
norrhœa, there remains now only a Running; and 
the Ulcer itſelf, whence it proceeds, is in a better 


| ſtate; ſince its Pus is laudable, and without any hete- 


rogeneous mixture. Theſe Ulcers are not, therefore, 
ſubject to the ſame Accidents as external ones: If 
there remain any ſharp Particles in the Sanies that 
come from them, they are entangled in the mucila- 
ginous Fluids that are continually furniſh'd by an in- 
finity of Ducts, which doth not happen in the other 
ulcerated Parts of the Body. And there is no doubt 
but that ſome of theſe ſharp Particles are ſtill ſubfiſt- 
ing, as thoſe that labour under theſe pretended ſe- 
minal Weakneſſes, upon any exceſs, feel pain in thoſe 
Parts where they exiſted, during the time of the 

Gonorrhœa. : N | | 
But what will fully demonſtrate, that theſe Ulcers 
are virulent, is, that when my Remedies have diſin- 
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tangled the Virus which lies dormant in the Part diſ- 
ag, the Diſcharge puts on its original Colour, be- 
comes yellow or green, and the Patients communi- 
cate the Taint to thoſe Women they are ſo barbarous 
as to be concern'd with in that Condition. I have 
met with married Men, who, forewarn'd by me of 
the dangers which they would expoſe their Wives to, 
it they ſhould demand of them, at that time, the 

conjugal Duty ; and who, nevertheleſs, not being 
able wholly to refrain, have ſported with other Wo- 
men, whom they have infected. Which evidently 
proves, that the Virus only remain'd inactive, but 
was not extinguiſh'd. 

I ſhall, perhaps, be aſk'd, How it happens that a 
Man, labouring under a venereal Ulcer, ſhould not 
infect his Wife; and yet ſhould communicate the 
Diſeaſe, during the uſe of my Remedies ? 

I anſwer, that theſe Ulcers are cover'd over. with 
fungous Fleſh, which prevents the Egreſs of thoſe 
Fluids on which the Virus acts; and that the Semen 
only glides over the Covering of the Ulcer, without 
ſtaying there long enough to participate of the Virus, 
or, at leaſt, to be impregnated with a ſufficient quan- 
tity of it to infect thoſe Parts which it comes into 
contact with. Moreover, this pretended harmleſs 
Matter may occaſion to Women ſome complaints of 
a different kind, which are never attributed to this 
cauſe. The Fluor Albus has never been more fre- 
quent than it is now : It is more ſo in the capital City, 
than in the Provinces; and it is ſeldom met with in 
the Country itſelf. May not this be owing to a ve- 
nereal Taint, now grown weaker, which, tranſmitted 
from Parents to Children, alters the nature of the 
Fluids, or even, perhaps, the original texture of the 
Solids themſelves? This is not a Thought wholly 
my own; I can ſtrengthen it with the Authority of 
Col de Vilars. I'll tranſcribe here what he ſays, touch- 
ing this Matter, in a Paſſage I have quoted above. 

But 
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« But if this Virus is' of a großs, luggith, in- 
« aCtive Nature, and is lodg'd only in the Glands 


« of the Urethra, whence it has not had time to 


diſintangle and rouſe itſelf ; it fixes its Abode in 
theſe Glands, hardens them, and remains dor- 
mant there, ſometimes, for a conſiderable number 
of Years, without occaſioning any bad Symptom; 
till, heated and enliven'd by ſome external or in- 
ternal cauſe, it begins to act, and produces parti- 
cular complaints; which are 8 attributed to

Is it impoſſible, that a Semen, this alter'd, being 


imparted to the Woman, ſhould produce ſuch an 


Alteration in her Fluids, as will bring on ſome parti- 


- cular complaints that will ſeldom be attributed to 


their real canſe? Is it not rather more conformable 


to the uſual Courſe of Nature, that theſe complaints 
ſhould come on, ſooner or later? We muſt not, then, 
with Col de Vilars, look upon a Diſcharge of ſeminal 


Fluid as harmleſs, becauſe, for a conſiderable number 


of Years, it has been productive of no miſchief. 


Now it is eaſy to explain how my Patients commu- 


'nicate the Infection, while under the uſe of my Re- 
medies: This happens by their rouſing and ſtirring 


up the Virus, which was groſs, ſluggiſh, and in- 
attive, and laid dormant in the Glands of the 


Urethra. 


Let us put an end to this Article, which may, 


perhaps, already appear of too great a length, by an 


Obſervation which proves that Ulcers may, and really 
do, ſubſiſt, for a long while, in the Urethra. Thoſe 
that have what 1s generally call'd a ſeminal Weak- 
neſs, are exceſſive ſenſible to the Introduction of my 
Sounds, ſoft and pliable as they are, at the place 
which ſupplies the Diſcharge; which is a Proof that 
there is a Solution of Continuity in that place; and, 

conſequently, an Ulcer. For a Fungus could not be 


ſo ſenſible, and hard Strictures from Scars, inſtead

of too much Senſibility, would rather be deficient 
the other way. | 
However, it ſignifies little, whether the Diſcharge 
proceeds from Ulcers, or is owing to any other 
cauſe; it is a troubleſome and loathſome Diſtemper,

the continuance of which nearly concerns thoſe that 


labour under it, as it at laſt undermines Life itſelf. 
For, as Aſftruc takes notice, Vol. III. p. 199. If 


the Diſcharge of the Semen is great, it will gra- 


e qually exhauſt the ſpirituous and balſamic part of 
„ the Blood, and will bring on Waſtings, Con- 
4 ſumptions, and the Tabes dorſalis; in the ſame 
«© manner as it happens to thoſe who give them- 
&« ſelves up to an immoderate uſe of Women.“ 
This Diſeaſe is look*d upon as incurable by all Pra- 


Etitioners ; it yields, nevertheleſs, to the Efficacy of : 


my Remedies. Thoſe, therefore, that are afflicted 
with Gleets, ought to rejoice at my having found 


out a Method that ſecures them from all the evils 


they are threaten'd with by Aſtruc: And it is of 
ſmall import to them to know the cauſe of their Ill- 
neſs, ſince, whatever it be, I am ſure toget the bet- 
ter of it, It is, however, ſtill a greater bleſſing to 
them, if it be venereal; ſince, beſides the evils enu- 


merated by Aſtruc, they are alſo expos'd to thoſe - 


which ariſe, from venereal Ulcers, It is even poſſible, 
that thoſe Waftings, Conſumptions, and Tabes dor- 


ſales, may be owing as much to a Reflux of the ve- 
nereal Matter into the Blood, as to the exceſſive waſte 


of the ſeminal Fluid. x 
I am come, at laſt, to the Fifth Article.

which even, ſometimes, becomes ſcirrhous, - This 
ſort of Complaint is taken notice of by Col de Vilars, 
in theſe Words, in his Chirurgical Lectures, Vol. IV. 
p. 219. It may alſo happen, in inveterate Gonor- 
„ rhoeas attended with Ulcers, or in thoſe which 
are renew'd afreſh, or raſhly ſtopp'd by ſtyptic 
* Injections, that the Verumontanum is excoriated, 
© tumety'd, render'd hard and ſcirrhous, and proves 
an Obſtruction to the courſe of the Urine.” 

It is eaſy to account for it, how this Eminence is 
expos'd to all theſe Diſorders. It is ſituated in the Bot- 
tom of the Urethra, in that part which is, as it were, 
buried in the Proſtate ; it has generally two ſmall 
Openings in its hind-part, ſometimes one only, and 
very rarely three ; which are the Orifices of the ex- 
cretory Ducts of the Veſiculæ Seminales: It is behind, 
and on its ſides, ſurrounded by four, five, or fix 
Openings, in the ſhape of Creſcents, which are the 
Mouths of the excretory Ducts of the Proſtate 
Glands. It is paſtall doubt but that theſe Ducts are 
very often the Seat of virulent Gonorrhceas ; and 
being, conſequently, ulcerated, continue corrupting 
the Fluids that paſs thro' them. | | 

(a) The Verumontanum is, conſequently, ſoak*d 
with virulent Matter, both outwardly and inwardly : 
It is, then, not at all ſtrange, that it ſhould be liable 
to all the Diſorders we have mention'd. Aftruc, alſo, 
Book III. Chap. IV. p. 214. ranks, among one of 
the ſix Cauſes of the habitual Strangury diſcover'd 
by the opening of thoſe who had died of that Diſ- 
temper, the Verumontanum confiderably fwelPd, ſo

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4 to form, in the Urethra, a preternatural Tumor. 
And again, p. 218. It cannot be denied but that 
& the Verumontanum is often corroded, tumefy'd, 
& and inflam'd, in ſtubborn Gonorrhceas ; and that, 
if the Inflammation is neglected, and the Ulcers 
ill deterg'd, as is always the caſe when Gonor- 
rhœas are ſuppreſs'd by aſtringent Injections; it 
often degenerates into a Wart, or fungous, callous, 
ſcirrhous Excreſcence, whoſe ſuperficies is ulcer- 
ce ated, and which ſwells, more or leſs, from va- 
rious Cauſes, and is a continual, tho' variable, im- 
* pediment to the Urine.” We ſhall explain, in 
another Place, what are theſe various Cauſes ; let us 
now come to the Sixth Article.

The Sixth Cauſe. 


We have advanced, that there 1s a difficulty of 
making Water, whenever the Proſtate, or Veſiculæ 
Seminales, labour under any callous or ſcirrhous In- 
duration; and this ſtands in need of no proof: 
They are too cloſely connected to the Neck of the 
Bladder, and Beginning of the Urethra, to acquire a 
præternatural ſize, without affecting theſe Parts. We 
have, then, only to prove the fact. 

„By the number and duration of Gonorrhceas, 
& the Proſtate, and Cowper's Glands, may be at- 
c tack*d with fiſtulous Ulcers, become callous; ſcir- 
„ rhous, fungous, increaſe in their fize, and preſs. 
upon the Urethra, which is adjoining to them“ 
This opinion of Col de Yilars, loco citato, is farther 
explain'd by Mr. Aſtruc, in the following Quotation: 
In all kinds of Gonorrhceas, the Proftate, or Ve- 
„ ful Seminales, or both, at the fame time, are 
„ inflam'd, or ulcerated. If they have already been

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affected by former Gonorrhœas, or wrong Re- 
medies are adminiſter'd, the Diſeaſe will get 
ground, and produce callous and fiſtulous Ulcers 
in thoſe Parts, which will increaſe their ſize, and 
occaſion a Preſſure upon the Urethra ; whence 
*© will ariſe greater or ſmaller Obſtructions to the 
0 Une. | | 

I will ſtrengthen this opinion, by ſome Caſes taken 
out of the Memorial I preſented to Mr. De Garelli. 

David Por ſol died, at Leopolſtat, of an Iſchury, 
and was open'd, in my Preſence, the 15th of Fanu- 
ary, 1730. by Mr. Almocre, a very ſkilful Lithoto- 
miſt of Vienna. I made him take notice, by blow- 
ing into the excretory Ducts of the Yeficule Semi- 
nales, that they were very hard and callous; which 
ſurpris'd him greatly, not looking upon this before 

as one of the Cauſes of the Iſchury. | 
And why ſhould not Calloſities be form'd in the 
Veficule Seminales, ſince they are frequently ulcer- 
ated? I have given fo ſtrong an example of it in the 
foremention'd Memorial, that I cannot omit repeat- 
ing it here. 


The 4th of January, 1726. the Count ob 
Brother to the Preſident of the great Council of Vi- 
enna, did me the honour of conſulting me about a 
Gonorrhcea, which had laſted him a Year, in ſpite of 
all Remedies. It is true, that he did not take a great 
deal of care of himſelf; and that, three Vears before, 
he had ſuch another Cataſtrophe, which had laſted 
him ſix Months; at which time there ſtill remain'd. 
ſome ſmall moiſture: Ever ſince, the ſtream of Urine 
was leſs, and it now-and-then came out fork'd. 
Having examin'd him, I found a fiſtulous Ulcer at 
the Veſiculæ Seminales, which, I afſur'd him, would 
yield to no other Method of Cure but mine; which 
he was eaſily brought to believe, having ſufficiently 
experienced the Inefficacy of other Remedies, tho 
under the direction of ſuch Perſons as had acquir'd 

ISAs themſelves 
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themſelves great reputation in venereal Affairs. He 
put himſelf under my care, and was perfectly well 
in a Month's time. I can call upon Preſident * 
fror the truth of this Relation. 

The firſt of the two following Obſervations 
proves, that the Praſtatæ become callous as well as 
the Veſiculæ Seminales: The ſecond, that they be- 
come fiſtulous. | 

Baron G , Lientenant-General of Foot of 
the Regiment of Philippi, was ſuddenly ſeized with 
a Suppreſſion of Urine. He ſent for me, and told 
me, that for a Year before he had taken notice, 
that the Stream of his Urine leſſened, but that he 
had neither Pain nor Running; and that his preſent 
Illneſs had been occaſioned by a Drinking-bout he 
had been guilty of two Days before. I ſearched 
him the 15th of June 1729. and found the Ureibra 
free till I came to the Proſtate Glands, where I 
met with callous Cicatrices, that were ſwelled to 
ſuch a Degree, that they hindered the Urine from 
paſſing off. I undertook his Cure, which was per- 
fected in a little while. This fact is very well 
known by General Ladriani, whom Garelli recom- 
mended to me, after having acquainted him with 
my Method of Cure in venereal Stranguries. 
The 12th of January 1730. Mr. Colli, Firſt 
Phyſician to the Hoſpital for the Spaniſh Negroes 
at Vienna, being thoroughly convinced of the Good- 
neſs of my Method, by a great Number of Cures 
which he 1 — been Witneſs of himſelf, carried me 
along with him to Mr. M , Counſellor to his 
Imperial Majeſty, living in the Carloftros. He was 
in Bed, and exceſſively weakened by the Pains of 
a moſt cruel Strangury, which he had laboured 
under for ſeveral Days. He told me briefly, that 
he had had ſeveral Gonorrhceas, had been quite free 
from any Running for two Years paſt, but had 
dn . to ſuch terrible Difficulties of making 

Water, 
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Water, that it came only Drop by Drop, and 
after the moſt violent Strainings; and that upon 
the leaſt Irregularity he had a total Suppreſſion. 
Having. ſearched him, I found a ſcirrhous Excre- 
ſcence at the excretory Ducts of the Praſtatæ, 
without any Ulceration, or any other Fault in the reſt 
of the Uretbra. I propoſed to him the Uſe of my 
Remedies, which he acquieſced to by the Advice of 
Mr. Colli, and had no room to repent of it; but 
he was two Months before he recovered a perfect 
State of Health, which he enjoyed at the time I 
wrote this Pamphlet, as he and Mr. Colli can teſtify. 
We will ſay nothing further on this Article, which 
I believe is not conteſted by any body ; neither 
ſhall we dwell long upon the next. . 


Fungous Excreſcences of the Proſtate and 
Veſicula Seminales, 


The Seventh Cauſe. 


We have aſſigned as the Seventh Cauſe of the 
venereal Strangury, the Proſtate, or Vęſiculæ Se- 
minales, become fungous, ſpungy, and ſubject to 
| ſwell on the leaſt Occaſion. We have already ſeen 
in the Words we have juſt quoted out of Col de 
Vilars, that he admits of Cowper*s Glands. and the 
Proſiate becoming fungous. Aſtruc is. allo of the 
ſame Opinion, which he expreſſes in this manner: 
If, on the contrary, it happens, that the Vefculæ 
« Seminales, or Proſtate, be deeply corroded by 
the Pus, and not properly deterged, the Cavities 
formed in them by theſe Ulcers will ſoon be 
filled with fungous or muſhroom-like Subſtances, 
„ which will be of a ſoft, lax, ſpungy Texture, 
as happens in other ſordid and callous Ulcers. 
* Thus the Proſtate and Veficule 


« inlarged, 
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te inlarged, preſs upon the Urethra, which is near 
<« them, in a greater or leſſer degree, as the fun- 
„ gous Excreſcences they are filled with, are more 
« or leſs ſwelled and dilated.” 
De la Faye, loco citato, admits as a Cauſe of the 
' Difficulty there is in introducing the Catheter in ve- 
nereal Iſchuries, the Swelling or Inflammation of the 
Proſtate Gland, which leſſens the Cavity of the 
Neck of the Bladder. He gives alſo the diagnoſtic 
Sign of this Complaint. We then, ſays he, meet 
with a very conſiderable Refijtance at the Neck of 
the Bladder, becauſe it alſo participates of the In- 
Flammation. In theſe Caſes the Inſtrument muſt be as 
ſmall as poſſible, that it may more eaſily make its 
Way. We have then firmly eſtabliſhed the Seventh, 
Cauſe of the venereal Strangury. 


b Concretions. 


T he Eighth Cauſe. 
The Eighth Cauſe is by me attributed to 


ſome particular Concretion being formed in the 
' Urethra, which leſſens its Diameter; which I have 
been induced to ſubjoin to thoſe that are admitted 
of by Aſtruc, by meeting with a Stony Concretion 
in a venereal Ulcer that was ſituated near the Foſſa 
Navicularis, which you will meet with in Caſe the 
Twenty- ſecond, in the Third Part of this Collection. 


"The Conſequences of ill-treated Gonorrheas. 


As long as a perſon 1s troubled only with a trifling 
Difficulty in making Water, he neglects having 


_ recourſe to any Surgeon, not being aware of the 
Danger he js threatened with; and, as ſeveral of 


my Obſervations prove, they are ſometimes made 


ſenſible of it by being ſuddenly ſeized with an 
Iſchury, 
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Iſchury, or total Suppreſſion, which foretels they 
will ſoon be ſubject to an habitual Strangury : And 
it is eaſy to conceive how. People remain ſo igno- 
rant of their own Condition; for while their Water 
comes away without Pain, the Stream of it muſt 
be ſenſibly diminiſhed before they will take notice 
of it ; and they either know not, or inquire not 
into the Reaſon, why they are longer in emptying” 
their Bladder than uſual ; and, as Men are natu- 
rally given to flatter themſelves, they fancy this 
happens becauſe it is fuller than uſual, or is owing to 
ſome other Cauſe above their reach. Nevertheleſs, 
if in this Condition the Blood, from any Cauſe; 
chance to ruſh with more than ordinary Force to- 
wards the diſeaſed Parts, or they are irritated by 
too ſharp an Urine (which Symptom any Exceſs 
whatſoever will occaſion), the Obſtructions that are 
in the -Uretbra, dwelling on a ſudden, will totally 
interrupt the Urine, and bring on an Iſchury, which 
is uſually leſs violent than thoſe that happen during 
the Courſe of an habitual Strangury, becauſe the 
Obſtructions, not having yet acquired a very conſi- 
derable Size, eaſily recover their natural State. 
However, it does not ſo commonly happen, that an 
habitual Strangury is uſhered in by a total Suppreſ- 
ſion. The following is its moſt frequent d 
and Progreſs. 

„One is troubled,” ſays Col de Vilars, laco eite, 
« with a frequent Inclination to make Water; and 
© the Urine comes out as a Thread, ſome- 
* times forked, or Drop by Drop, and. wich vio- 
« lent Straining. If in this condition the Patient 
< heats himſelf, or commits any Irregularity, the 
6 Strangury will calily degenerate into an enn 
or total Suppreſſion.” 

Aftruc, Book III. Chap. IV. p. 211. gives a 
more extenſive Deſcription: When a Perſon, 
„ ſays he, has had ſeveral ſtubborn Gonorrhœas,

&« ſubject afterwards. to an habitual Strangury, in 
which the Urine is diſcharged, not in a full, even,

down, and with violent Strainings ; ; it cannot be 
wy retained long in the Bladder without great Un-

66 Theſe Diſorders. * however, 8 while 
c they keep within Bounds ;/ but if they are aggra- 
& vated by Wine, Venery, Exerciſe, Riding, 
« Watching, Errors in Diet, vehement Paſſions 
„of the Mind, the Perinæum grows hot, painful, 
< and tenſe, and the Strangury is changed into an 
“ Iſchury, or total Suppreſſion of Urine.** “ 
'Thoſe that are under theſe Circumſtances. can- 
not but be alarmed before the Strangury is come to 
the height z they can no longer be in doubt of 


their impending Fate, when the Stream of Urine is 


conſiderably leſſened, and leſſens every Day. People 
rarely omit then ſeeking after the means to 
vent, by proper Remedies, an Evil that bri 
with it — a Series of Pains, which Death only 
- ends, which is often haſtened by them. I will 
ſoon ſhew how inſignificant were the Remedies 
which were uſed before me; and what I advance 
ſhall be confirmed by Experience. 
Order requires, that before we ſet about curing” 
any Ilineſs, we ſhould be appriſed of the Cauſe of 
it; and if a radical Cure depends on this, what 
Hopes can the poor Sufferers conceive ? Let us 


but liſten to Aſtruc, p. 227. 
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The Diagn8ic of the venereal Diſorders. of 
7 the Urethra. 


„As to the oonjunct Cauſes, ſays he, which 


« * this Diſorder, that is, as to the Nature 
and Quality of the Obſtacles which beſet the 
Urethra; as theſe things are too much in the dark, 

« we muſt reſt ſatisfied with mere Conjectures. 

Therefore, if immediately after voiding the Urine, 
„any purulent or ſanious Matter ſhould follow, it 
vill be reaſonable to conjecture, that the Obſtacles 
are in a State of Suppuration; and therefore are 
either ſuppurated Caruncles, or callous Ulcers in 
« the Urethra, or Abſceſſes and Fiſtulæ in the

„from the Proſtates themſelves, or the Seminary 
« Veſicles ulcerated, ſuppurated, and become fiſtu-

„ Laſtly, ſearching cautiouſly with a Catheter, 
tho 1 will not demonſtrate the Nature and 
* Quality of the Obſtacle, will nevertheleſs give 
us ſome Light into it, from the Quality of the 
Humour that adheres to the Extremity of the Ca- 
Y | << theter, 
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ec theter, after it is drawn out; and we ſhall inform 


„ ourſelves of their Number and Situation, of the 
& Form and Size of each of them, and the Diſtance 
<< between them, as alſo of the Degree of Obſtru- 
« Ction which they cauſe ; which will not only ſerve 
t us to make a better Prognoſtic, but will gtcatly 
direct us in the Intention of Cure.” |

Tbe Inſufficiency of tbe 1 Diagnoſtics. ; 


The Diagnoſtics of the venereal Diſorders of the 
Uretbra cannot be laid down in a better manner by 
any one who is furniſhed with no. other Know- 
lege than the uſual Practice ſupplies him with : But 


what faint Hopes, when ſo. eminent a Practitioner: 


as Aſtruc ſays, That theſe things are of ſo obſcure a 
Nature, that we muſt reſt ſatisfied with ſimple Con- 
Jefures touching. them ! When he adds, That by: 
ſearching with the utmoſs Caution, we can but Juſt 
make out, or rather gueſs at, the Nature or Quality of 
the Obtrudion which intercepts the Urine! We mult; 
then, always go by Gueſswork. It is then Chance 
that directs the Treatment, What a mighty De- 
pendence to encounter a Diſtemper which threatens 
Life, either by exhauſting the Blood of its bal- 
ſamic Particles, or by occaſioning Symptoms which 
may prove fatal in a few hours, and which never 
fail cauſing the moſt extreme torments, whoſe 
violence increaſes daily | A ſhocking proſpect to 
the Diſeaſed ! The more Caution there is uſed in 
Searching (which I am, however, very far from 
diſapproving, and Iwill even prove the Neceſſity of 
it by undeniable Reaſons), the leſs will be learnt by 
it in ſome particular Caſes. For example : If the 
greateſt Obſtruction which ſtops the Catheter, and 
which no Force is uſed to overcome, is ſituated 
near the Entrance of the Urethra, what Information 
will be * from it touching thoſe that are be-

yond it, as is often the Caſe ? We may farther add, 
that had the Diſorders of the Uretbra been tho- 
roughly. known before me, yet the proper Remedies 
to conquer them were intirely unknown. I might 
very well forbear proving this; the bare looking 
over the various Treatiſes that have been wrote on 
the Gonorrhcea, or, to ſhorten the Work, that of 
my own Caſes, are ſufficient; you will ſee there all 
forts of Methods uſed, but all in vain, or with a 
temporary Benefit only : But the Good of the Pub- 
lic demands of me a Deſcription of the different 
Methods uſed before me. I ought, however, be- 
fore I undertake this, to gather out of the moſt 
eminent Authors, and my own Obſervations, all 
the Symptoms of the Iſchury, which is the Conſe- 
quence of the Strangury. | 


A Deſeription of the Venereal Iſchury. 


If in this Situation,“ ſays Col de Vilars, loco 
citato, a-Perſon heats himſelf, is guilty of any 
«© Debauch or Irregularity in his way of living, the 
«© Strangury is apt to degenerate into an Iſchury, 
< or total Suppreſſion of Urine, and to be attended 
„ with very bad Symptoms, ſuch as a Fever, 
« Lethargy, an urinous Vomiting, an Inflamma- 
tion of the Bladder, and other Symptoms, oc- 
© cafioned by too great-a Fulneſs and Diſtention 
& of this Viſcus, and by the Reflux of the Urine into 
«© the Habit of Body.“ | . 

„ Theſe Complaints (of the Strangury) are bear- 
able while they remain within bounds,” ſays 
 Aftruc, p. 212. Vol. III. But if they are aggra- 
* vated by Wine, Venery, Exerciſe, Riding, 
Watching, heating Food, vehement Paſſions of 
* the Mind, the Perineum grows hot, painful, 
and tenſe; and the Strangury is changed into an 
« Iſchury, or 3 of Urine; there is a

continual Deſire of making Water; but, after the 
moſt violent Straining, nothing comes forth, or 


only a ſmall quantity of mucous, pituitary, pu- 


rulent Matter; whence a Fever is rais'd. The 
Bladder, being overcharg'd, ſwells, grows painful 


and tenſe, and is threaten'd with Inflammation ; 


Vomiting ſucceeds that has an urinous Smell; in a 
word, all the Symptoms come on which uſually 
od an Iſchury. The Diſorder maintains the 
fame Vehemency for a longer or ſhorter ſpace of 
time, in proportion to the energy of the Cauſes by 
which it was brought on, the Habit of Body of 
the Patient, the Diſorders of the Urethra, and its 


- neighbouring Parts, and the Succeſs of the Re- 
- medies which are apply'd ; till, by degrees, the 


Fit remitting, the Urine is diſcharg'd again; at 
firſt, in a few ſmall Drops ; z then in larger Drops, 
and faſter; at laſt, in a ſlender, but continu'd 
Thread. When the violent Tenfion of the Parts 
is over, there uſually keeps coming down, for a 
Day or two, a mucous, pituitary, purulent, a 
nious Matter.“ 


Aftruc expreſſes himſelf much in the ſame manner, 


224. He only adds theſe remarkable Words: 


There will then come out, with the Urine, a mu- 
cous pituitary Matter, if the Diſorder is owing to 
an Inflammation only ; and ſome Drops of Mat- 
ter, or Sanies, if there 1 is a Suppuration and Ul- 


cCeration. 


„The Suppreſſion which ſucceeds the Strangury, 
if it is violent, and continues any time, is very 
dangerous; as the flowing back of the Urine into 
the Habit of the Body, its being depoſited in va- 
rious parts of the Body, the Inflammation and 
Gangrene of the Bladder, myft put the Pa- 
tient in immediate danger of Life, unleſs, by Na- 
ture or Art, a „ is quickly reftor'd to the

& Urine.” P. 230. And this Symptom often oc- 
caſions Death, as Experience too often ſhews. 

The Deſcription of the Iſchury given by De /a 
Faye, loco citato, is not lefs dreadful. ** The Urine,“ 
ſays he, © being detain'd in the Bladder by any cauſe, 
* ſoon produces the worſt of Symptoms: A large 
© painful Tumor appears above the Os Pubis; a round 
one is alſo felt by introducing the Finger into the 
& Anus; the Diſtention of the Bladder, and its Preſ- 
ſure upon the neighbouring Parts, ſoon bring on 
a violent Inflammation; great Pains are felt in the 
% Hypogaſtric region, with a conſtant inclination to 
«© make Water; the Patient is highly diiturb*d and 
* reſtleſs, and all his training is fruitleſs : He is 
<« ſoon taken with a difficulty of Breathing, Sickneſs, 
„ and Fever; his Eyes and Face become of a fiery 
Colour; and, if he is not ſpeedily reliev'd, a Gan- 
* grene, or a Collection of Matter and Urine, will 
<« ſometimes, in a ſhort ſpace of time, fall upon the 
« Perinzum. Sometimes the Inflammation of the 
% Perinæum will terminate in a general Suppuration, 
*« or Mortification of the Parts; and in both caſes, 
* the Urine having made its way thro” the Neck of 
the Bladder, or Beginning of the Ure/bra, mixes 
« itſelf with the Matter. All theſe Symptoms are 
e alfo attended with the Mortification of the neigh- 
“ bouring Parts of the Bladder.”* 

I ſhould with pleaſure have brought here theſe dif- 
ferent deſcriptions of the Iſchury, merely to ſhew how 
the ſame Object, ſeen in a different Light, will offer a 
different Proſpect. Aſtruc's deſcription is full, as to 
thoſe Symptoms that concern the Phyſician ; and De 
la Faye's, as to thoſe that fall under the Surgeon's 
Care, | | 

Theſe are the Symptoms which the Perſon, who 
is the ſubject of the firſt Caſe in my firſt Edition, la- 
bour'd under. The difficulty of making Water

No great knowlege of the Animal Oeconomy 


is requir'd, to ſee that a Suppreſſion of Urine, 
occaſion'd by the Obſtruction of the Uretbra, 
muſt be often attended with worſe Symptoms than 
that which is owing to a diſorder of the Bladder 


and Kidneys; for in this, oftentimes, the whole miſ- 


chief ariſes only from the Reflux of the Urine into 
the Habit of Body, or from the communication of

the Nerves of the Ureters and Kidneys with thoſe of 


other Parts; whereas, in the other, the Bladder, 
which is a membranous Body, endu'd with exquiſite 
Senſe, muſt neceſſarily be diſtended, and undergo a 
vaſt Irritation, which the Ureters and Kidneys are, at 
the ſame time, partakers of. There are, conſe- 


quently, more bad Symptoms attending the Diſorder 


I am treating of, than that which is owing to an In- 
flammation of the Kidneys and Ureters; whence I 
conclude, that my Remedy is more valuable than 


one that would allay or cure the diſorders proper to the 


Ureters and Kidneys. | 


The means which have been employ*d for the 
eaſe or cure of the Difficulty of Urine ariſing from 


the obſtructed Urethra, may be rank*d under two 
-Claſſes: The firſt takes in thoſe that were us'd 
againſt the Iſchury, which were merely palliative; 


the ſecond, thoſe that were adapted to the venereal

The Cure of the Tſchury. 


£6, If this Diſorder is attended with Inflammation,“ 


ſays. Col de Vilars, p. 219. © you muſt bleed imme- 
1 ately and largely; apply ſoft, emollient, cooling 
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«© Cataplaſms, to the Perinæum; preſcribe Emul- 


ſions of the cold Seeds, of thoſe of white Poppies 
and , Henbane, with the Syrup of Nymphea ; 
Decoctions of Marſhmallows, Nenuphar, with 


* Linſeed and Liquorice ; which muſt be drank” 
with moderation, for fear of increaſing the quan- 


tity of the Urine; and recommend a very low 
Diet. If, notwithſtanding theſe precautions, the 
Iſchury comes on, and the Bladder is greatly diſ- 
tended, threaten'd with loſing its Tone, Inflam- 
mation, and Gangrene; if urinous V omitings, a 


< Lethargy, or other bad Symptoms, come on, you 
. muſt paſs the Catheter into the Bladder without 


any delay, having firſt injected ſome Oil of Al- 
monds into the Urethra, to lubricate it. It is often 


with a great deal of difficulty that you can get the 


Catheter thro* ſo narrow a paſſage ; it muſt, there- 
fore, be done lightly, with dexterity and patience, 
for fear of wounding the Uretbra: There is leſs 


danger in paſſing the inſtrument (which muſt then

have but one bending) with the concave ſide of it 
towards the Abdomen of the Patient. You muſt 


not mind a few drops of Blood coming away, 
provided you do not uſe too much force, nor give 


„too much pain, If you get the Catheter into the 
Bladder, and empty the Urine, all the Symptoms 

will ſoon diſappear. The Catheter which you uſe, 
in theſe caſes, muſt be open at each end, without 
any ſlits on the ſides at the extremity; leſt any 
' looke fungous Fleſh ſhould be met with, and get

into them: You muſt leave the Inſtrument in the 
Bladder till the bad Symptoms are intirely gone, 
and the Urine comes away freely of itſelf. 
If you find it impracticable to get into the 
Bladder, and that the Patient be in imminent 
danger of life, you muſt introduce a Staff with 
a Groove as far as you can, into the Urethra, and 
make an inciſion in the Urethra upon the extre- 
mity of the Groove, and thro? it introduce a Fe- 
* male Catheter into the Bladder; but if all theſe 
t means fail, you muſt come to the puncture of the 
& Perineum; for it is better to try a doubtful Re- 

medy, than to give up a Patient to certain death. 
After the Operation, you muſt leave a ſhort Ca- 
theter, or Cannula, in the Bladder, till the In- 
flammation, and other Symptoms, are gone; you 
muſt afterwards deterge, incarn, and cicatrize the 
Wound, as uſual; and, at laſt, purge, with a So- 
6 Jution of Caſſia and Manna, in Whey.” 

This quotation gives occaſion to ſeveral remarks. 
It is evident, as I have already taken notice, that all 
the aſſiſtance pointed at here is merely palliative; 
they, conſequently, do not ſecure againſt a freſh at- 
tack of the Iſchury; and, indeed, you will ſee, in my 
caſes, inſtances of people being ſeiz'd with it/twice 
in twenty-four Hours; they, conſequently, do not 
ſecure the Patient's life. How much preferable, then, 
were my Method to theſe, tho' it were merely palli- 
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ative] fince it brings about, in a ſhort time, without 


pain and trouble, what a long train of Operations is 
hardly able to effect; occaſioning, at the ſame time, 
to the Patient, almoſt as much Pain as the Diſtemper 


itſelf? But let us keep to the examination of the 
forecited paſſage.

All the Remedies, both internal and external, 
which are advis'd, conſiſt of Emollients, which can 
only ſucceed when the Obſtructions are not ſwell'd to 
too great a degree: But what idea muſt we have of

- Tf the Symptoms of the Suppreſſion are very 
urging, we muſt have recourſe to a Staff with a 
Groove, having firſt injected ſome Oil of Almonds 
into the paſſage. | | 
But how far will this Injection reach, if the Swell- 
ing of the Parts is ſuch, as to prevent the Urine from 
coming out? Is the impelling Force of the Embolus 
capable of ſurmounting thoſe Obſtacles which reſiſt 
to the joint Force of all the Muſcles of the Abdomen? 
If the Injection could reach the Neck of the Bladder, 
why ſhould not the Urine, which may very well be 
look*d on as an Injection from within, make its way 
out? We are, then, forced to conclude, that the In- 
jection does not penetrate; and that, conſequently, 
the Paſſage is not lubricated. 9 80 
Nov if ſuch a Fluid as Oil, or Urine, can't make 
its way through; how will ſuch a large body as a 
Catheter be able to do it; eſpecially when it muſt be 
paſs'd lightly,” with dexterity and = res for fear 
of wounding rhe Urethra? Which Precautions can't 
be diſpens'd with, and yet are too often neglected. 
Several of my Patients, and he, eſpecially, who is 
the Subject of Caſe 8. Part III. have not only loſt 
ſeveral drops of Blood, which might be attributed to 
the Laceration of ſome Carnoſity; in which caſe, as 
Col de Vilars remarks, there is no great harm done, 
thoꝰ ſtill there is ſome; but they have loſt a great 
quantity of Blood, the Catheter having dug itſelf a 
new road, which, beſides the increaſe of pain, cauſes 
freſh Obſtructions: For the Blood, being a viſcid 
"Pal | E 4 Fluid, 
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Fluid, and diſpos'd to coagulate; the Urethra is 


fill'd with Clods of Blood of a tenacious nature, 


which adhere to the Sides of it, and cannot 
be eaſily extracted; and the time which this takes 
up: retards the Cure, and gives freſh Pains, which 
are ſo many Advances made towards a mortal In- 
flammation; or, to ſpeak more properly, towards 
Death itſelf. It took me up ſix hours to clear away 
the paſſage of the Patient juſt mention d. What Pro- 
greſs is made, mean while, by a Diſtemper of this 
nature! what excruciating Pains doth a Patient un- 
dergo! Happy is he who talls into the hands of a Sur- 
geon who, inſtead of irritating the Parts, by endea- 
vouring to force the Obſtruction, has always in view 
this Maxim, which is founded on the greateſt Pru- 
dence; That you muſt ſlide in the Catheter lightly with 
dexterity and patience : That you mult ide in; let 
the Force of this Word be well weigh'd ; which is 
ſtill further qualify'd by the addition of the Words 
lig bi with dexterity and patience. You mult Aide 
it in, without ever being ſo raſh as to uſe any Force 
which can only increaſe the Pain, which the bare In- 
troduction of the Catheter is already but too apt to 
occaſion; add new Fuel to the Inflammation, which 
we want to allay; and cauſe Lacerations, which ma 
afterwards become the Cauſes of a freſh Iſchury, by 
leaving Scars behind them which may prove freſh 
Obſtructions to the Urine.

I confeſs ingenuouſly, that I don't well conceive 
what Advantage can be reap'd from ſuch: an Ope- 
ration: For if the common Catheter doth not over- 
come the Obſtruction, the Staff with a Groove will 
have no better Effect; it will then remain on this ſide 
of it. How; then, in this Caſe, can a Female Ca- 
theter be paſs'd into the Bladder ? Beſides, it 
pens, every day, that there are ſeveral Obſtructions 
in the Uretbra; fo that, tho* we ſhould ſuppoſe the 
firſt to be overcome, the Female Catheter would be 
ſtopp'd by thoſe that were beyond it; which would 
render the Operation wholly uſeleſs, and is ſufficient 
to reject the practice of it. But a ſtill ſtronger rea- 
ſon is, the danger of its Conſequences; I mean the 
Cicatrice which the Wound muſt leave behind after it 
is heal'd; which may, one day, become a freſh Im- 


pediment to the Urine, by leſſening the diameter of 


Immediately 3 for when callous Cicatrices are in the way, Th am 
firſt oblig'd to ſoften them, which my way of treating them 
brings about in a ſhort time; and then my Sounds " bye 5 
as if they were fungous Excreſcences. ä cx mY 
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the Urethra. I look upon this Operation as adviſe- 
able only in one Circumſtance; that is, when the 
Obſtruction is not far in; and then, inſtead of make- 
ing the Inciſion between the Obſtruction and the 
Glans, it ſhould be made between the Obſtruction 
and the Bladder, which would procure the coming 
away of the Water without the Catheter ;. and the 
Wound might be kept open till the Obſtruction was 
cur'd, or levell'd, by the means we ſhall conſider of 
hereafter, in caſe the Patient was not in a ſituation 
to come at my Remedy. But this Caſe is not very 
frequent; for the Iſchury is oftener owing to Impe- 
di ments ſituated at the Bottom of the Uretbra, than 
near its Beginning: So that the Operation I propoſe 
is, for the moſt part, unadviſeable. Wee 
Ihe only means, then, left, is, the Puncture of 
the Perineum, which Col de Vilars juſtly ſtiles the 
Jaſt Refuge, which 1s attempted only to prevent the 
impending Fate, and is ſeldom attended with Sue- 
ceſs : For as we have only recourſe to it in the laſt 
extremity, and when the Diſtemper has got to ſuch 
a Height, that the Inflammation is turn'd to a Gan- 
grene, which ſoon happens, on account of the great 
ſenſibility of theſe Parts; we ought not to wonder at 
its procuring but a ſhort Relief; and at its ſerving 
only to mitigate the horrors of Death, which mult 
inevitably follow. CR, 

I have had the mortification of being Witneſs to 
ſuch an inſtance, very lately. September 19. 1747. 
I was call'd, in conſultation, about Mr. Pez6, a Bai- 
Iff, living in the Great Council-yard : I met, there, 
Mr. Planes, Surgeon of St. Comes, who gave me an 
account of his Illneſs; and told me, that he had been 
call'd in but the day before, and had advis'd him to 
ſend for me immediately. I examin'd the Patient, 
and found him in a moſt frightful condition; having 
a total Suppreſſion of Urine, occaſion'd by Carnoſi- 
ties. Having attempted, to no purpoſe, to Ig 

im, 
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him, I advis'd the ſending for Mr. Foubert, Surgeon 
in Ordinary to the King in his Parliament-houſe: He 
came, and did, alſo, all that could be done in the 
like Caſes; but the too long ſtay of the Urine in the 
Bladder had already brought on a general Mortifi- 
cation of the Parts, and the Patient died in a very 
little while; which fate he might have avoided, if he 
had follow*d the advice of a friend of his whom 1 
had cur'd of the like Diſorder, and who had ſtrongly 
recommended to him not to put off applying to me. 
This is, alſo, but too ſtrongly prov'd, by the example 
of the two Soldiers above-mention'd, who died in. 
the Hoſpital at Milan, and by the following Caſe. 

One Triomphe, a Shoemaker at Turin, was ſeiz d 
with an Iſchury, and had all proper means us'd 
againſt it; but, as they prov'd fruitleſs, it was re- 
ſolv'd to make a Puncture in Perineo: But it prov'd 
too late; the Inflammation of the Bladder had ſub- 
ſifted too long; a Mortification came on, and put an. 
end to his Life, a few Hours after the Operation. He 
had avoided this misfortune, if he. had follow'd the 
advice of a friend, who, two Months before, would 
have engag' d him to put himſelf under my Care; 
but, by delaying, he was ſuddenly ſeiz'd with a total 
Suppreſſion, which prov'd fatal to him. Theſe. 
Examples ſhew, that we cannot provide too ſoon. 
againſt a venereal Stringury ; and that we ought not 
to delay, too long, the Puncture of the Perinæum, 
when there are no other means of procuring an Iſſue 
to the Urine. Es; © 

If the Puncture of the Perinæum can, then, be of 
any Service, you muſt not ſtay to the laſt Extremity 
before you put it in practice; both to ſhorten' the 
violent Pains which neceffarily attend the Iſchury, 
and not to loſe the chief Benefit which is to accrue 
from it; viz. the preſerving Life. I muſt only take 
notice, that the Wound ought to be carefully look'd 
after, leſt there ſhould remain a Fiſtula, which is a 

| troubleſome 
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troubleſome Complaint, and renders a Man diſagree- 
able to himſelf and others. 


Col de Vilars is not the only one who makes men- 


tion of this Operation: But what is ſurpriſing is, 
that, while he calls it a /aft Refuge, which ought, ne- 
vertheleſs, to be attempted, to endeavour to fave the 
Patient's Life; an eminent and judicious Writer 
ſpeaks of it with great Approbation. Thus Palfyn, 
in his Chirurgical Anatomy, Part IT. Chap. XXII. 
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Inſtead of making uſe of Candles loaded with 
cauſtic and corroding Remedies, in the Obſtru-- 
ctions of the Uretbra, which generally procure. 
only a palliative Cure; Mr. Collot us'd to make, 


in Perinæo, an 2x9 55 ſomewhar leſs than that 


which is made in cutting for the Stone, Three, 
conſiderable Advantages are gain'd by this In- 
ciſion: | 
“ 1. You prevent the ſtay of the Urine, which, 
as ſoon as this Inciſion is made, is no longer forced 
to find a Vent by fiſtulous Openings, and to 
hurt the Bladder by its confinement in it ; having 
now a free Iſſue thro' the Opening of the Peri- 
næum. 


* 2, You are, then, at liberty to throw Injections 


into the Bladder, to cleanſe it of its Foulneſs, de- 
terge its Ulcers, and diſſolve what Fungus may 
have form'd itſelf in it. 

« 3. This Opening enables us to paſs, into the 
Urethra, a Seton, arm'd with a ſuppurative and 
deterſive Remedy, which may be engag'd at the 
extremity of a Catheter. which has been introduced 
by the natural Opening of the Urethra, as far as 
the Inciſion of the Perineum ; which, when drawn 
out, neceffarily brings along with 3 it che Seton that 


was fix d at its extremity; and it is very eaſy to 
tie a freſh one to it every day, which is drawn in 


the ſame way, till the Excreſcences being diſ- 
ſolv'd, and the Ulcers deterg'd and cicatriz d,

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the Urine comes again the natural way: After 
« this, the Inciſion of the Perinæum is ſuffer'd to 
« heal, as that which is made for the Extraction of 
a Stone. It is very plain, that this Method is 
e much ſafer than medicated Candles.“ 

Let us analyſe this Paſſage; it very well deſerves 
it: And, in doing it, I will follow the ſame Order 
that this Author has pointed out to me, 

In the Cure of the Obſtructions of the Urethra, 
Collot us'd to put in practice the Puncture of the 
Perinæum; he, thereſore, did not uſe a Staff to — | 
upon : For either the Urethra was obſtructed, 
not. If it was not, it was abſurd to attempt, — 
out reaſon, ſuch a dangerous Operation; if it was 
obſtructed, the Introduction of the Staff was im- 
practicable: And is it not running a very great 
riſque, to attempt cutting into the Bladder without 
the help of this Inſtrument, unleſs one is very well 
ſkill'd, indeed, in the Anatomy of thoſe Parts? 1 
leave this to the deciſion of thoſe who are well vers'd 
in the Operation of the Stone. Theſe two Opera- 
tions are only different in their Ends, and both of 
them require a Hand guided by Practice; which is 
not always to be met with. | 
The firſt Advantage which Pan attributes to this 
Operation, is evident: For the Urine, finding a free 
Vent, by the Inciſion of the Perinæum, will ſooner 
paſs off that way, than thro* the Fiſtulas, where it, 
moſtly, meets with ſome reſiſtance: But I do not 
agree with him, as to the ſecond Advantage. I do 
not admit of the neceſſity of throwing Injections 
into the Bladder in the Caſe of Fiftulas which are 
occaſion'd by the Urine being forced upon the Peri- 
næum, and gathering there more and more, till it, 
at laſt, makes itſelf an Opening; and, if a free 
Paſſage, another way, is reſtor'd to it, the Fiſtulas 
will heal of themſelves; as they are only kept open 
| by | its dropping continually through. 
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I do not underſtand what he means by the Foul- 
neſs of the Bladder : If he means the ſlimy Humour, 


which is ſometimes diſcharg'd, in great quantity; 


this is occaſion'd by the repeated Contractions of the 
internal Membrane of the Bladder; which, being ſti- 


mulated by the confinement of the Urine, ſqueezes 


out the Mucus of the Glands which are naturally de- 
ſign'd to lubricate it; which Contractions ceaſe when 
the Stimulus is remov' q, and require no particular 


treatment; as is prov'd by Mr. Boyer's Letter. 


As to the Ulcers of the Bladder, if there are any, 
which can't be known before the Operation (the ſame 
may be ſaid of Fungus), they are no Arguments for 
it; ſince, if they admit of a Cure, we may as well 
attempt it by Injections thro' the Urethra, when once 
a clear Paſſage is procur'd. I, who am of opinion, 
that a venereal Iſchury is caus'd by the ſwelling of 
Carnoſities and Ulcers that are ſituated in the Urg- 
thra, cannot but approve the uſe of a Seton loaded 
with ſuppurative and deterſive Medicines, provided 
they are rightly ſuited to the nature of the Diſtem- 
per; which no- body has diſcover'd before me: But 
how can thoſe approve of them, who deny the exiſt- 
ence of Carnoſities? For what benefit can accrue, 
from theſe kinds of Medicines, to Cicatrices, or va- 
ricous Veſſels, which are the only cauſes admitted of 
by Palfyn and others? Beſides, how will the Inciſion 
of the Perinæum enable us to treat the Diſorders of 
the Urethra with a Seton loaded with a ſuitable Me- 
dicine, if the Catheter, by the help of which it is to 
be paſs' d in, can't be introduced itſelf? As is the 
caſe, whenever the Urethra is wholly obſtructed by 
Excreſcences, Varices, or any other Swellings. And 
where is the neceſſity of making an Inciſion iy Pe- 
rineo, for the Introduction of this Seton? He that 
is acquainted with proper Medicines for the Cure of 
this Diſorder, may as well, at once, pals them in by 
the natural Orifice of the Urethra, It is true, they 

will

will not bring about a Cure ſo ſoon as if they were 
contiguous to the whole length of the Diſorder; be- 
cauſe they will only be in contact with that part of it 
which looks towards the entrance of the Urethra : 
But patience brings about all things, when we are 
provided with proper Arms to encounter the Enemy 
and this is the Method 1 follow. Several of my 
Caſes prove, that my Sounds went in but a few Lines 
at firſt; but the Part affected, which they were in 
contact with, being melted down daily, they every 
day penetrated farther; and, at laſt, the Diſorder 
yielding to their efficacy, and giving them a free 
entrance, they were apply'd to the whole length of 
it. I am, then, very far from agreeing, with Pal- 
n, that the Operation he adviſes, is much ſafer than 
the uſe of Candles : This is true, indeed, with regard 
to thoſe that are made up of cauſtic ingredients, 

which, as well as himſelf, 1 look upon as very ill 
adapted for an abſolute Cure; but not with regard 
to thoſe that carry, to the ſeat of the Diſorder, the 
only Medicine capable of curing radically, which is 
the property of that I have been ſo happy as to find 
out. The Authority of Palfyn can hardly be brought 
againſt me, as he only ſpoke of the Methods of Cure 
that were us'd in his time; no more than they can 
object to me his Opinion 'of the non-exiſtence of 
Carnoſities; when I have ſhew'd them to, and caus'd 
them to be felt by, ſeveral Perſons of the Profeſſion, 
who have been preſent at my dreſſing the Patients 
mention'd in Cafes 65. and 70. of Part III. Nor 
ſhould I have thought it worth my while to anſwer 
Palfyn, but that 1 would reſolve even the ſmalleſt 
Doubts. 

De la Faye, in his Remarks on Dionts, mentions, 
alſo, the neceſſity of the Puncture, ar Inciſion, of 
the Bladder. Tho' he does not recommend it in 
ſuch ſtrong terms as Palſyn; it is ſufficient, to prove 
the uſefulneſs of my Diſcovery, that he thinks it ne- 
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ceſſary ſometimes, though it were even but rarely, 
The Neck of the Bladder,“ ſays he, © is ſome - 


times ſo closꝰd up by the Inflammation, that, even 


after having employ'd all the Remedies we have 
«© mention*d, we are not able to paſs the Catheter : 
«© We are, then, oblig'd to make a Puncture in the

It is true, that the Wound made-with the Trocar

tion, the produce of Ulcers. Both theſe kinds of 
Obſtacles are owing to the bad covering of the Ulcer, 
which, now. lies conceal'd, but {till evidently exiſts; 
oe in four hours time, and oftentimes in leſs, my 
Medicines bring theſe coverings to Suppuration, 
ſet. the Ulcers a running again, as they did when the 
Gonorrheœa was freſn contracted. Hippecrates him- 
ſelf adviſes this Suppuration, in the 82d Aphariſm, 
Sect. 4. Thoſe that have a Swelling, ar-Carunele, in 
the inſide of the Penis, obtain a Cure, if it is brought 
to Suppuration. But my Remedy goes farther; for 
the Ulcer is intirely heal'd by it, as it continues the 
Suppuration, till it is wholly freed of the Humour 
which fed it. Now an Ulcer, when once well 
cleans d, becomes a ſimple Solution of Continuity, 
and heals by Nature's help only: Thus the Perſons 
who have been under my care, either for freſh or re- 
new'd Gonorrhœas (for I may give this appellation 
to what is produced by my Medicines), may, indeed, 
contract a freſh, illneſs, but will never relapſe into 
che former. Nevertheleſs, ſome people, for very ob- 
vious reaſons, not caring to confeſs, that they be 
freſh hazards, ſince they had been out of my hands,

1 __ even grant, chat canftic Medicines 
might be ſafely apply*d, againſt all forts of Excreſ- 
cences in'the'Urethra ; yet they would evidentlyap- 
pear 'improper in the caſe of Ulcers, or what is ge- 
nerally call'd ſeminal Weakneſſes: Inſtead of being 
benefſcial, in theſe caſes, they would rather do harm, 
Cauſtic Medicines are, then, very far from removing 
and deſtroying, as the Antients beſiev'd, all the 
caiiſes of the Habitual Strangu yx. 
Palhyn injudiciouſty confounds foppuniive Medi- 
cines with cauſtic'ones, when he inveighs#againſt\the 
laſt. As the Virtue of the firſt confi melting 
down the Humours which are clogg'd up in the Ex- 
creſcences which beſet the Urethra, they are not of a 
nature to produce freſh' Ulcers; they can, at moſt. 
but renew former ones: They are, then, not

] brought out of Palfyn, engag'd me to give, in this 
place, what has occurr'd to me touching Abſceſſes 
and Fiſtulas in Perineo : I mult now make ſome Re- -- 
marks — ch is ſaid 9 4s * r 
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[ 82 ] 
To cure an Habitual Strangury, he adviſes, 0 
remove, conſume, deſtroy, bring to Suppuration, com- 


preſs, and level all the Obſtacles which hinder the free 


courſe of Urine : Yet all theſe Means are not able to 
perform a radical Cure, To this purpoſe, we muſt 
not only clear the Paſſage for a time, but root out 
the Cauſe of the Excreſcences and Swellings which 
occaſion theſe Symptoms; and this is not brought 
about by ſimply removing, conſuming, deſtroying, 
bringing to Suppuration, compreſſing, levelling, the 
Obſtacles. Beſides, all thefe Intentions, of Cure 
have no regard to old Ulcers, which are acknow- 
leg'd as ſuch, nor to that Complaint which I alſo 
term an Ulcer, tho* it is vulgarly call'd a ſeminal 
Weakneſs, or Gleet. 

As for corroſive Medicines, it is very evident, as 
he ſays, that they could only ſerve to deſtroy Ca- 
runcles and Verrucæ, and the Calloſities or Cicatrices 
of Ulcers. badly heal'd up; if we ſuppoſe them of 
the ſame nature as thoſe which Surgeons ſometimes, 
thro? careleſſneſs, ſuffer to come on upon external 
Wounds and Ulcers, which is not the caſe here, as 
I have already obſerv'd.; but they never can cure 
callous Ulcers, the Yerumontanum ſwell'd or grown 
ſcirrhous, the fungous and callous ſubſtances which 
grow on the excretory Ducts of the Proſtate, and 
other Glands of the Urethra: On the contrary, they 


muſt be very hurtful in the Caſe of Ulcers, and other 


Defects of the Verumontanum, which Part ought to 
be carefully preſerv'd, as a continual Stillicidium 
muſt be the conſequence of the loſs of it ; which 
misfortune could not fail of being brought on by 
thoſe who, not knowing the true ſituation of the Ve- 
rumontanum, ſhould miſtake it for a callous Obſtacle 
or Excreſcence, and ſhould eat it down by the means 
of their corroſive Medicines. It is equally evident, 
that the uſe of them muſt be pernicious, if the Ha- 
bitual Strangury is owing to varicous Veſſels; of an 
| | Eſcha- 


831 
Eſcharotic, by corroding their Membranes, would 
bring on an Hæmorrhage. But we have no occaſlon 
to dwell on the effect of Corroſives in this com- 
plaint, having prov'd, before, that it hardly ever ex- 
iſts: We may, however, take notice, by- the- by, that 
as thoſe Authors, who have ſpoke of the bad effects 
of Corroſives, have never made any mention of an 
Hæmorrhage; it is a plain Proof, that the ſtreight- 
ening of the Urethra is never owing to any Varices. 
I will add to the ſolid Reaſons brought by Aſtruc 
againſt Corroſives, that, as their Action is always at- 
tended with an Irritation of the Parts, they will be 
more apt to ſtreighten, than to inlarge the Paſſage. 
The Reader will not be diſpleas'd with finding here 
what Dionis, and his Commentator, think of Calloſi- 
ties, Cicatrices, and Bridles; which laſt Complaint is, 
according to the latter, nothing but a Contraction of 
the Urethra by a Cicatrice. Dionis makes no men- 
tion of it: He looks on Calloſities as incurable. As 
for Cicatrices, he is for conſuming them with a Ca- 
thæretic, more or leſs ſtrong, which is apply d to the 
Part affected by the means of a Wax Candle, whoſe 
extremity is ſomewhat hollow'd in, to receive the 
Remedy. There is no need to make freſh Obſerva- 
tions concerning this Method: We have ſeen, before, 
what Judgment is to be made of it, notwithſtand- 
ing what the Author adds afterwards; that we muſt 
not loſe patience, during the Operation of this Re- 
mety, which requires a long time : For, if we ſhould 
increaſe the ſtrength of the Medicine, to haſten the 
Cure, we might endanger the bringing on Pain and In- 
fammation, by eating deeper than requifite. To theſe 
Precautions, Dionis ſhould have added ſome certain 
Signs whereby to know the different degree of Sen- 
Gbility, in the Uretbra of different perſons; for, 
without this, we a& without a Guide : For that which 
makes but a ſlight Impreſſion upon one perſon, will 
cauſe an Inflammation in another. * 
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We will not follow De la Faye, ſtep by ſtep, 


in what he teaches concerning the Iſchury, or 
Habitual Strangury; we have already brought 


here the beſt part of it. He gives a Preſerv- 


ative againſt the Iſchury, which conſiſts in liv- 
ing regularly, in applying to the Perinæum, and along 
the Urethra, ſuppurative and emollient Remedies ; 
in introduting into it a Max Candle, arm'd with Oint- 
ment of Marſhmallows , to ſoften the hard Subſtances, 
and preſerve the natural diameter of the. Paſſage. 
We have ſeen, above, how averſe he is to Cauſtics, 
and ſharp Probes, notwithſtanding the Encomiums 
which Pare beſtows on theſe laſt. I have, ſays he, 
perform'd ſeveral remarkable Cures by their means. 
He us'd them to file away the Calloſities, without 
minding the Bleeding, which he look'd upon as be- 
neficial : For, as this Blood proceeds from the Carno- 
uy itſelf, it diſcharges part of the Humour, which 
feeds it, and greaily relieves the part: Aud if no 
Blood appears ſpontaneouſly, it will not be amiſs to 
invite it, gently, with the Probe. I ſhall not dwell 
upon examining this Method, which is now wholl 
exploded ; but will pals, immediately, to De la Faye's 
Method of treating the hard and callous Subſtances 
of the Urethra. 
„ By the means of a Catheter, which comes out 
“ at the Inciſion in Perinæo, you introduce a Seton, 
« made of a long lip of Linen, unravell'd on the 
& ſides: This Seton muſt be arm'd with the fore- 
„ mention'd Digeſtive (conſiſting of the Liniment. 
© Arc. Bafilic. and the Ol. Hyperic. with the addition 
of equal parts of red Precipitate and burnt Alum, 
© whole quantity is increas'd or leſſen'd, in proportion 
to its effect); the Wound is to be fill d with Dof- 
ſils, arm'd with the fame Medicine, and to be co- 
ver'd with Pledgets of the ſame; the Cannula, 
alſo, may be rubb'd with it, except at the extre- 
* mity, which is to be cover'd with the common 
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« Digeſtive, leſt the Precipitate and Alum ſhould' 
“ cauſe an Irritation to the Bladder.” 

This Method is attended with inconveniencies that 
mine has not. There muſt be an Inciſion in Pe- 
ringo. 2. It is key for granted, that the Seton and 
Catheter can be eaſily introduced, which can't be 
done when the Urethra is intirely obſtrudted. 
All Urethras cannot bear with ſuch Eſcharotics. 4. 
The Diſorder cannot be intirely rooted out by theſe 
Remedies, which have no relation with the Cauſe that 
produces it: And what uſeleſs pains and trouble, if 
it is not radically ſubqu*d! | 

The ſecond Method, put in practice for the Cure of 
the Habitual Strangury, has been attended with no bet- 
ter ſucceſs. The Urethra,”* ſays Col de Vilars, was 
e laid open upon the Groove of a Staff, to find out the 
« Caruncles, and confume and deſtroy them : But, 
ce after the Wound was heal*d up, the Cicatrice ren- 
« der'd the Urethra ſtill narrower than before.“ 
Aſtruc gives a fuller Account of this ſort of pra- 
ctice. “ Having obſerv'd,“ ſays he, © the ſituation 
<« of the Obſtacles which were in the Meatus Urina- 
rius, and mark*d that part of the Perinæum which 
anſwer*d to them, a Catheter, with a Groove in it, 
was introduced, as far as poſſible, into the Ure- 
thra ; and, at the extremity of it, either fide of 
the Perinæum was laid open, according to the di- 
c rection of the Raphe, and the Inciſion was car- 
« ry*d on towards the Anus; all the Obſtacles com- 
<« ing then in ſight, it was eaſy to treat them with 

different Remedies, according to their different 
s circumſtances: If they were Caruncles, callous 
« Bodies, or Excreſcences, with Cathæretics; but 
if ſordid Ulcers, fed upon the Urethra, they. were 
deterg'd and cleans'd with proper Remedies. . 

But it appears, that the greateſt part of thoſe * 
underwent this Operation, after having been tor- 
mented for a long time, reap*d no fort of Benefit 
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[ 86 
& from it; but, after the Wound was heal'd up, 
% were more troubled with the Strangury than be- 


fore; the Uretbra having been ſtill more ſtreight- 


& en'd by the new Cicatrice.“ 


We can add ſtill ſtronger Reaſons to thoſe which 
Col de Vilars and Aſtruc have furniſh'd us with, for 
laying aſide this practice. 

If the Catheter ſhould be ſtopp'd o on this ſide 
bs Obſtacle, the Inciſion could not be made upon it; 
the Cathæretic would then be a ply'd only on that 
part of the Obſtacle which look'd towards the na- 
tural entrance of the Uretbra : So that the only Ad- 
vantage that would accrue from the Operation would 
be, the preſerving the reſt of the Duct from the 
Action of the Cauſtic. But if this Remedy was ca- 
pable of deſtroying the Carnoſities, and * Ulcer 
could be heal'd afterwards by the means of Epulo- 
tics; were it not much better to paſs into the Ure- 
thra a Cannula, or hollow Catheter, with a Tent 
arm'd with this corroſive Medicine, to fix it upon 
the Diſorder, without having recourſe to an Opera- 
tion by which the ſound parts are injur'd? 

2. This Operation was evidently uſeleſs, with re- 

d to Ulcers; as one can as well, without it, ap- 
ply to them, by means of a Candle, the Remedies 
proper to deterge and cicatrize them, This Opera- 
tion was, then, ſo much labour thrown away, with re- 
gard to the two Caſes in which it was perform'*d ; 
and nothing can be a ſtronger Proof of it than my 
Method of Cure, wherein I have no occaſion to la 


EIS Ha Urethra to apply proper Remedies to the 
order, 


2. But the greateſt fault I find with the antient 
practice is, that as the Diſorders of the Urethra were 
not encounter' d with Remedies ſuited to their nature, 
they could not fail returning again; ſothat this Method, 
cruel as it was, was but palliative. By what I have 
ſaid it is — that I do not believe it an eaſy matter 


to 


[ 87 ] 
to deſtroy Carnoſities by the uſe of Cathæretics, or 
to cleanſe the Ulcers by that of deterſive Medicines ; 
ſince no ſure and infallible Deterſive was known 
before me, and the Action of no one Cauſtic could 
be certainly depended upon. But this is dwelling 
too long on the examination of a Method which has 
been laid aſide, for ſuch ſubſtantial reaſons. Let us 
purſye the Analyſis of thoſe which have been ſince 
put in practice. 

«© The beſt Method, ſays Col de Vilars, ſtill in 
the ſame place, is, by introducing Candles into 
<< the, Ureihra, which, by their ſize and ſolidity, 
„ Giſtend gradually the ſides of the Urethra, at the 
ſame time ſoftening and relaxing its Fibres. They 
are made in the following manner: 

Lou mult take long Slips of fine Linen, of a 
proper breadth and length, which you are to dip 
mm new Wax melted, or, as ſome adviſe, in the 
« mercurial Plaiſter of Vigo: It muſt be roll'd, af- 
© terwards, betwixt two ſmooth Boards warm, and 
be form'd into a ſolid compact Candle, that inſen- 
« ſibly ends in a Cone. You muſt make them of 
different length and bigneſs; the longeſt ſhould 
<< be nine or ten Inches long, and the biggeſt of 
the fize of a common Quill; the reſt muſt de- 
* creaſe gradually, ſo that the ſmalleft be about as 
« big as a common Probe. You mult begin by 
s uſing the ſmalleſt Candle, in this manner: The 
4 Patient having emptied his Bladder, it muſt be 
„ dipp'd in Oil, and gently paſs'd up the Urethra, 
e till it arrives at any of the Obſtacles, and even 

« farther, if poſſible: If it could be got into the 
“ Bladder, it would be ſtill better; but this ſeldom 
25 ppens the firſt time. When the Patient is in- 
ce clin'd to make Water, the Candle muſt be taken 
s out, and replaced again afterwards, endeavouring 
to make it advance as far as poſſible ; this muſt be 
repeated three or four times a day, till it gets into 
G 4 . *© the 
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[ 88 ] 
e the Bladder, and can be taken out and paſs'd in 
< freely, .and without pain: You then pick out the 
* next Size, and ſo on, by degrees. When the big- 
«© geſt goes in and out with eaſe, it is a ſign that the 
« Urethra is ſufficiently dilated, and that all the Ob- 
te ſtatles are leveli*d down. You may, by this Me- 
*© tho, get the better of the moſt inveterate Habi- 
& tual Strangury. But tho' the Water comes in a 
* tull Stream, the uſe of the Candles muſt be conti- 


„ nu'd, every day, for ſome hours; then once a 
6 week ; and, laſtly, only once a month: For the 


* Urethra, in this Diſorder, has a ſtrong diſpoſition 


to contract, and grow narrow. The Candles muſt 


* 88 chang' d, as occaſion requires.” 

I am far from thinking, with Col de Filars, that 
the worſt kinds of Habitual Stranguries may be cur'd 
by this Method; for it is very obvious, that it can 


be ſerviceable only in a Contraction of the- Uretbra 


caus'd by a Cicatrice which has ſucceeded a great loſs 
of Subſtance. For of what uſe can theſe Candles be 


to fungous and callous Excreſcences ? To a Scirrbus 


or Fungus that has riſen on the excretory Ducts of the 
Proftate, Veficule Seminales, and other Glands of the 
Urethra? To the Swelling of the Verumontanum? 
It is true, they may procure a temporary Relief, in 
theſe Caſes ; but what ſervice will they be of to Ul- 
cers, which 1s ſo common a Complaint ? Theſe Can- 
dles of Col de Vilars act only by dilating gradually 
the fides of the Urethra, aud relaxing its Fibres. 
Let us, even beſides theſe Qualities, grant them that 
of diſſolving, which they will have, if the mercurial 
Plaiſter enters into their compoſition ; but will this 
anſwer all the neceſſary intentions of Cure? We mult 
then conclude, that what he calls the beſ# Method of 
Cure, falls very ſhort of being perfect. It is, how- 
ever, preferable to that which he mentions immedi. 
ately alter. Several Practitioners,” ſays he, “only 
as make up ſhort Candles, which they tie with a thread, 


ce and 
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and paſs up by the means of a ſtrait hollow Ca- 
<< theter, which they firſt introduce into the Urethra; 
they puſh on the Candle with a Probe, in the 
„Cavity of the Catheter, till it is got amongſt the 
„ Obſtacles; and they uſe larger ſucceſſively, as 
% e have ſaid of the long Candles. When the 
Patient wants to make Water, it is drawn out by 
the Thread, and it muſt be replaced afterwards, 

or another in its room; theſe ſorts of Candles 
« occupying but one part of the Uratbre, occaſion 
* only an unequal Dilatation.“ 
 * Frequent Inſtances,” ſays Afiruc, loco citato, 
„ have ſhewn, that this Method is ſerviceable ; 
„ and that notwithſtanding the ſlowneſs of its Ope- 
ration, it relieves gently, effectually, and without 
& Danger, the moſt ſtubborn Stranguries. It is, 
« however, attended with two Inconveniences. 

„ 1. The Tent which is introduced, not being 
« equal to the length of the Urethra, does not 
& dilate it equally, but only widens that Part where 
« jt hes, ſtreightening at the ſame time the Parts that 
* are on each Side of it, and in ſo much the 
greater Degree, as the intermediate Part is more 
% dilated ; which is the caſe in all elaſtic Tubes, 
« if they are only diſtended in one Part. 
- «© 2, The Apparatus of this Operation is too 
cc troubleſome. for the Patient to dreſs himſelf; fo 
« that he is always obliged to have a Surgeon at 
& hand, which, in a thing that requires to be ſo 
©. often repeated, is exceeding inconvenient z for 
„ which Reaſon this Method has given place to 
one much more eaſy, expeditious, and uſeful.” 

Notwithftanding the encomiums which Aftruc 
beſtows on Tents introduced into the Uretbra, 
have, beſides the Inconveniences which I have re- 
marked in the ſhort Candles of Col de Vilars, and 
that which both theſe Authors have taken notice of, 
of cauſing an unequal Dilatation, and that which 
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. Aftruc complains of in particular, of being very 


troubleſome, which would be but a trifling Conſi- 


deration, if a radical Cure was obtained by their 


means, another Defect, which theſe Gentlemen have 
overlooked, and yet is of no ſmall Conſequence ; 
which is, the danger of the Thread's breaking, 
which the Moiſture it imbibes in the Uretbra will 
make it very liable to. That the Reader may not 
accuſe me of ſeeking for bare Poſſibilities to raiſe 
Objections, I will relate a matter of Fact. 

There was a Phyſician at Lyons, about thirty 


' Years ago, who treated Habitual Stranguries with 


ſome Succeſs by the means of Tents, which were 
armed with ſome particular Compoſition, which he 
never divulged, and which ſometimes performed 
an abſolute Cure. Theſe Tents, as thoſe I juſt 
mentioned, were drawn out of the Urethra by the 


means of a Thread : But unluckily the Thread 


once chanced to break, I ſuppoſe, on account of the 
more than common Swelling of the Tent ; in conſe- 
quence of which that Part of the Uretbra which was 
on this ſide the Tent, was alſo rendered ſtreighter 
than uſual. The Patient, in the mean while, was 
taken with a ſtrong Inclination of making Water, 
which kept increaſing as the Bladder filled, He 


was at laſt ſeized with all the Symptoms that at- 


tend a Venereal Iſchury, with this afflicting Cir- 
cumſtance, that the Palliatives uſually adminiſtred 
in thoſe Caſes could be of no Service in his Con- 
dition. The Doctor for a long while tortured his 
Imagination in vain, to avoid laying open the Ure- 
thra, which would have greatly injured his Cha- 


racter, and at laſt hit upon this Expedient : He in- 


vented a Pair of Forceps, ſlender enough to make 


their way into the Urethra, and was ſo lucky with 


them, as to make the Extraction of the Tent, I 
have had a ſight of that inftrument, which is very 
ingeniouſly contrived ; but it would be very difficult 

| | to 


# 
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to uſe it, if the Tent ſtuck far in. What has hap- 
pened once, may happen again, in ſpite of all Pre- 
cautions ; whence I conclude, that this Method is 
not free from Danger, and that we ſhould ſeek for 
another, tho? a radical Cure might be obtained by this. 

We are now come to the laſt Method which 
Aftruc recommends as more eaſy and convenient. 
«© Prepare ten or twelve cylindrical Rods, of dif- 
% ferent Sizes, made of ductile Lead; let each 
4 of them be nine or ten Inches long, but of un- 
equal thickneſs, ſo that the thickeſt be ſome- 
«© what larger than a Pen, and the veſt go gradu- 
ally decreaſing. When the Patient is prepared 
for the Operation, and the Bladder is emptied, 
*© chooſe the ſmalleſt Rod, dip it in Oil, and paſs 
„it up the Urethra, till it arrives at the Obſtacles, 

forcing it amongſt them as far as you well can 
without giving too much Pain, If you ſhould 
get into the Bladder the very firſt Day, it is ſo 
much the better ; but there is no harm if you 
ſhould be forced to ſtop in the middle of the 
Obſtacles, which is moſt frequently the Caſe. It 
muſt then be puſhed in further the following 
Days, till by degrees it reaches the Bladder. 
« The Rod is to be kept in three or four Hours 
« every Day, till the Urine, by ſoliciting a Dif- 

charge, occaſions its Removal; and this is to be 
repeated every Day, till the Rod can paſs in 
freely backwards and forwards, without giving 
any Pain. 

“ Then pick out another Rod, ſomewhat thicker 
< than the former, which is to be introduced with 
4 the ſame Caution, thro' the Urethra, by degrees, 

„into the Bladder ; and in like manner the other 
Rods are to be ſucceſſively applied in Order, 
<< aſcending by degrees to the largeſt ; and when 
„ that can be introduced with Eate, it is a Sign 
that the Meatus Urinarius is ſufficiently _— 
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that the Obſtacles are removed, and that there is 
a free Paſſage for the Urine. 


However, tho? the Urine ſhould be voided in 
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a full Stream, you muſt not too haſtily conclude, 
that the Cure is completed; ſince we learn by 
Experience, that the Obſtacles will ſprout up 
again after Compreſſion, and ſtreighten the Duct, 
if we omit repeating the Uſe of the Leaden 
Rods. Therefore this Operation is to be con- 
tinued for a conſiderable time; at firſt, daily for 
an Hour or two; then twice or thrice in a Weck; 


and, laſtly, three or four times in a Month. 


Nor dare I ever promiſe a perfect Cure for this 
kind of Strangury, but merely a palliative one. 
There is certainly this advantage in the Me- 
thod we have laid down, that the Patient prac- 
tiſes it himſelf in the following manner: Lying 
on his Back in Bed, with his Legs drawn up, 


and Thighs aſunder, and holding the Penis in the 


left Hand, with his right he introduces into it a 
Rod, which he has firſt dipt in Oil: It is eaſy 
enough to proceed in a right Line to the Root 
of the Penis; but the Prrineu ſhould be 
gently compreſſed, that the end of the Rod may 
bend and fit itſelf to the Paſſage, proceeding 
lowly, till it at laſt reaches the Bladder. By this 
means the Rod will eaſily paſs by all the windings 
of the Urethra, and accommodate itſelf to all its 
bendings with great eaſe. 

“ Farther, leſt any bad Accident mould happen 


thro' Rathneſs, Ignorance, or Over. haſtineſs, 


before this method is attempted, the following 
Precautions ſhould be carefully attended to. 


1. If it appears by the Symptoms, or there

« 2. Univerſals being premiſed, to wit, Bleed- 
ing and Purging, the Acrimony of the Blood 
ſhould be corrected by cooling Broths or Apo- 


and Bathing. 


* 4, During the whole courſe of the Cure, the 
Patient 1s to abſtain from Wine, Venery, and 
Exerciſe ; to uſe a regular, moiſtening, cooling 
Diet; to drink, by way of Ptiſan, an Infuſion 
of Linſeeds nd. Mallow-flowers ; laſtly, the Pe- 
rinæum ſhould be relaxed by emollient Fomenta- 
dlons. 

« 5, The Leaden Rods ſhould be nicely ex- 


© amined, and thoſe laid aſide in which the lighteſt 
e crack is diſcoyered ; leſt, if they ſhould break 


in the Urethra, you ſhould be obliged to lay open 
the Perinæum, to take out the fragments, 

e 6, The Leaden Rods ſhould be introduced gra- 
dually, and vith light hand; as we find by Ex- 
perience, that, if any violence is offered to the 
Obſtacles, or the Urethra too roughly treated, 
the Patient is ſeized with a ſudden Tremor, which 


© is always ſucceeded by an intenſe. ephemeral

7. If an error of this kind ſhould be . commit-

Notwithſtanding the length of this Quotation, I 


have not thought proper to retrench any part of it, 


that thoſe who are not near enough to me to make 


_ uſe of my Remedy, may at leaſt be acquainted. with 


all kinds of Palliatives : For the Leaden Probes are . 
to be ranked under this Claſs, tho* they ſhould even 
be rubbed with Mercury, according to the Advice 
of Pare, with a view to dry up and cicatrize the 
Ulcers which his Eſcharotics leave in the Urethra, in 
the room of the Carnoſities they conſume. To 
6 this Effect, ſays he, you muſt get as large Leaden 
&« Probes as the Patient can bear, rub them with 
* Quickſilver, and paſs them into the Urerbra over 
« the ſaid Ulcers, and leave them there Night and 
«© Day as long as they can be borne with. They dry 
up, cicatrize, and dilate the Urethra without pain, 
* and prevent Ulcers from adhering to one an- 

© other.“ Heap 
But what credit can be given to his promiſes, 
when it is known, that a Salivation, which cauſes a 
great quantity of Mercury to circulate for a long 
while with the Blood, or mercurial Frictions on any 
particular Part, as on the Perinzum and Penis, or 
even the mercurial Ointment introduced into the 
Penis itſelf, are of no efficacy in the cure of Carno- 
ſities, 
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ſities, or a Venereal Gonorrhœa? The only certain 
effect of the Leaden Probes is, to dilate the Paſ- 
ſage by preſſing down the Obſtacles which fill its 
Cavity; and this palliative Method acts often very 
impertectly, as repeated Experience teaches us, that 
the Urethra is ſometimes liable to the ſame Ob- 
ſtructions ſoon after the removal of the Probe, and 
its Aſſiſtance becomes again neceſſary to procure a 
freſh Iſſue to the Urine. 

By taking notice of this Method's being only 
palliative, I ſave the Reader the repetition of the 
Remarks I made on thoſe of the ſame kind, which 
I have proved ill- adapted to the ſeveral Diſorders 
which cauſe a Venereal Strangury. If, then, I am 


not abſolutely againſt the Uſe of Leaden Probes, it 


G& 


is becauſe a palliative Remedy, tho' imperfect, is 
preferable to being expoſed continually to a mortal 
Iſchury. However, I could wiſh, that thoſe who 
have it in their Power to apply to me time enough 


to avoid the Danger of an Iſchury, were to for- 


bear the Uſe of them; for a long Experience has 
taught me, that the Cure is protracted by it; and 
it is eaſy to account for it. The continual or re- 
peated preſſure of ſuch a hard Subſtance as Lead 
upon the Carnoſities, renders their Texture more 
compact, and conſequently harder to be penetrated 
by the active Particles of my Medicine. Thus the 
Service that accrues from the Leaden Probes, is 
attended at the ſame time with ſome Inconvenience. 
Let us conclude this Article with the Words of Col 
de Vilars, who, as we ſaid above, prefers his Candles 
to them: Tho' Leaden Rods are pliable, they 
are liable to break, which may happen while they 
are in the Uretbra or Bladder, by ſome ſudden 
Motion, or extraordinary Poſture. If the end of 


it was to break in the Bladder, it might ſerve as 


* Nucleus for a Stone; if in the Uretbra, it 
* would be difficult to extract the Fragment. Be- 


e ſides, 
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&. ſides, tho? Lead is a ſoft and pliable Metal, it is, 
% however, much harder than the Urethra; it may 
ec then bruiſe it, and give great Uncaſineſs.“ It is 
certain, that my Candles are not liable to theſe In- 
conveniences. The natural Heat of the Vrethra ſoft- 
ens them, without leſſening any thing of their 
Size; they accommodate themſelves to all the dif- 
ferent Situations of the Body, and are in no danger 
of bruiſing the Urethra; and yet the mere Contact 
of this yielding Subſtance is troubleſome, at leaſt 
for the firſt Days, to thoſe whoſe Urethre is very

The Venereal Strangury of Women." © 


Tho' Women are expoſed as well as Men to the 
virulent Gonorrhcea, they are but rarely attacked 
with the Habitual Strangury : And the Reaſon of it 
is plain; for, contrary to the Opinion of Pain, 
the Seat of the Gonorrhœa in Women is not gene- 
rally in the Praſtatæ, as a light Survey of the 
Structure of the Parts will convince you. Ulcers 
ariſe commonly in thoſe Parts only, which are im- 
mediately expoſed to the Seminal Fluids tainted by 
the Virus. Now the Proſtatæ are the leaſt ſo of 
any; the Lacunæ, or Glands of the Vagina, re- 
ceiving immediately the Seminal Fluids, are the 
moſt liable to be infected by the ſubtle Particles of 
the Virus, and after them the Glands of Cowper, 
which are ſituated near the Anus; becauſe their 
Ducts, terminating at the riſe of the Carancule Myr- 
tiformes, ealily imbibe the Semen which flows out 
of the Vagina; but the Proſtatæ, or Praſtata, 
which in Women embraces the Urethra, and dil- 
charges its Contents near the Clitoris, by two ex- 


cretory Ducts, is ſeldom liable to be infected; its 


excretory Ducts, at moſt, may be ſoiled ſometimes 
by a premature diſcharge of the Semen; and even

in this Caſe they are but ſlightly affected by it, as 
by the make of the Parts. it runs off immediately. 
What I have ſaid of the Praſtatæ, is in a fironger 
manner applicable to the Lacunæ of the Meatus 
Urinarius, which have no communication what- 
ſoever with the external Parts. 

What I have faid of the manner how the Pro- 
fate contract an Infection in Women, agrees with 
Col de Vilars's manner of accounting for the Go- 
norrhœas of Girls that have not ſuffered Penetra- 
tion, which Opinion 1s confirmed by the Seventh 
Caſe of the Second Part of this Edition. He ex- 
preſſes himſelf thus in his Lectures of Surgery, 
Vol. IV. If a young Girl chances to have a Diſ- 
« charge like that of a virulent Gonorrhcea, 
attended with the ſame Symptoms, you may be 
<<, well aſſured, that it is the ſame Diſtemper, and 
© has been communicated by ſome. Perſon labour- 
„ing under Venereal Complaints. It very ſeldom 
„happens, that a Girl is liable to the Fluor Albus 
© before the Age of Puberty ; Nevertheleſs we 
« meet with Children of four, ſix, and eight Years 
* old, who labour under virulent Gonorrhceas, 
„ without: having been raviſhed, that is, without 
„having ſuffered Penetration, and wirhout the 
** Hymen being torn; but they had undergone 
© ſome Violence and rough Ulage from ſome in- 
<« fected Perſon. . 8 

Tho' Women are ſeldom attacked with an Habi- 
tual Strangury, we however meet with ſome in- 
ſtances of it, either by the Virus making its way 
into the Praſtatæ by their excretory Ducts, or by 
the ſubtle Vapour of a Venereal Ulcer, ſituated in 
the Vagina in the neighbourhood of the Proftate, 
penetrating thro? their Subſtance, and infecting their 
Contents, which I judge very poſhble. - Aſtruc, 
Book III. Chap. IV. ſays, That he has ſeen 
" Women 2 under che Strangury, in con- 
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© Urethra by preſſing upon it. 
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& ſequence of Gonorrhœas, becauſe the Profats, 
„ inlarged and grown callous, ſtreightened the 
I even once faw, 
„ fays he farther, a Woman whoſe Proftate having 
6 undergone a Suppuration, and becoming fiſtulous, 
« diſcharged themſelves into the Uretbra by lateral 
6s Sinuſes, and often brought on the Strangury by 
„ the Sharpneſs of the Matter.“ I have ſeen at 
Milan Cafes perfectly ſimilar, as I have remarked 1 in 
my Memorial to M. de Garelli, © 

When Women have the Misfortune to be this: 
Condition, my Method is ſtill more neceſſary 'to 
them than to Men, as I have obſerved in my firſt 
Edition. To be convinced of this Truth, we need 
only conſider the little Benefit which the Remedies 
hitherto known produce in them; they are even 
much leſs ſerviceable to them than to Men. As 
their Urethra is ſhort and wide, the Urine comes 
away with greater Eaſe and Rapidity, and conſe- 


- quently can make but a flight Impreſſion. The in- 


ternal Remedies therefore, conveyed by the Urine, 
can act but weakly. Injections likewiſe, which are 
too commonly uſed in this Diſeaſe, are defective on. 
the fame account: Ir is impoſſible to prevent their 

coming away immediately; whereas in Men we re- 
tain them as long as we pleaſe : "Beſides, if the 
Seat of the Gonorrhœa is not in the Uretbra; and 
I have remarked that it is but rarely. ſo, the Re- 
medies are hardly able to reach the diſeaſed Part; 
whereas thoſe which I uſe, act upon the Part itſelf ; 


| and however ſordid. the Ulcer is, or whereſoever 


it is ſituated, are attended with the . Succeſs as 
in Men. 

Iwill take notice, by the way, that bg is more 
common than to confound a Fluor Albus, and a virus 
lent Gonorrhcea : It is even ſometimes very hard 
to diſtinguiſh them by the uſual Symptoms; but 1 
have a ** which never fails me. A Conor-

rhœa, if it is of any ſtanding; ſuppoſes: the Exiſt- 
ence of an Ulcer ; and the Inſpection of the Parts 
is ſufficient to diſcover it: And in this Caſe my 
Method will cure a Diſorder, which otherwiſe 1s 
I chink I have dwelt ſufficiently on the Remedies 
commonly uſed againſt the Habitual Gonorrhœa or 
Gleets. But as I have only made mention of the 
Effects of mine occaſionally, and by way of Com- 
pariſon, I dare ſay, that the Readers will be glad 
to hear from me ſomething more particular con- 
cerning them. I will then ſatisfy their Curioſity, as 


as far as-I can conſiſtently, with the Silence I have 


injoined myſelf as to the Compoſition of my Re- 


Tho! I have ſtudied and practiſed, with all poſ- 
ſible Application, all the different Branches of Sur- 
gery in France, Italy, and Germany, and chiefly at 

lan, and Vienna: in Auſtria, where the Employ 
of Surgeon to the Armies and Hoſpitals: of the late 


Emperor Charles VI. obliged me to reſide, I will 


ingenuouſly confeſs, that I always made the Venereal 
Diſeaſe, and in particular thoſe of the Uretbra, 


chief Study. I had long been convinced of the

ſo many Things, that the Diſeaſe was obliged to give 
way ; and tho' my Preparations bad not then ſuch 


a/ Degree of Perfection as I have brought them to 


at preſent, I was convinced, that T had diſcovered 


the Foundation of an infallible Method of Cure: F 


was further confirmed in this Belief,. by repeated 


ſueceſsful Trials made under the Inſpection of the 
13 moſt 
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moſt learned Phyſicians and Surgeons, and, particu- 
larly, Count Garelli, Firſt Phyſician to the Emperor; 


and Colli, Phyſician to the Hoſpital for Black Negroes 


at Vienna. Being then fully convinced of the Good- 
neſs of my Remedy, and having made the firſt Tri- 
als of it in foreign Parts, I thought it my duty to 
let my own Country reap the benefit of my Diſco- 
very; and 1 reſolv'd to ſet out for France from 
Meſſina. I landed at Marſeilles, where I ſoon met 
with opportunities of practiſing : My great ſucceſs 
ſoon invited thither an infinite number of Patients, 
and I had ſpent two Years very agreeably in that 
place, when De la Peyronie, who had always the 
publick good at heart, and was always zealous for 
the honour of the Profeſſion, engag*d me to come to 
Paris, that it might be in my power to be more ge- 
nerally uſeful.

I follow, here, the Plan which I had long form'd ;

thra, without intermeddling with any other chirur- 
gical Diſeaſe, unleſs ſome particular circumſtances 
oblige me to break thro* this rule. This was my 
manner of acting at Marſeilles, and long before my 
arrival in France; and, to judge of what ſervice I 
have been to the Public, in this particular Branch, let 
the Reader ſet before his eyes near five thouſand Peo- 
ple, who have paſs'd thro* my hands for Diſorders of 
the Urethra, two thirds of whom would, very likely, 
have periſh'd, without me, after the greateſt ſuffer- 
ings, if we may give credit to thoſe who had ſeen 
them before me. In ſo great a number, there are 
hardly two hundred but what have been perfectly 
cur'd; and theſe only miſs'd of it by their Diſeaſe 
being complicated with ſome other, over which my- 
Remedy has no power. You will meet with Inſtances 
of this in my third Collection of Caſes: Some of 


them 
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them have dy'd, but always of ſome other Complaint; 

that was complicated with that of the Urethra. 
Since my return into France, I have had under 

hand. ſixty-nine Officers, moſt of them of long ſtand- 


ing in the ſervice, ſome of whom had been oblig d | 


ro retire out of it on account of their inability of con- 
tinuing in it; and others muſt have done the ſame, 
tho' young, for the ſame reaſons. ' There has dy'd 
but one of them; and Rabours, Doctor of the Fa- 
culty of Paris, and Morand, Surgeon, can. certify, 
that he dy'd of a Diſorder quite different from that 


which I undertake. He belong'd to the Regiment 


of Xaintonges.* 

This Officer's Caſe is not the only one where I have 
been glad of having it in my power to lay my con- 
duct open before the Public; and this is my way of 
acting with thoſe who apply to me: I make each 
Perſon write down an exact Hiſtory of his Caſe, 
from the beginning of it to the time of his applying 
to me; which he is to ſign : I aſk him, If he has 
any Phyſician, or Surgeon, he can truſt to; other- 
- wiſe, I procure him one, to certify his Caſe : I then 
begin with him, and, when he is well, I get the Phy- 
ſician, or Surgeon, chat Was Wirneſs to his Diſeaſe, to 
certify his Cure. 

What ſurpriſes, moſt, the Grader of the Fa- 
.culty, and the Patients themſelves, is, that I lay no 


particular Reſtraint upon their way of Living during 


the uſe of my Remedies, provided they are not very 
irregular, If 1 was to be directed by ſome Perſons, 
who are diſtinguuh'd by their Worth, I ſhould begin, 
firſt, by confining them to the uſe of antiyenereal 
Remedies; becauſe the Diſorders which I treat, ow- 


ing their firſt Principle to a Venereal Cauſe, they 
imagine, that it muſt have ſpread itſelf into the Ha- 

bit of Body, and produced a real Lues; or, at leaſt, 

ſown the Seeds of this Diſeaſe in ſuch a manner, that 35 
my Remedies, being local, can never reach it. This 
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Objection has ſuch a ſtrong Appearance of Reaſon, 


that it deſervedly calls for an Anſwer. 


It is very certain, that ſome of my Pagentstadour 
under a general Lues; but this is not-the-taſe' with 
the greateſt number of them: It would, then, be 
very ill Practice, to make them all undergo a a 11 87 
vation. 

As for thoſe chat ſtand i in 'reel anc} of it, Di am 
never liable to be miſtaken : 1 never can cicatrize 
the Ulcers, which my Remedies have renew'd, 'as 
long as the venereal Poiſon circulates with the Blood. 
As ſoon as I take notice, that the Cure is protracted 
beyond its uſual time, I conclude,” that the Maſs of 
Blood is infected; and I am never liable to error. 
In this caſe, I call in the known Specific to wy al- 
ſiſtance; after which, the Ulcer heals firmly. 

But it ſometimes happens, that the Venereal Firus 
makes ſome ſlight impreſſions upon the Habit of 
Body, without cauſing a confirm'd Lues: In this 
Caſe, ſuch is the effect of the Suppuration brought 
on by my Medicines, that it is ſufficient to clear the 
Body from thoſe particles of Virus which had inſi- 


nuated themſelves into it. This is evidently prov'd 
by Caſes 27. and 54. of my Firſt Edition, which 


conſtitutes the Firſt Part o this; and by Caſes 49. 

and 84. Part III. of this Edition; and there is no- 
thing uncommon in this: For tho? the peſtilential 
Poiſon, undoubtedly, infects the whole Maſs of 
Blood; it is, nevertheleſs, diſcharg'd out of it by the 
right Suppuration of a Bubo or Anthrax: The ſame 
thing happens to the parotid Glands, in other In- 
ſtances : "Why ſhould: not the Venereal Poiſon be 

diſcharg'd by one ſingle Part alſo ? I muſt, never- 
theleſs, confeſs, that ſome People, to whom I had 
recommended a Salivation, not having follow'd my 
Advice, have ſuffer'd for i it; but ſo as to be more 


frighted than hurt. 


Tho? 
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Tho' it were always neceſſary to have recourſe to a 
Saliyation, I ſhould. be far from beginning with it 
the Cure of the Diſorders of the Urethra : I have 
gather d Knowlege, in this Particular, at the Expence 
of! others: I have learn'd, from the relations of ſe- 
veral of my Patients, that a Salivation is not only 
ineffectual to cure, or even relieve, the Diſorders of 
the Urethre; but, on the contrary, is very prejudicial 
in them, as is always tlie Caſe, when the Mercury 
goes off by Urine; which is owing either to ſome 
particular Formation of the Parts, or to the Prepa- 
rations; that have been premis'd: But when once my 
Remedies have clear*d the paſſage of Urine, it is in- 
different to me which Emunctory, of the Body the 
Mercury affects; my Patients reap all its Benefit, 
without feeling any of its bad Effects. What I have 
ſaid of Mercury, is to be apply d to all the other An- 

tivenereals which I uſe, according to the different In- 
dicatiohs which ariſdGmee. 
No one, after this, can tax my Remedy with being 
merely empirical, ' which Odium ſeveral have endea- 
vour'd to caſt upon it; all my Patients know, that 
1 have Sounds of different Effects, in the applica- 
tion of which Judgment is requir'd;. Several Acci- 
dents- ariſe, during the courſe of the Cure, whoſe 
nature I am acquainted with, and which I relieve. I 
know, beſides, how to diſtinguiſh the different kinds 
of Obſtacles which my Sounds meet with in the 

Ureibra, which Knowlege I have acquir'd from m 
long uſe of them: I can't infuſe the ſame Skill nx. 
Dexterity into others; but let them depend upon the 
truth of the following Remarks: When the Diſ- 
charge of the Urine is preceded by that of Matter, 
without having us'd any Sound, we may take it for 
granted, that the Ulcer is ſituated in the Urethra it- 
{elf ; but when the Matter follows the Urine, it oc- 
cupies either the Proſtate Gland, or Bladder, Theſe 
Diagnoſtics are eafily accounted for: The Urine

drives on before it whatever it meets with in its paſ- 


ſage, and, conſequently, forces out the Pus, which, 


when it follows the Urine, muſt proceed from. ſome 


Patt that has ſuffer d a Contraction when the laſt 


Drop of Urine was ſqueez'd out; which happens.to 


the Proſtate Gland, at that time, from the action of 


its muſcular Fibres; beſides this, an obſcure deep 
Pain is felt in Perinæo, upon Preſſure. I take this 
Opportunity of declaring, that thoſe who labour 
under Ulcers of theſe Parts, as alſo in the ſeminary 
Veſicles, will not reap any Advantage from my Me- 
thod, its Efficacy reaching no farther than thoſe 
Parts which can come into contact with it. My 


Sounds act, as I declar'd in the Preface to my Firſt 


Edition, upon the excretory Ducts of all the Glands 


which diſcharge their contents into the Urethra; and 


this may often prove ſufficient to clear the Glands 
themſelves, and reſtore them to their natural State: 
But if the Ulcer, that is ſeated there, is of long ſtand- 


ing, or of ſo virulent a nature as to have caus'd a 
great loſs of ſubſtance; my Candles not acting be- 


yond the Cavity of the Uretbra, the Diſtemper ad- 
mits then of no Cure. Happily ſor men, theſe Caſes 
are rarely met with, ſince all forts of Gonorrheeas, 


and their ill Conſequences, always yield to me; 


which makes greatly for Dr. Cockburne's Opinion, 
that the Proſtatæ and Veſiculz Seminales are never the 
Sas Gomes.

© Theſe laſt-mention'd Circumſtances are what puz- 
zle us moſt in our Diagnoſtics and Prognoſtics of the 
Diſorders of the Urethra : For when we meet only 
with Obſtacles without any Suppuration, we know 
them, at once, to be owing to callous or fungous ſub- 
ftances; and the knowlege' of the Structure of the 
Parts eaſily teaches us what part of the Urethra is

I will put an end to theſe Reflections, perhaps car- 
ry'd on already to too great a length, by anſweripg 
ſome Objections which have been made againſt me.

I confeſs, that if the Diſorder, which I treat, was

Many may be met with 
who, ſince their Cure, have contracted freſh Gonor- 
rhœas; but my Remedy is not a Preſervative: It is 
true, that this prevents our concluding, abſolutely,

That if the Cure was but palliative for a num- 
ber of Years, yet my Patients would reap from it an 
meſtimable Benefit; ſince they would, by that means, 
be deliver d, for ſo many Years, from the continual 
fear of impendent Death, and from the violent Pains 
which attend this Diſorder. | 5 
I fay, (2.) That there is no danger of the Diſ- 
temper's returning, as it is not by Preſſure that I 
cure the callous and fungous ſubſtances of the owt 
eh thra, 
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thra, but by bringing them to Suppuration, and de- 
terging them afterwards, that I heal up the Ulcers, 
having firſt conquer'd whatever Poiſon may be lurk- 
ing in the Blood: When the Cauſe is remov'd, the 
Effect ceaſes of courſe; and this is the reaſon why 
none of the Perſons I had under my care at Mar- 
ſeilles, have been attack'd afreſh with the ſame Ill- 
neſs; as appears by Mr. Bertrand's Letter, which is 
inſerted hereafter. | 
3. As Life is in itſelf ineſtimable, it never can be 
bought too dear: I can even venture to ſay, that the 
exemption from Pain, tho* Life was no- ways in dans 
ger, is not leſs valuable. How high ſoever, then, 
my Demands were, I could not juſtly be tax*d with 
being overpaid. But I am far from behaving in this 
manner: I divide my Patients into three Claſſes; 
the Rich, the Poor, and the middle Claſs: I treat 
the Poor gratis; I always thought it my duty, and 
1 hope 1 ſhall never ſwerve from this rule: Faſk 
thoſe of the middle Claſs what are their circum- 
ſtances, and I proportion my demands accordingly. 1 
can produce many Teſtimonies of this; and a Letter 
of Mr. Ræſtouble, a Merchant of Montpelier, which 
was in one of the Magazines, is a ſtrong Confirm-- 
ation of it. According to this Plan, I might be in- 
titled to exact a very conſiderable Reward from the 
Rich ; but if it is natural, that they ſhould 'make me 
Amends for the ſmall Advantage I reap from my 
Diſcovery among the Patients of the ſecond and third 
Claſs, 1 am conſcious, at the fame time, that it would 
be unjuſt to take the Advantage of their Condition 
to be exorbitant: I therefore aſæ no more of them 
than what good Operators are commonly paid for the 
capital Operations. A Value ought to be ſet upon 
my Remedies and Time, and I ſee no reaſon why I 
ſhould not be equally rewarded with thoſe whoſe 
Knowlege is common to them with ſeveral other Sur- 
geons; while mine is peculiar to myſelf, and I yy 
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able to perform what no other Man can. But once 
more I ſay it, I always behave in ſuch a manner to 
People of ſubſtance, as not to diſhonour, by mean 
ſelf-views,. ſo noble a profeſſion as that of Surgery; 
and this is ſo true, that a great number have carry d 
their Gratitude much farther than I thought myſelf 
intitled to expect. 

I have juſt a few Words to lay, concerning the 
Caſes wg collected. You will firſt meet with an 
Abſtract of thoſe: which were contain'd_ in the Firſt 
Edition: I might have carry'd the number of them 
much farther; but the ſame thing has happen'd to me 
both at Marſeilles and Paris; a great number of Pa- 
tients, of both Sexes, have given me ſuch ſubſtantial 
reaſons to forbear having their Caſes atteſted by a 
Phyſician or Surgeon, that I have been forced to ac- 
quieſce to them; nay, ſome have carry'd the my- 
ſtery ſo. far, as not even to make themſelves known 
to me : Theſe People I have never mention'd at all. 
But as all thoſe J had undertaken at Marſeilles were 
not cur'd when I publiſh'd my Caſes, the Abſtract 
of the Firſt Edition is follow'd by many Cures which 
I could not inſert in it; which, together with an Ac- 
count of my Journey from Marſeilles to Paris, con- 
ſtitute the Second Part of this Book. There would 
be nothing in this Journey intereſting to the Public, 
if I was the only Object conſider'd in it; but it be- 
comes remarkable by the Cure of ſeveral People, 
who, without it, might have remain d deſtitute of my 
Aſſiſtance. 

The Third Part of this Collection deſerves moſt

SIR, 


v OU have too great a regard for the good of 

Society, and eſpecially for that which accrues to 
it from the Practice of Phyſick, to have let the 
Cures, perform'd by Mr. Daran, paſs by unregarded. 
You are very ſenſible, chat the Diſorders of the Ure- 
thra, to which he intirely devotes himſelf, have al- 
ways been a Stumbling-block to Surgery, tho they 
have greatly ingroſ'd' the Study and Application of 
the Profeſſors of it: You know, alſo, that their ſuc- 
ceſs has not been anſwerable to their laboyr ; and that 


it 
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if ſome few have been ſo happy as to obtain a Cure, 
the greateſt number of them have remain'd in a 
doubtful ſtate, continually hanging between Life 
and Death, forced to be indebted to Palliatives, only 
for a little releaſe from the moſt cruel Torments, and 
to keep off the moſt dreadful Accidents. ' Happy, 
too, if the leaden Probes, and other helps of that 
nature, have been able to prevent the dreadful Miſ- 
fortune of having the Perineum bor'd through with 
Fiſtulas, or of being forced to procure them, to 
ſnatch themſelves from the Arms of Death! for this 
never fails being the conſequence, when the continu- 
ance of a Suppreſſion of Urine forces us to have re- 


courſe to the Puncture or Inciſion of the Perineum. 


I ſent you, at the time, the Letter of Mr. 
Boyer, Surgeon of Montpelier; wherein he gives a de- 
ſcription of his Diſorder and Cure, with the ſingular 
Hiſtory of Mr. Daran's Journey from Marſeilles to 
Paris. I made you a Promiſe, at the ſame time, to 

communicate to you whatever ſhould come to my 
knowlege concerning his Method of Practice: I am 
now in a condition to ſatisfy your laudable Curioſity. 
The following things J have ſeen; invited, as ſeveral 


others, to be preſent at the treatment of his Patients. 


The firſt who preſented himſelf was a Dealer in 
Hog's fleſh, of this Town, whom I had known a long 
while: He had labour'd under five Gonorrhceas, the 
laſt of which was attended with a Shanker on the 
Preputium, and pains all over his Body. A Sali- 
vation, which he had gone through, not having 
abated his difficulty of making Water, which was 
the moſt troubleſome of all his complaints, he' was 
ſeiz'd with a total Suppreſſion, and was in this mi- 
ſerable condition when he came to Mr. Daran.

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ſelf upon the happy Effects of his Remedies; and I 
met him, lately, holding the ſame language. 

The Fate of another Patient I ſaw, at the ſame 
time, was much more to be pitied : One ſingle Go- 
norrhœa, to all appearance a mild one, and treated 
very methodically, produced Obſtacles in the Urethra, 
which were ſoon follow*d by ſo conſiderable a dimi- 
nution of the Stream of Urine, that a total Sup- 
preſſion ſoon came on. Mr. Daran reliev'd him of 
this immediately, and in two Months and an half

He had been troubled with the 
difficulty of making Water for fourteen Years, 
when he apply'd to Mr. Daran: He was perfectly 

cur'd in two Months. 

' The following Caſe concerns me more than the 
preceding ones, as I was not a bare ſpectator of it. 
It is the cuſtom of Mr. Daran, never to undertake

The ſame attempt proving unſucceſsful in another 
attack, and being made acquainted, by his Surgeon, 
that his Diſorder was owing to ſome Excreſcences, 
that obſtructed the Urethra, he came from Lyons to 
Paris, to put himſelf under Mr. Daran's care, who 
diſcover'd, near the Caput Gallinaginis, an Excreſ- 
cence, which was ſo ſenſible, that the very contact of 
the Candle, pliable as it is, and in. ſuch dextrous 
hands .as Mr. Daran's, gave him a great deal of 
pain. He ſet out, two Months after, making Water 
in a full Stream, and without the leaſt pain. 

Theſe Cures, tho* very remarkable, are nothing 
in compariſon of two which I have reſerv*d for the 
laſt, the order of time being here of no ſignification.

perfect ſtate of Health. I am now come to the laſt 
Relation; and I will keep only to the principal 


Facts. 
The Chevalier De G..... having had ſeveral Go- 


norrhœas, found the Stream of his Urine conſider- 


ably leſſen'd, and was afterwards liable to very diſ- 


mal Suppreſſions : He apply'd, thereupon, to a Per- 


ſon who pretended to cure Carnoſities, who paſs*d into 
the Urethra a Cauſtic, which eat thro? it, and thro? 
the very Skin that ſerves as a ſheath to the Penis : 
There reſulted from it a very large Fiſtula, which, 
being ſituated betwixt the Obſtacle and bulbous Part 
of the Urethra, procur'd, for twenty-three Years, a 
free paſſage to the Urine, © *Tis a very ill Wind that 
« blows no-body any Good,“ ſays an old Proverb. 
This Gentleman, having given over the pleaſures of 
Love, had never thought of applying to Mr. Daran, 
if the Urine had continu'd to come out freely; but 
he had freſh miſeries to undergo. The Urethra be- 
came obſtructed betwixt the Bulb and the Fiftula 
and, Suppreſſions coming on, he was forced to pre- 
vent a Relapſe, which might prove of fatal conſe- 
quence. Mr. Daran began by attacking an Excreſ- 
cence that was near the Proſtate ; and, for the In- 
formation of ſeveral Phyſicians and Surgeons, whom 


he introduced ſucceſſively, he made them behold, 


with their own eyes, a Carnoſity which was be- 
tween the Fiſtula and Glans, and contiguous to the

This Caſe was atteſted 
by Meſſieurs Falconet, Phyſician to the King in Con- 
ſultation; De Caſtera, and Boyer, Phyſicians in Or- 
dinary to the King; Ferrein, Profeſſor Royal; Com- 
balufier, antient Profeſſor m the Univerſity of Va- 
lentia; and Medalon, Doctor of Phyſic. | 

It would be wronging your Penetration to make 
any long Reflections upon theſe Caſes : They prove, 
contrary to the opinion of ſome eminent Phyſicians 
and Surgeons, that there are Carnoſities; that Ulcers 
may exiſt for a long while in the Urethra, without 
giving any viſible ſigns of their exiſtence, being co- 
ver'd over with fungous or callous ſubſtances, or ſo 
waſh'd by the Urine, that the Pus which they yield 
is carry'd off as it gathers upon them, before it has 
time to collect itſelf into viſible drops: They ſhew, 
that Gonorrhceas are attended with much worſe con- 
ſequences than is commonly imagin'd, which are 
ſometimes a long while before they manifeſt them- 
ſelves; which they do, ſometimes, when it is the leaſt 
expected ; which conſiderations ought to deter young 
People from indulging themſelves in pleaſures which 
cauſe afterwards ſo many tears: And they prove, 
that. we are, at laſt, ſo happy, as to have found out a 
Remedy, which, till now, has been in vain ſought 
after, to cure radically the fatal conſequences which 
even the mildeſt Gonorrhceas, in appearance, draw 
after them. | 

For my own part, I look upon Mr. Daran's Diſ- 
covery as the moſt important that has ever been made 
in Surgery; and J am furpris'd to ſee, that there are 
ſtill ſome Surgeons, of merit, who keep back from 
his new Method the praiſes it deſerves: I am in no 
doubt about uſing a term which 1 know is not quite 
agreeable to them; but I don't ſee how the appella- 
tion of a new Method can be refus'd to it, with any 
| 13 reaſon 
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reafon or equity, when all thoſe, on which it is us'd, 
cettainly reap benefit from it. It is true, that it doth 
not cure other Diſorders, that may chance to attend 
on thoſe of the Urethra; but we are not to reproach 
the Inventor of not ſucceeding, in thoſe Caſes which 
his Remedy is not deſign'd for. 

If you aſk me, What I think of the ſolidity of his 
Cures? I ſhall anſwer, That, if we judge of what is 
to come by what is already paſt, we have not the leaſt 
room to be uneaſy, on that head : The aſſurances 
given by Mr. Bertrand, Doctor of Phyſic at Mar- 
ſeilles, to the King's Firſt Phyſician, put this intirely 


out of doubt. Beſides, as the Cauſe of the Diſorder 


is carry'd off by Suppuration, there is no room to 
fear a Relapſe; but f even this ſhould be the caſe, 
is it not a great advantage to paſs ſeveral Years free 
from the moſt exquiſite pains, and to know where 
to have recourſe, if there ſhould be the leaſt ſuſpi- 
cion of a return ? I could relate to you ſeveral Caſes 
more curious, and more ſtriking ; but I chooſe to go 
no farther than I have ſeen.

| * by the Letter which you wrote to Mr. Ber- 
trand, Phyſician at Marſeilles, that your Zeal for 
the public Good engages you to get informations 
con- 
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concerning the Remedies and Method made uſe of 
by Mr. Daran in the Cure of the Diſorders of the 
Urethra.” On that account, I believe that you will re- 
ceive favourably the Relation of ſome particular 
Facts which I have ſeen with my own eyes: And it 
is with the greateſt pleaſure imaginable that I do this 
Juſtice to Mr. Daran. I will not take up your time 
in giving you an account of every Cure I have ſeen 
him pertorm, but only of two, which really ſtruck 

The firſt is, that of an Officer that Mr. Daraz's 
Reputation brought to town : His Urethra was beſet 
with ſo many Excreſcences, or, if you pleaſe, Ob- 
ſtacles, that the Candle could not be introduced more 
than two fingers breadth: There was a ſcirrhous 
Tumor, that took its rife in Perinæo, and ended at 
the Foſſe Navicularis; at the root of the Penis was 
a fungous Swelling, which divided itſelf into four 
Branches, and at the extremity of each of them ap-

This deplorable con- 
dition made me deſpair of his Cure, his Illneſs be- 
ing, beſides, of fifteen Years ſtanding ; and his Life, 
ever ſince the Gonorrhœa which was the firſt cauſe of 
his misfortunes, being nothing elſe but a ſeries of 
venereal complaints, which came on the neck of one 
another. Happily for him, my Prognoſtic had no 
Influence over the Effe& of the Remedies that were 
us*d for his Aſſiſtance! and it was an agreeable ſur- 
prize to me, to ſee him, four Months after, enjoying 
a perfect ſtate of Health. 

I will end with the following Hiſtory : A Mer- 
chant, of this Town, had, after a ſecond Gonor- 
rhœa, a ſmall Running left, which laſted him twelve 
Years, without any ſenſible difficulty in making 
Water; but, laſt Year, he began to feel great hs 
| „ an 
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and Heat, and a ſlimy Matter was diſcharg'd by the' 
Penis and Anus ; an Inflammation ſciz'd on his pri- 
vate Parts, which requir'd fix Weeks treatment to be 
carry*d off: The Urine, which came often only 
drop by drop, or in two ſtreams, and always with 
Pain, was Joaded, at the latter end, with a whitiſh 
Matter. Mr. Daran found, by ſearching, his Urethra 
full of Hyper ſarcoſes, and two hard Tumors, one 
bury'd in the Scrotum, and the other occupying the 
whole Perinæum: The firſt yielded by Suppuration 
but the other requir'd the uſe of Mercury, admi- 
niſtred at ſuch diſtances, as not to bring on a Spit- 
ting. You may very well imagine, Sir, that this 
Cure took up time; but, at laſt, he was cur'd. And, 
in ſuch circumſtances as theſe, we may very well ſay, 
that time 1s not to be regarded, 

Theſe two Relations are, in my opinion, ſufficient, 
of themſelves, to conclude, that Mr. Daran is a ſin-

This il- 
luſtrious Surgeon has, by dint of Application, diſco- 
ver'd a Specific and Method, whoſe Efficacy can't be 
call'd in queſtion, as they never miſs being attended 
with Succeſs : The more I reflect upon it, the leſs I 
am able to account for it, how ſome Perſons, that 
are in poſſeſſion of a well-deferv*d Reputation in Sur- 
gery, are ſtill ſo raſh as to oppoſe him, without ever 
being at the trouble of looking into Facts. As for 


my part, I was defirous of ſeeing ; I ſaw, and am 


convinced: And yet I am not more credulous than 
others; on the contrary, I have always been mif- 
truſtful of Secrets: But I yielded to Evidence; and 
I a think my behaviour unjuſt, if I did not

declare openly what I have ſeen. I would here ſub- 


join an Encomium on his Dexterity and Skill, if I 


knew how to praiſe ; but this is not my talent: And 
we ſhould undertake nothing, out of which we cannot 
extricate ourſelves with honour.

I Saw, with pleaſure, in the Letter which you did me 
the honour of writing to me the 14th inſtant, the 
two ſingular and ſurpriſing Cures of total Suppreſ- 
ſions of Urine, occaſion'd by ſcirrhous, fungous, or 
fleſhy Excreſcences, which obſtructed the Urethra, 
and were attended with fiſtulous Sinuſes, thro* which 
the Water was diſcharg'd, and with callous Obſtacles; 
which Diforders never could have been ſubdu*d by 
any other Perſon of the Profeſſion, but by the emi- 
nent Mr. Daran. 1 ſhould not have deferr'd giving 
you thanks for your obliging mindfulneſs in giving 
me fuch a well-drawn-up Account, where the _

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of a Maſter of the Art is viſible in every Stroke, if, 
to make you ſome Amends for your Trouble, I had 
not thought myſelf under an Obligation, of inform- 
ing you of a Fact, which is, indeed, of the ſame kind, 
as to the nature of the Diſorder, but much more 
ſingular, with reſpect to the Cauſe that firſt produced 
it; and has continu'd it for theſe eight or ten Years.

total Suppreſſions of Urine, which laſted ſeveral days 
with the moſt cruel Torture, and put his Life into im- 
minent danger: He was at laſt reſcu'd out of them, 
by diſcharging ſome ſtony Concretions, which were 
always preceded by a nephritic Colic : Theſe Con- 
cretions coming down, with great Pain, through the 


Ureters into the Bladder, tho* very ſmall, were 


ſtopp'd in the Urethra on account of their rough 
and uneven ſurfaces, which made them reſemble the 
Seeds of Spinage, where they occaſion'd ſuch violent 
Irritations and Inflammations, that the Urethra was 
five times totally obſtructed, and the Paſſage of the 
Urine prevented for ſeveral days together; and its 
Diſcharge could only be procur'd drop by drop, by 
the means of the Catheter, which always came out 
full of Blood, on account of the ſmall Veſſels which 
were lacerated by the uneven ſurface of the Stones.

to diſintangle it from near the Anus, where it was 
lock'd in; by which means, it was brought forwards 
as far as the Glans: The Pains came on again, then, 
with ſuch violence, that they brought on a molt ter- 
rible Inflammation of the Part, which, being ſtrangled 
by the Preputium, forced them not only to have re- 
courſe to the Operation for the Paraphimaſis, but, 
alſo, to lay open the Nut in its whole length, to take 
out the Stone which caus'd the whole miſchief, and 


which, being engag'd into the ſpungy ſubſtance of the 


Urethra, muſt undoubtedly have caus'd a great la- 
ceration the whole length of the Paſſage down to the 
Glans. We are now come to the laſt Fit of 
preſſion, which happen'd the goth of laſt October, 
and had already laſted thirteen days, with the utmoſt 
violence, and the Patient could not have liv'd many 
Hours longer, if an eminent Perſon in the Profeſſion 
had not recommended Mr. Daran. In fix or ſeven 
days time, by the means of his Candles (which are of 
a ſingular Nature, and ſpecific for theſe ſort of Diſ- 
orders), he procur'd a free Diſcharge of the Urine, 
which, on account of its long confinement, and a 
mixture of Blood and Matter, had acquir'd a very 
offenſive Smell.

Theſe 
Obſtacles had cauſed the Urine, with a mixture of

norrhœa in America, which kept running only eight 
or nine Days, came to Marſeilles with an Heat of 
Urine, which ſeized him immediately upon the Sup- 
preſſion of the Running, a great Tenſion all alon 
the Urethra, ſharp Pains upon the leaſt Erection or 
Bending of the Penis, and a Difficulty of making 
Water.

43. A Seller of Limonade, who had been long 
ſettled at Marſeilles, had been troubled for twenty- 
five Years with a Gleet, which no Remedy had 


been able to ſtop, and a diminution of the Stream of 


his Water, which had occaſion'd ſeveral Suppreſſions, 
which had always brought him to Death*s Door. 
He had in the Urethra three fungous Excreſcences, 
the two firſt at the entrance of the Canal, and the

Ball 
of Capivi ſtopp'd this Running; but the heat, and 
frequent inclination of. making Water, increas d; 
and when he endeavour'd to hold it, he felt a very 
acute Pain at the extremity of the Clans; he had 
the ſame complaint in making Water, which he could 
not do without violent ſtraining; and then it came 
out at firſt only drop by drop, and afterwards like a 
Thread. In this condition he contracted a ſecond 
Clap, which brought on a Suppreſſion, which was 
near coſting him his life; in conſequence of this, 127 
was ſeiz d with a Strangury, Teneſmus, Fever, anc 
an Inflammation on the Scrotum; theſe laſt Symptoms 
were cur'd, the former remaining as before. Thi 
proceeded from a ſordid Ulcer at the beginning of 
the Urethra, from another near the Verumontanum, 
and from a third on the excretory Ducts. of Cowper's 
Glands: This laſt was fungous, and very ſenſible. 
The Patient was, dee cur'd in e Days.

81. A Merchant of Marſeilles thought he had got 
quite clear of a Gonorrhœa contracted in 1739. 
when he perceiv'd a very great Smarting in the 
Urethra, and that his Water was fork' d. The firſt 
of theſe” Symptoms ceas'd, upon ufing Medicines, 
bur return'd upon their being left off. Theſe Symp- 
_ tomms* were owing to two fordid Ulcers, the firſt in 
the middle of the Urethra, and the ſecond, which 
was not ſo conſiderable, on the excretory Ducts of the 
Proftata. He was perfectly cur'd in 43 Days, and, 
during the ufe of his Remedies, recover'd his fleſh, 
which he had loſt, from his uneaſineſs of mind. 
82. The Marquis ...... was not ſo fortunate 

in a ſecond Gonorrhœa, as he had been in a former; 
for a long courſe of Medicines were not able to ſup- 
preſs a virulent Running which appear'd, upon the 
leaſt exceſs: It was not long before he had a Sup- 
preſſion of Urine, which continu'd five Days. A 
thouſand Remedies, and even the leaden Probes, were 
made uſe of, without preventing frequent returns of 
that cruel complaint, which nothing reliev*d but large 
doſes of the Pil. e Cynogloſſ. He had then an incli- 
nation to put himſelf under my care; but ſome Gen- 
tlemen of the Profeſſion, that were men of probity, 
from a wrong belief that my Medicines are corroſive, 
explain*d to him all the terrible conſequences of ſuch 
an application to ſo ſenſible a part as the Urethra. 
He came, however, to Marſeilles, to get better in- 
formation from my Patients themſelves; but the fa- 
tigue of his journey bringing on a violent Suppreſ- 
ſion, he forgot all his apprehenſions, and ſent for 
me. I had the good luck to make him diſcharge 
his Water immediately, which determin'd him to 
truſt himfelf in my hands, to obtain a radical Cure. 
There are Patients more ſenſible than others; at lcaſt, 
the nature of their complaints is ſuch as to make them 
85 As ſoon as my Medicines began ſtrongly to 
perate, the Patient felt ſome Pam, and began to 
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eee terrible effects of Cauſtics: I 


perceiv d his uneaſineſs; and, imagining that my 


Words would have but little weight, I brought ſome 


of my Patients, who had been in the like condition, to 
converſe with him: Their · diſcourſe produced the 
deſir d effect, and he got perfectly well in fifty - five 
Days. He had a ſordid Ulcer in the middle of the 
Paſſage, and the Verumontanum was ulcerated, very 
hard, and much larger than in its natural ſtate. 
83. A Perſon contracted a Gonorrhœa, in 1730. 
m England: It was of a very bad nature, and — 
Gleet behind it. He had been inform'd, that it 
would ceaſe of itſelf; however, as a Strangury at- 
tended it, he thought proper to apply to the famous 
Boerbaave, in Holland: The Relief which he procur'd 
him did not, however, prevent a Suppreſſion of 
Urine, with Pain in the Kidneys and Bladder; from 
that time he began to diſcharge a great quantity of 
flimy. Matter with his Urine, which hinder'd the free 
Diſcharge of it; and his Running ſtill remain'd in 
the ſame condition. He went to Italy, us'd ſeveral 
Remedies in the moſt famous Cities, and was ſo far 
from receiving any benefit, that his Suppreſſions be- 
came more frequent. He return'd to France, con- 
ſulted the beſt Practitioners of Aix, Monipelier, and 
Paris, without receiving the leaſt benefit, unleſs by 
the uſe of Bougies, which was, however, but of 
ſhort continuance. In this laſt City he heard of me. 


Altho' the People, who had his confidence at that 


time, diſſuaded him from applying to me, he came 
to Marſeilles, and, after he had ſpoke with ſome of 
my Patients, he put himſelf under my care. I found 
in the Urethra two different Obſtacles, not far from 
one another: The firſt was a ſpungy Fleſh, three Fin- 
gers breadth in the Paſſage; the ſecond, which was 
of a harder ſubſtance, was a little farther in: I found, 
beſides, the Verumontanum ulcerated, and a hard Tu- 
mor on one ſide of it, which often bled n the

Patient paſs'd his Bougies, as he had been tauglit to 
do. No Patient ever confin'd himſelf leſs in his 
Regimen: He frequently engag'd in Parties of Plea- 
fure, and yet his Cure was not retarded by it, it be- 
ing completed in two Months and an half. But 
everybody has not ſo good a Conſtitution; and his 
Example is not a Rule for others (1 
84. An Officer,” having — a Sone 
at Malta, and his Irregulz jarity-preventing his Cure, 
took notice, four Years afterwards, that he did not 
make Water with the ſame eaſe as uſual; and that the 
Stream of his Water was much ſlendeter; and that 
it divided into two or more Branches: Shortly after, 
theſe” Symptoms increas*d ; the : Diſcharge of his 
Vrine ' was' preceded and follow'd by Shiverings; and 
could got diſcharge it without much ſtraining 
Beſides, he had a feveriſh Paroxyſm once in fifteen 
or twenty Days.

Aa SPANISH Marechal de Camp, happily 
cur'd of two Gonorrhceas contracted in his 
own Country, had recourſe, for a third, to 
the moſt eminent Surgeons; but, tir*d out 
with Remedies for ſix Months together, he reſolv'd 
to truſt to the Aſſiſtance of Nature, which was equally 
ineffectual : The Diſeaſe increas*d, and the Stream 
of his Urine leſſen'd daily.

upon the leaſt exceſs. Finding no Relief in Spain, 
he came, in ſearch of it, to Paris, but with no bet-

Ie frequently happens, that Women either deceie 


themſelves, or others, in making a venereal Runnin 
paſs for the Whites: The preſent Example ſerves to 
confirm it. A Lady, aged about Thirty, married 


at Eighteen to a man Sixty Years old, probably 


thought that ſhe might make herſelf amends with a 
young Gallant, for the cold Careſſes of her Huſband : 
This commerce had ſubſiſted ſix Years, when the Gal- 


lant was oblig'd to take a Journey : Tho? it was but 
for eight Days, the young Man could not live chaſte; 


he contracted a Gonorrhœa, which he ſhortly, upon 
his return to Marſeilles, communicated to his Miſ- 
treſs. Unhappily for the Huſband z he was ſenſible, 
at the ſame time, of a return of Vigour, which 
made him a partaker of the preſent made to his 
Wife. It was not long before he perceiv'd ſome 
Complaints, which, till then, he had been a ſtranger 
to: Upon his complaining to his Wife, ſhe drew 
from her Gallant a confeſſion of his imprudence, 
which, likewiſe, accounted for the Symptoms ſhe 
obſerv'd in herſelf. They were all three under the 

care of the ſame Surgeon; and the Men were both 
- cur'd, at leaſt in appearance; but the Lady did not 

fare ſo well: Her Complaint grew worſe. Tir'd 
out with giving her Medicines, it ſeem'd the ſhorteſt 
way to qualify the Running with the name of Whites; 
and, probably, the Patient really believ'd it; but, ten 
Years afterwards, ſhe was cruelly undeceiv'd, by a 
total Suppreſſion, attended with inſupportable Pains. 
This Complaint having been got the better of, with 
much difficulty, there always remain*d a difficulty of 
making Water, Pain, and Straining, more or leſs 
conſiderable. In this Condition ſhe conſulted me, 
diſguiſing the Diſorder under the name of a Stone 


in the Bladder : My Anſwer (for I always give the

Branch) was, that I treated only Retentions of Urine 
from venereal cauſes: I added, that the genital parts 


of Women, being of a different ſtructure from thoſe 


of Men, it was very rare that their Retentions fell 
within my province. The Lady then confeſs'd; 
and, upon examining her, I found in the Urethra a 
callous Ulcer, and another of the fame kind a Fin- _ 
ger's breadth within the Vagina, both of which ſup- 
ply'd a pretty plentiful Diſcharge : I then chang'd 
my tone, and apply'd my Remedies. I deterg'd 
and cicatriz'd the two Ulcers, and the Patient was 
cur'd of her difficulty of making Water, and pre- 
tended Whites, 8 
CASE: 6. 

M. S. . a Swiſs Captain, had been cur'd of 
three Gonorrhœas, and felt nothing of them, when 
he contracted a fourth at Perpignan, for which he 
made uſe of Injections, ineffectually: A little time 
after, Shootings in the Yard, a Diminution of the 
Stream of his Water, and Heat, began to make him 
uneaſy, and not without reaſon. He had three total 
Suppreſſions; and a Salivation twice adminiſtred, 
from 1740. to 1744. did not deſtroy the cauſe of 
them. The leaden Probe was then made uſe of; but, 
endeavouring to force the Obſtacles, to get to the 
Bladder, the Surgeons caus'd a conſiderable Hæmor- 
rhage, which was follow'd by a Suppreſſion, very 
violent Fever, and an Inflammation in the Bladder. 
He did me the honour of applying to me in the 
Month of May 174 . I found in the Urethra two 
Obſtructions, one of which was near the YVerumon- 
tanum, from whence flow'd a very virulent Matter : 
J perfectly freed the Paſſage in thirty-eight Days; 
but, as the Patient's affairs did not permit him to 
ſtay longer at Marſeilles, I gave him every _ 
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he wanted, to complete his Cure, with the neceſſary 
inſtructions ; and he wrote,ſhortly afterwards, to let 
me know, that he was perfectly well. This Patient 


would not permit me to have him ſeen by any- 
body. ;

The Hiſtory, which I am going to relate, does not 
come within the Plan of my Work, ſince my deſign 
is only to relate the Diſcaſes of the Urethra; but I 
am perſuaded, that the Reader will pardon this ſhort 
digreſſion, in favour of the ſingularity of the Caſe, 
and the conſequence that ought naturally to be drawn 
from it: That Parents can't uſe too much caution in 
the familiarity they ſuffer to ſubſiſt between Children 
of different Sexes; particularly, when either of them 
is of an age to give ſome ſuſpicion. A Millener 
brought her Daughter to me, under five Years old, 
altho*, by her ſtrength, ſhe would have paſs'd for 
more than eight: She told me, ſhe had, for better 
than a Fortnight, ſuch an Heat in her Water, that 
ſhe could not make it without crying ; and, beſides 
this, a plentiful Diſcharge of a whitiſh Matter, I 
aſk'd her if ſhe was ſure that her Daughter had no- 
thing of the ſame kind before? As to the Diſcharge, 
ſhe aſſur'd me ſhe had not. I examin'd the Child, 
and found the Lips and Entrance of the Vagina full 
of Ulcers, which furniſh'd the Matter which the 
Mother ſaid was whitiſh, but which, in reality, was 
yellow, tending to green. Upon making the Mother 
queſtion the Child, we found, that one of her neigh- 
bours, fifteen Years old, who frequently came to her 
houſe, had given her the Venereal Diſeaſe, which he 
had conceal'd from his own Parents for ſix Months: 
This the young man afterwards own'd. As I 
treated only the Diſeaſes of the Urethra at Mar- 
ſeilles, as I now do at Paris, I refus'd to undertake 
this little Patient, but could not withſtand the in- 
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treaties of the Mother, who very forcibly repreſented 
the Neceſſity of concealing this Affair. The Sin- 
gularity of the Caſe was, I own, a Motive to make 
me engage in it; but before I began, I thought 

roper to have the State of the Patient atteſted: - 
by Mr. Foyeuſe, who knew neither Mother nor 
Child. I then put her in a Courſe of proper Re- 
medies, and made her quite well in three Months 
and an half.

« ſlow effect of Medicines, we conſidering himſelf 
«* as already loſt, even when no Danger is at hand, 
cc. If the Diſeaſe becomes more ſerious, and Reme-

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* to repent of having given a Looſe to thoſe Plea- 
* ſures which ſeldom miſs of being followed by 


pain. It was at firſt only a common Gonorrhcea, 
which I thought myſelf intirely freed of, as it 
quite diſappeared after a regular Uſe of the beſt 
approved Medicines. I enjoyed a good State of 
Health till 1740. who Would have thought that 
ſo long a time was not a Proof of an intire Re- 
covery ? Made wiſe at my own Expence, I had 
nothing to reproach myſelf with from that time, 
and flattered myſelf more than ever to enjoy the 
Fruits of my Repentance, when I perceived the 
Stream of my Water to leſſen, and to come away 
with Difficulty and Pain.

Some time after, he was attack d with the Strangury, 
which, he was told, proceeded from a Carnoſity that 
was then growing up. He put himſelf under the 
care of a famous Surgeon at Lyons, who, aiter Bleed- 
ing and Bathing, introduced into the Urethra a Ca-

who, aſter the uſe of Baths, introduced medicated 
Candles into the Urethra, which hurt him greatly : 

An Abſcels was form'd in the Penis, and the Scrotum 
inflam'd, which oblig'd him to bleed him ſix times. 
Upon his recovery, he made his Water pretty eaſily 
for three or four Years, contenting himſelf with take- 
ing Water of White Nettles and Linſeed, Bleeding, 
and Clyſters, when his Water came away with diffi 
culty ; which quieted the Symptoms for three or four. 
Months: But, tir'd of a Cure intirely palliative, and 
ſeeing the Stream of his Water leſſenꝰ'd to the bigneſs. 
of a Thread, he put himſelf under my care, Febru- 
ary 16. 1746. I ſearch'd him, in the preſence of M. 
Morand, and found, towards the middle of the Yard,

It ſeemed to yield to them; however, he perceived 
that his Water did not come out with the fame eaſe, 
and the Stream of it diminiſhed daily ; and at the 
end of ſeven or eight Months he could not make 
Water without Pain, and feeling a Smarting and 
Heat in the Urethra. He then applied to a Sur- 
geon, who had a Name for theſe Diſorders ; the 
Patient uſed all the Remedies that were directed 
him ; but they did not remove the Pain or Smart- 
ing. Seeing their Inefficacy, he left them off, and 
truſted his Complaint to Nature; but he received 
no more Benefit from it; for, five or ſix Months 
after his leaving off all Medicines, he was taken 
with a total Suppreſſion, which laſted him between 
five and ſix Hours. Baths and other relaxing 
Means were made uſe of, which relieved him; but 
the Running became more plentiful afterwards.

The Suppreſſion 
went off; but the Smarting of Water ſtill continued 
very obſtinate. He was deſirous of trying once 
more to prevent a Return of theſe frightful Sup- 
preſſions, and to take off this Difficulty of maki 
Water, which tormented him fo cruelly : For this 
Purpoſe he applied to another Surgeon, under whoſe 
Care he continued five or ſix Months, and uſed 
every Remedy that was directed him.

upon him, and the Tumor had already acquir'd the 
ſize of a Lentil : Such was his condition, when, in 
1740. he contracted a freſh Gonorrhœa: He took 
this opportunity of having both his old and new 
Symptoms conſider'd, and employ'd the moſt emi- | 
nent People in Paris. Beſides the uſual Remedies 

for a Gonorrhcea, he us'd Fumigations, and mercu- | 
rial Frictions, to reſolve the Tumor; Vigo's Plaiſter ; 
was worn, three Years together, upon the Part: All 
theſe Remedies were equally ineffectual, as to the ra- 
dical Cure; the Stoppage of Urine increas'd, and the 
Tumor was become as large as a Garden-Bean. The 
Patient grew more uneaſy, and, not doubting but 
that it was ſituated in the „ fear d, with rea- 
ſon, leſt in length of time it ſhould ſtop up the Paſſ- 
age: Such was his condition when he came to me, 
November 12. 1743. Upon ſearching him, in the 
preſence of M. Plunkett, Phyſician, and M. Serres, 
Maſter Surgeon of Montpelier, I obſerv'd at the 
entrance of the Paſſage a fiſtulous Opening, which 
terminated at the Tumor; which perſuaded me, that 
it was external, and, conſequently, of leſs conſe- 
quence: It was placed at the extremity of the Cor- 
pora Cavernoſa, at the root of the Glans, immedi- 
ately under the Uretbra, on one ſide of the Frænum. 
Continuing my examination, I perceiv*d, over- 
Againſt the root of the Glans, outwardly, two other 
little Openings, thro* which ſome drops of Urine 
ade their way: I found, beſides, the Paſſage full of 
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ſeveral fungous Excreſcences, ranged in order, one 


after another; theſe occaſion'd the Stoppage. Tho? 


the Patient was perſuaded that all the miſchief was 
owing to the preſſure of the Swelling, and that no- 
thing elſe requir'd to be minded; I thought proper 
to begin with the Excreſcences ; and, after a very 

lentiful Suppuration, I intirely clear*d the Paſſage: 

his Operation over, I apply'd myſelf to the Tu- 
mor; I began by introducing, into the two external 
fiſtulous Openings, two very ſmal! Bougies; and in 
a few Days, the two Apertures being reduced into 
one, I ſaw, with an inexpreſſible ſurprize, that the 
Tumor was caus'd by an encyſted Stone, which had, 
by degrees, grown to that ſize, . It is not my bu- 
ſineſs to decide whether this Stone firſt began in this 
place from the tartarous part of the Urine, which, 
by lodging there, might form a Concretion; or if 
the Nucleus came from the Kidneys to the Bladder, 
and ſtopp'd in the fiſtulous Opening on the Uretbra. 
It appears to me, however, hard to comprehend, that 
this Nucieus ſhould not have ſtopp'd in the Bladder, 
or have been carry'd away in the Stream of Urine, 
after it had paſs'd the Excreſcences: Be that as it 
will, nothing was mote eaſy, than to diſcharge the 
Stone ; but the Patient was ſo much afraid of Inftru- 
ments, that I was oblig'd to go a round-about way to 
work. I began, however, with having the Caſe at- 
teſted, not only by M. Plunkett, but by ſeveral Pa- 


| tients who were at my Houſe, and likewiſe by M. 


Pazos. I deftroy'd the Cyſt, in a few Days, with 
my Bougies, without giving the Patient the leaſt 
Pain; and took out the Stone, in the preſence of three 
Officers who had ſeen it in the Cyſt, and ſeven or 


eight other Patients who were at my Houſe. This 


Stone is of an oval figure, and of a brown colour, 
bordering upon black; it has a pretty ſmooth ſure 
face, is about fifteen lines long, and fix broad, and 
weighs twenty-nine Grains, As I ſuppos'd, that many

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People, thoſe of the Profeſſion in particular, would be 
curious of ſeeing it, I defir'd the Patient to leave it with 
me. After the extraction of the Stone, I apply'l 
myſelf to the Fiſtula of the Urethra: I intirely de- 
ſtroy'd the Cyſt, and afterwards procur'd a reunioh 
of the Wound, I was ſo fortunate, as to reſtore the 
Patient. to perfect Health in four Months.

NM. D.. .. aged Thirty-five, Captain in the 
Regiment op. contracted a very bad Gonor- 


rhœa, with a Phimoſis: A very methodical treatment, 
which laſted ſix Months, did not ſtop the Gonor- 
rhœa; but the Phimaſis was cur*d, without the 
Operation. The Method was then changed, and In- 
jections us'd; but all were equally ineffectual, altho?

Mr. G , an Officer of Dragoons, aged Fifty, 
having contracted a ſecond Gonorrhœa in 1743. at 
the time his Regiment was upon the March, was 
once bled, and took a Solution of Nitre Night and 
Morning, and Spirit of Turpentine in clear Water : 
He was ſo negligent in the Doſe, that his Eyes in- 
flamed, and his Yard excoriated and ſwelled. 
Being obliged to ſtop, he put himſelf under 
the Care of a Surgeon, who made an Inciſion, 
and let out much Matter ; but there remained in 
the Uretbra a Fiſtula, which did not cloſe till two 
Years afterwards ;- there conſtantly ſubſiſted a Diſ- 
charge, which the Surgeon of the Regiment con- 
{idered as a Trifle. While he was treating this 
Complaint, in the Winter that followed the Cam- 
paign of 1744. an Abſceſs formed in the Scrotum, 
which remained fiſtulous, and which the Waters of 
Bourbon, drank in the two Seaſons, and thoſe of 
Buſſant, did not cure. Mercurial Frictions were then 
adminiſtred, which made no Alteration in the Run- 
ning, no more than an Electuary and Injections, 
which he uſed for three Months without any ſenſi- 
ble Effect, beſides inflaming the Part; upon which 
thoſe Medicines were left off. The Patient, not 
being able to contain his Water, or ride on Horſe- 
back, petitioned to be ſent to the Invalides ; but,

he was not qualified according to the Rules, he 
reſolved” to continue in the Service, which an In- 
flammation of the Scrotum prevented his doing. 
The Waters of St. Amant, Baths, and Cataplaſms, 
having produced no Effect, he endeavoured to re- 
turn to his Regiment before the Expiration of his 
Furlough; but the Fatigue of the Journey ſwelled 
conſiderably the Penis, Scrotum, and Perinæum, 
which obliged him to ſtay at Bruſſels. Anlnciſion, 
which was made on the left Side of the Scrotum, 
where an Abſceſs was imagined to be formed after 
the Reſolution of the Tumor, gave riſe to a ſecond 
Fiſtula ; and a Swelling, which the Patient had in 
the Perineum, threatened a third. When he con- 
ſulted me in Auguſt 1746. he plainly told me he 
only expected a palliative Cure; that he was re- 
ſolved to quit the Service, and accept of the Iu- 
valides upon any Terms they would offer him. 
Having examined his Situation, I told him, I be-

The Colonel, very glad 
to preſerve a brave Officer, very handſomely granted 
it, and I began the Cure; but the extraordinary 
Complication of Symptoms made me deſirous of 
having his Caſe atteſted. For this Purpoſe I de- 
fired Mr. Caſamajor to viſit him: I ſearched him in 
his Preſence, and found the Uretbra in ſeveral Places 
beſet with fungous Ulcers; a fiſtulous Ulcer on this 
Side the Verumontanum ; and a ſecond, of the ſame 
Nature, which penetrated to the Perineum : He 
had, beſides, a very virulent Running, Difficulty 
and Heat of Urine at times, and Nn | 
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of it at others; ſo that all the different Symptoms 
of the Diſeaſe were collected in him. I treated him 
after my Method. About the middle of the Cure, 
one of the Teſticles ſwelled conſiderably, and was 
attended with violent Pains. This obliged me to 
quit the Cure of the principal Diſeaſe, to remedy 
the Symptom.

Of ſeveral Gonorrhœas, which Mr. G——, aged 
Fifty, Citizen of Paris, had contracted, the ſecond, 
catched in 1728. continued ſix whole Months, and 
was ſtopt at laſt by Balſam of Capivi. In 1731. he 
had a critical Bubo, which opened and healed of 
itſelf; and from that time, whenever he heated 
himſelf, a little Running appeared, which again 
ſtopt of itſelf: The Stream of his Urine began then 
to leſſen; but he made it without Pain. In 1733. 
he contracted a freſh Gonorrhœa, which left Things 
in the ſame Condition; but in 1743. he had a 
fourth, which cauſed an Inflammation of both 
Teſticles, one after another, with cruel Pains along 
the Penis quite to the Anus, ſo that he could nei- 
ther fit nor walk, This Gonorrhcea was treated 
after a very careleſs manner by the Surgeon, Who 
was perſuaded, that mercurial Frictions were the 
only means capable of curing it, and who alſo ima- 
gined, that they would diſſolve the Carnoſities which 
exiſted in the Urethra : He made him rub ſeveral 
times from the Anus to the Glans, and rendered 
him capable of walking, tho? ſtill with Pain.

In October 1745. a Perſon aged Forty- five came 
to me, who had an unhappy Complication of the 
worſt Diſorders which ſucceed to ill-treated Gonor- 
rhoeas, viz. a Fiſtula in Perineo, thro* which the 
Urine drained itſelf, a callous Ulcer in the middle 
of the Urethra, and another near the excretory 
Ducts of the Proſtate, a Retention, Heat, and 
Incontinence of Urine, a Teneſmus, and a virulent 
Running. The Singularity. of the Cafe made me 
deſirous of having it atteſted by Men of Eminence.

In the Year 1720. he firſt perceiv'd, that he did not 
make Water in a- full Stream; he had conſtantly a 
Gleet, which was ſtopp'd by M. Allies; old M. Di- 
vernet ſucceeded in dilating the Paſſage perfeRtly, for 
a time; but, during the Campaigns of 1734. and 
1735. the Stream of his Urine daily diminiſh'd. 
Bougies were again apply'd : The Introduction of 
one of them, that was too large, gave him Pain, and 
there ſhortly after came on an Inflammation, which

the Exit of the Urine ; but in twenty-four Hours 


the Suppreſſion returned. Theſe Accidents made

I am forty-ſix Years of Age; I have always been 
threatened with being afflicted with the Stone, from 
the time of my being at College. In September 
1739. being in Waiting, and holding the Orders 
and Sword ready to preſent them, I felt a very 
ſevere Pain, which immediately went off, and I was 
fluſhed all over: I went thro' my Office, and, be- 
ing got into my Chamber, 1 diſcharged, by the 


Penis, ſeveral drops of Blood as large as Peas. I 


conſulted ſeveral Phyſicians and Surgeons of the 
Court, who differed in their Opinion: M. Marcot, 
Phyſician in ordinary to the King, told me, that he 
could impure it to nothing but a Stone that had fallen 
from the Kidneys into the Bladder; that, however, 
he might be miſtaken; that I ought not to think of 
it, but obſerve a ſtrict Regimen: I remained twenty 
Months without Pain: On Eaſter Day 1741. going 
in my Chaiſe to Paris, I was ſeized with a violent 
Fever, with a great Pain in my Loins, a Weight in 
the Bladder, and ſo conſiderable a Suppreſſion of 
Urine, that, though I was twice bled in the Arm, 
and once in the Foot, and uſed Clyſters with Linſeed 
and Ptiſans, I continued for three Days making 
only a few drops of Water, and that with great

and the Surgeon told me he felt a Stone : The In- 
ſtrument being withdrawn, my Water came away 
readily, but for the firſt Days with Pain; and I 
found myſelf in a Condition to return home Be.

Days after: I remained pretty eaſy till 1743. feel- 
ing, however, every now-and-then, a great Pain at 
the end of the Penis when I had done making Wa- 
ter: November the 14th, 1743. I was ſeized in the 
Night with a total Suppreſſion : I was brought to 
Paris; for eight Days I took ſeveral emollient Me- 
dicines, was bled in the Arm and Foot, my Urine

Three Hours after, the Stone advanced with 
great Pain as far as the Teſticles; Oil of ſweet Al- 
monds was ſeveral times injected into the Paſſage, 
but none of it remained: By preſſing from Eleven 
o' Clock to Four, the Stone was brought as far as 
the Glans : So conſiderable a Swelling came on then 
in an inſtant, that the Glans was ſtrangled by the 
Prepuce, and was bent over it, being alſo ſwelled to

In laſt Eafter Week I 
had a violent Pain in the Loins, and a Fever : I 
was bled twice on the Saturday; and after I had 
diluted, and thrown up emollient Glyſters, I was 
purged with two Ounces of Manna, and ſome 
purging Salt, which worked bnikly : At Five in 
the Afternoon I was taken with a violent Pain in the 
Penis, attended with Itching and Shooting: I was 
four Hours in filling a Glaſs with ſlimy Matter, 
ſtained with fAlorid Blood, at above twenty different 
times, and with the greateſt Straining ; the two fol- 
lowing Hours I made another Glaſs full ; but the 
Slimineſs was greater, and ſtill tained with Blood; 
and before Midnight I diſcharged two ropy Sub- 
ſtances, Which did not ſeparate in coming away, 
and which filled a Glaſs ; they were likewiſe tinged 
with Blood; and all this without a drop of Urine z 
which occaſioned ſo great a Weakneſs, that I could 
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Ever ſince 1739. I have diſcharged with my Wa- 
ter ropy Matter, of different Colours, as large as

Leagues from my own Houſe to Fontainebleau; 
and the next Day, after the King's Levee, I had a 
total Suppreſſion of Urine : Clyſters of Linſeed 
were thrown up : When I was warm in Bed, u 
preſſing a certain Part under the Teſticles, a D 
drops of Water were ſqueezed out, which I was 
obliged every Moment to force out, with incon- 
ceivable Pain and Strainingg. 

M. Hevin, firſt Surgeon to the Dauptineſt, 
having bled me, directed warm Bathings; and for 
ſome Days my Water came dropping out; but, after 
the ſixth bathing, I was ſeized with a Fever: When 
that was carried off, I took again to Bathing, and 
was purged with Caffia and Manna, which gave me 
ſeveral Stools, but brought away no Water; for, 
during the laſt Bathing, I could only make Water 
when I preſſed a certain Part of the Uretbra under 
the Teſticles, and then not without great Pain and 
Straining. Having been in the Bath thirteen times, 
without any Effect, M. Hevin adviſed me to go to 
Paris to Mr. Daran, Surgeon in ordinary to the 
King; and I went to him November the 14th.

I have entered upon Duty 
again; and what is moſt ſurpriſing, is, that after hav- 
ing undergone the cruelleſt Torture for a Fortnight 
at Fontainebleau; after thirteen Bathings, and a con- 
ſiderable time paſſed without eating or ſleeping ; in 
ſhort, after having ſuffered ſevere Pain for ten or 
twelve Days at Mr, Daran's, I have ſo well reco- 
vered my Looks in eight Days time, that there is no 
appearance of my having ever been ill at all. This 
{udden Alteration greatly ſurpriſed all thoſe to whom

I 
told him, that I would attempt his Cure, ; but that 

I had great reaſon to fear, leſt the corroſive Medi- 
cines he had uſed, ſhould render mine uſeleſs; 
which indeed proved to be the Caſe. I did all I 
could for three Months ſucceſſively, but was not 
able to procure him the leaſt Relief. I did not 
think proper to go farther ; and I prognoſticated to 
him, that others would not be more ſortunate. He 
has, for his own Satisfaction, made ſeveral other 


Trials; but they have only ſerved to verify my

Years paſt had laboured under a great Difficulty of 
making Water, and for above fifteen under a Gleet.

F 746. ſeized with a rheumatic Pain in his left Hip, 
which, two Months after, reached the right Side:

1747. he made bloody Water; but this ſoon went 
off, and appeared again ſix Weeks after. He then 
had a Conſultation of ſome of the firſt Surgeons, to 
know whence the Blood proceeded ; and as it was 
diſcharged before the Urine, which was not ſo much 
as tinged with it, it was decided, that it proceeded 
from the Urethra. Bleeding and Bathing having 
been put in Practice without Effect, Aſtringents 
were tried. I was then called in, and found in the 


Urethra an Excreſcence, which Mr. Caſamajor, 
who was the uſual Phyſician of the Patient, was 
made ſenſible of, We agreed, that this ſhould 


- firſt be removed; which I did: But the Hæmor- 
. rhage till ſubſiſting, a Conſultation was agreed on; 


where were preſent Meſſ. Pouſſe the Father, De 


Juſſieu, Foubert, and myſelf; and it was decided, 


that the Body itſelf of the Bladder was ulcerated, 


and full of Fungus. I was nevertheleſs deſired to 


continue my Attendance, to preſerve the Freedom 
of the Paſſage : But his Illneſs being incurable, he 
was at laſt carried off by it. |

running till they uſed aſtringent Imeftions. Some 
time after, being juſt returned from a long Jour- 
ney, and being very much heated by it, he was 


ſeized with a Fever, and Suppreſſion of Uring,;” and 


ever after, his Water came away with Difficulty, 
and loaded with ſlimy Matter. In 1742, he had 


another Retention, which laſted four Days and a 
balf. What muſt, he have endured. in a Suppreſſion 
- which he had two Months before he put himſelf 


under my Care, which was total, and laſted. ſeven 
whole Days! He had moreover in 1743. a Swell- 


ing of the right Teſticle, which yielded to the Ap- 


plication of an Oil which a Surgeon gave him, and 


which he uſed but once, on account of its inflaming 


the left Teſticle; and he was after this diſabled 
from emitting the Semen. I treated this Gentleman 
after my Method, with the Knowlege of Meſſ. 
Boyer, Rabours, and Morand, and deſtroy'd the 
Obſtacles of the Urethra, which had obliged him 


to apply to me, and which had fo. often endangered 


his Life: But as my Remedies could have no Effect 


over a hectic Fever or Conſumption he was linger- 
| s under during the Treatment, he only got better

the Diſorders of his Uretbra, but died of the 


other Illneſs; as Meſſ. Boyer, Rabours, and Morand, 


can teſtify. 
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8 the nature of the diſorders incident to a 
' human Body are learnt by nothing ſo well 
as by the exact hiſtories of thoſe diſorders, 
I thought, that notwithſtanding the num 
ber of Caſes related in the foregoing Treatiſe, the 
Reader would not be diſpleaſed at being detained by 
a few more of them when he flattered himſelf, that he 
nad run his Race, though it were but to glean a 
httle' more knowlege concerning the nature of the 
diſorders of the Uretbra. 
If my deſign had been to ſwell out this Work, I 
could have done it with ſmall labour to myſelf, a 
plenty of Materials lying before me; for beſides 
the Cures which I ſaw with my own Eyes, while with 
Mr. Daran, and thoſe performed by myſelf ſince my 
return to England, I had the peruſal of the hiſtorical 
' Regiſter, which Mr. Daran keeps with the utmoſt 
exactneſs, of all the Perſons that paſs under his 
hands; but out of. this multiplicity of Caſes, I 
have choſen thoſe only, that either had ſomething 
particular in the cauſes which produced them, or 
in the ſymptoms which attended them, and in which 
there was ſome material difference from thoſe already 
ſeen by the Reader. 

As moſt of the Cures which I ſaw, performed, 
or peruſed, are ſimilar to thoſe already met with 
in the foregoing Collection, I ſhall preſent the 
Reader with a few only ; which, as a Deſert after a 
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plentiful Repaſt, may ſerve to amuſe him; or, as a 
Deſert, may remain untouch'd by him, if he is al- 


ready fully ſatiated. 


But, before 1 enter upon this, I muſt not let lip 
this opportunity of declaring, that what has been ſo 
induſtriouſly ſpread of me, that none but the Rich 
could reap, any advantage from my Remedies, on 
account of my exorbitant Prices, is wholly void of 
truth, as many that owe the Recovery of their 
health to my Cares, can aſſert. I am guided by a 


Rule which Cuſtom and Reaſon have eſtabliſhed in 


other Caſes of Surgery; the Nature of the Illneſs, 


and the Circumſtances of the Patient, determine the

Mr. 8 . can Officer in the Regiment of 


++ + + . - In his 63d Year, had in his youth been 
very unfortunate in his amours, . having contracted 


ſeveral Gonorrhœas, which, after the adminiſtration 
of mercurial Medicines, ' were dried up by aſtringent 
Ever ſince the firſt, which he had at 
the age of twenty, the Stream of his Urine” had 


been ſomewhat leſs than natural ; he however reach'd 


the age of ſixty-two, without perceiving any other 
Inconvenience ; he was then ſeiz' d with a violent 
pain in his Loins, for which he took a great 
quantity of Medicines; for ſix months together, he 


kept diſcharging a tough viſcid Matter by the Auus, 
and afterwards the like fort of Matter was alſo diſ- 
charged by the Penis; he now made Water with a 


great deal of difficulty, and violent ſtraining ; had 
ſeveral Fits of Iſchury; and there was a whitiſh. Se- 


diment in his Urine that reſembled the whites of

In March 1749. he applied to Mr. Daran, la- 
bouring at that very time under à total Suppreſſion, 


which had laſted him twelve Hours: Mr. Daran 
immediately procur'd a Diſcharge to the Water by 


the means of his Sounds, and diſcovered” a Stone 
ſticking in the Subſtance of the Urethra, about the 
middle of it, and a fungous Excreſcence that had 
ſprouted up about an inch further.” 


In leſs than two Months, that part of the 
Urethra which the Stone was lock'd in, was 


thoroughly ſuppurated'; and the Stone, lying looſe 


in the Paſſage, was forc'd out by the Urine. 


It was about the Size and Shape of the Kernel 


of a Tamarine, of a dark-brown and ſmooth 


Surface, and a little ragged at one end.

This Gentleman's Tilneſs having © firſt declar'd 


itſelf by a Pain in the Loins, ſhews, that the Stone 


which afterwards ftopt in the Urethra, was origi- 
nally form'd in one of the Kidneys; whence it was 
driven down by the Urine, © thro? one of the Ureters, 
into the Bladder ; and from thence made its way 
into the Urethra, where it was in all likehhood 


ſtopt by a fungous Excreſcence of the nature of 
that which was fituated an inch above it, which 
ſtopt the Stone, either on account of its being of a 


larger, ſize than the firſt, or by the force of the 
Water being broken by the firſt Obſtruction, and 
conſequently leis able to drive the Stone forwards 


thro* a freſh Impediment.

It is to be-obferv*d, that this Gentleman always 
made Water with eaſe, during the eourſe of his 


Cure, While he had the Sound in the Cretbhra; for 


the Stone which lay acroſs the paſſage, and exactly 


filled its cavity, was gently raiſed up on that part 
of it which was not adherent, and was laid flat 
; againſt the Sides of the Uretbra (as I could plainly 


perceive in paſſing the Sound); and the Urine would 


then inſinuate itſelf round the Sound, and find a 
vent; but, upon the removal of it, the Stone fell 


down again in its former ſituation, and Wain ob- 
ſtructed the Urine. 

The three ſmall ragged Stones voided afterwards, 
ſeem to me to have been detach'd from the firſt ; 


and it is poſſible the whole Stone was ragged at firſt, 


which made it more liable to ſtick in its paſſage ; 
but was rendered ſmooth by the action of the Urine 


paſſing over it, which could have no effect on that 


part of it that was UNS in the Aubin of the 
Uretbra.

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REFLECTION. 


In che cure of all wounds that Peet f into 
the Uretbra, I ſhould think it adviſable to keep in 
the Paſſage a Wax Candle, or any other Sound of 


a mild compoſition; which, by gently diſtending 


the Parts, will prevent the diameter of the Urethra 
from being leſſened by the Cicatrice of the Wound; 
and, by a ſoft preſſure, will hinder any Fungus 
5 from riſing up, which, as it hes out of fight, is 
not attended to in time, and may afterwards prove 
the cauſe of another Diſorder. 


CASE 3. 


M. 4 Hatter, aged 79, bad live above 
forty Years in the matrimonial State; during which 
time he had always been true to the conjugal bed': 
He had now almoſt forgot both the Sins of his 
Youth, and the Puniſhments that had attended them. 
He perceived, two Years ago, a {mall hard Fumor 
juſt below the Scrotum; which increaſed conſidera- 
bly, and became as big as an Egg, obſtructing 
the Urine in its courſe : Emollient Cataplaſms were 
applied, and it was brought to Suppuration, and 
opened; the Urine came thro' the Wound; it was 
healed up in two Months, and dilating Candles 
were uſed to reſtore a free Paſſage to the Urine ; 
but he ever after was troubled with a pain and dif- 
ficulty in making Water. A Year after, the Swell- 
ing roſe again; he had recourſe” to the fame means; 
Candles were again uſed, but they only ſerved to 


Increaſe his Sufferings. He then applied to Mr. 


Daran, having a hard Tumor i» Perinzo of the 
bigneſs of a Hen's Egg, divided in its length by a 
ſort of Fiſſure formed by two large inverted Lips.

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There was another fiſtulous opening on the right 


Side of the Perinæum, and the Urine that eſcaped 


thro* the cracks of the Urethra, made its way to it 


by hidden Sinuſes, and cauſed the acuteſt Pains, 


waſhing away along with it a great quantity of 
Matter. I had the Satisfaction of ſeging him oy 
wy well before I left, Paris, 


REFLECTION. 


It appears ſtrange, no doubt, that Diſorders 
carried off above forty Years before, ſhould, after 
ſo long a ſpace of time, be productive of ſuch dread- 
ful Effects; but 1 believe we are miſtaken in ima- 
gining that thoſe Diſorders were ever totally carried 
off; there remain'd from the firſt ſome defect in 
the Parts, which, on account of its ſlightneſs, 
might eaſily be overlooked. Few Men would be 
alarm'd, if the Stream of their Urine was one third 
leſs than natural ; few would be even ſenſible of it ; 
and thoſe that were, would impute it to a thouſand 
other Cauſes ſooner than to. the real one. Thus the 
Illneſs gets ground unregarded, and no Aſſiſtance 
is ſought after till Pain awakens the Attention, and 
the primary Cauſe is forgot. 

How a Remedy ſimply introduced into the Ure- 
thra is capable of extending its Efficacy ſo far as 
to cure Abſceſſes and Fiſtulas out of its reach, is 
very reconcileable to Reaſon, when we- conſider, 
that theſe Abſceſſes and Fiſtulas were firſt-form'd, 
and afterwards continued and increaſed by the Urine's 


_ continually eſcaping out of the Uretbra, and by its 


Sharpneſs corroding the Parts in all Directions; but 
when the Defects of the Urethra are once corrected, 
and its Leakings (if I may be allow'd the Expreſ- 
ſion) have once ceas'd, the kind balm that is con-

Mr. Lieutenant- Colonel, aged fifty- 
one, ſince the Age of twenty, has, to the beſt of 
his remembrance, been afflicted with ten or twelve 
different Gonorrhœas. Their Cure was always 
finiſhed with Injections to carry off the remaining 
Gleet ; which uſed to ſtop indeed, but every now- 
and-then appeared and diſappeared again. of itſelf. 
For the laſt twenty Years he has always made Wa- 
ter in a double Stream, and voided with it a great 
quantity of ſlimy Matter. Two Years ago his 
Complaints grew worſe, making Water only drop. 
by drop, and with ſuch violent Straining as to occa- 
ſion a diſcharge of Blood: He ſoon after was ſeized 
with a very high Fever, attended with Pains all over 
his Body, but more eſpecially in his Head and 
Loins. He remained five Days in this Condition, 
and was relieved out of it by the diſcharge of a 
deep red Urine loaded with a great quantity of Mat- 
ter and Slime. He was afterwards ſeized with the 
ſame Diſorder every 2d or 3d Month; then every 
ſixth Week; and, at laſt, it uſed to attack him re- 
gularly every Fortnight, terminating always by a 
critical diſcharge of Matter and Slime by the Penis. 
He then had recourſe to Mr. Daran's Medicines, 
which, by bringing to Suppuration the ſeveral Diſ- 
orders of his Urethra, prevented a Return of theſe 
periodical Attacks, and in ſomewhat more than

the capillary Veins, and carried back with the 
refluent Blood into the habit of Body; and when the 
Blood has receiv'd ſuch a Supply of this heteroge- 
ous fluid, a Commotion, that is, a Fever, is raiſed, 
and the Blood purges itſelf by a critical Diſcharge ; 
but as it continues to be ſupplied with this noxious 
Matter, when aſufficient quantity of it is accumulated, 
the Fever is again raiſed, whence it becomes perio- 
dical, and the Space between the. Paroxyſms vary 
according as the Blood is ſupplied faſter or ſlower 


with it. The turbid fetid Urine, which is no un- 


frequent Symptom of this Diſorder, may alſo con- 
tribute to it, part of it being imbib'd by the ab- 
ſorbent Veſſels of the Bladder, and mix'd "with the 
circulating Fluids. | 


CASE. 5: 


A young Fellow, about twenty-four, contracted 


a very ſevere Gonorrhcea about the middle of No- 


vember 1748. The Diſcharge was very ſharp, and 
ting d with Blood; and he had a conſtant heat and 
ſmarting in the Paſſage, from the entrance of it to 
the beginning of the Scrotum, Beſides the uſual 
Medicines, Ye was thrice vomited with Turbith 
Mineral. 'The violence of the Symptoms gave 
way at laſt, and by the beginning of March the Dil- 
charge was intirely ſtopt, there appearing only a

drop or two after much Exerciſe : But now the 
Heat and Smarting, which were indeed abated, 
but had never quite left him, began to increaſe 
conſiderably z mercurial Purges, Camphire, cooling 
Decoctions, and Emulſions, were tried to no Pur- 
poſe ; the Heat and Smarting kept growing worſe, 
ſo that he could not ſtand upright, walk for any 
time, or fit with his Thighs cloſe together, with- 
out the greateſt Pain: In fitting down, he was 
obliged to ſhift from one Thigh to another, not 
being able to remain long in one Poſture, or to 
have a ſupport for his Feet with his Legs aſunder. 
He was quite eaſy upon firſt going to Bed; but 
upon growing warm his Pain return'd, and he was 
forced to move to another part of the Bed, that 
was cool; which afforded him a ſhort Relief, till 
he again grew warm. In May he took to drinking, 


upon which the Heat and Pain which only affected 


the Urethra from its Entrance to the Scrotum, ex- 
tended themſelves to the Neck of the Bladder, 
where they cauſed the chief Uneaſineſs, being con- 


tinually troubled with a painful Stiffneſs and drawing 


in of the Anus, as he expreſſes himſelf ; he felt a 
great pain in going to ſtool; the Emiſſion of the 
Semen was attended with violent Smarting; his 
Urine was foul, and he had frequent Provocations 
to making Water. He applied to me about the 
middle of Auguſt. I ſearched him, and found no 
obſtruction of any ſort in the Urethra; he made 
Water with a full Stream, and had no fort of Run- 
ning. The Uſe of the Sounds procured a plentiful 
Diſcharge of Matter from about the middle of the 
Urethra, and that part of it that lies next to the Neck 
of the Bladder ; the Symptoms vaniſhed by de- 
grees, and by the latter end of October he was per- 
fectly well. 
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REFLECTION. 
The Singularity of this Caſe engaged me to give 


it to the Public: It is a hard Taſk to aſſign, with : 


any certainty, the Cauſe of the foregoing Sym- 

toms ; but the means which carried them off, may 
help us to form ſome ſort of Judgment about them: 
Two different Parts of the Urethra yielded a plenti- 


ful Suppuration ; theſe Parts, then, muſt have been 


the Seat of the Diſorder, which Diſorder conſiſted 
neither in Excreſcences of any ſort, nor in Ulcers ; 
for the firft muſt have been perceived by ſearching, - 


and by the Alteration of the Stream of the Urine 3 - - 


the other by the diſcharge of Matter: I would then 
ſuppoſe the ſmall Glands of thoſe Parts of the 
Urethra to have retained in them ſome of the vene- 
real Virus; which being intangled in their very Sub- 
ſtance, might occaſion in them a hot and ſmarting 
Pain, much in the ſame manner as it happens in 


thoſe Glands which are prey'd upon by the can- 


cerous Poiſon, while they ſtill go under the deno- 
mination of occult Cancers z which Heat and Smart- 
ing might eaſily affect the whole Uretbra, on ac- 
count of the multiplicity of Nerves with which this 
Part is endued, | 

In endeavouring to account for the before-men- 
tioned Symptoms, I would be underſtood as offer- 
ing my Conjectures only, not my ſettled Opinion. 
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
